PREAMBLE. 

The  end  of  the  institution,  maintenance  and  administra-  o^Mto  of  gov- 
tion  of  government,  is  to  secure  the  existence  of  the  body  ^ 
politic,  to  protect  it,  and  to  furnish  the  individuals  who  com- 
pose it  with  the  power  of  enjoying,  in  safety  and  tranquillity, 
their  natural  rights,  and  the  blessings  of  life  :  and  whenever 
these  great  objects  are  not  obtained,  the  people  have  a  right 
to  alter  the  government,  and  to  take  measures  necessary  for 
their  safety,  prosperity  and  happiness. 

The  body  politic  is  formed  by  a  voluntary  association  of  ^£^^*^^ 
individuals :  it  is  a  social  compact,  by  which  the  whole  people  iton*tii«t. 
covenants  with  each  citizen,  and  each  citizen  with  the  whole 
people,  that  all  shall  be  governed  by  certain  laws  for  the  com- 
mon good.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  peofde,  therefore,  in  framing 
a  constitution  of  government,  to  provide  for  an  equitable 
mode  of  making  laws,  as  well  as  for  an  impartial  interpreta^ 
tion  and  a  fiskitbliil  execution  of  them ;  that  every  man  may, 
at  all  times,  find  his  security  in  them. 

We,  therefore,  the  people  of  Massachusetts,  acknowledging, 
with  grateful  hearts,  the  goodness  of  the  great  Legislator  of 
the  universe,  in  affording  us,  in  the  course  of  his  providence, 
an  opportunity,  deliberately  and  peaceably,  without  fraud, 
violence  or  surprise,  of  entering  into  an  original,  explicit 
and  solemn  compact  with  each  other ;  and  of  forming  a  new 
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constitution  of  civil  government  for  ourselves  and  posterity ; 
and  devoutly  imploring  his  direction  in  so  interesting  a 
design,  do  agree  upon,  ordain  and  establish  the  following 
Declaration  of  Rights  and  Frame  of  Government^  as  the

monioealth  of  Massachusetts. 

sqnAiityandnft-      Art.  I.    All  mctt  are  born  free  and  equal,  and  have  cer- 
toni right! of au  ^.^  natural,  essential  and  unalienable  rights;  among  which 
may  be  reckoned  the  right  of  enjoying  and  defending  their 
lives  and  liberties ;  that  of  acquiring,  possessing  and  protect- 
ing property ;  in  fine,  that  of  seeking  and  obtaining  their 
safety  and  happiness. 
BitchtanddQtyof     II.    It  is  the  right  as  well  as  the  duty  of  all  men  in  society, 
woMUp.*^"****"'  publicly,  and  at  stated  seasons,  to  worship  the  Supreme 
BsiNa,  the  great  Creator  and  Preserver  of  the  universe. 
jhrotwHon  then-  And  HO  subjcct  shall  be  hurt,  molested  or  restrained,  in  his 
person,  liberty  or  estate,  for  worshipping  God  in  the  manner 
and  season  most  agreeable  to  the  dictates  of  his  own  con- 
science ;  or  for  his  religious  profession  or  sentiments ;  pra> 
vided  he  doth  not  disturb  the  public  peace,  or  obstruct  others 
in  their  religious  worship.

morality ;  and  as  these  cannot  be  generally  diffused  through  a  community, 

but  by  the  institution  of  the  public  worship  of  God,  and  of  public  instmc-

piib£wor£p'''  the  people  of  Ma  Commonwealth  have  a  right  to  invest  their  legislature 

with  power  to  authorize  and  reauire,  and  the  legislature  shall,  from  time 

to  time,  authorize  and  require  tne  several  towns,  parishes,  precincts,  and 

other  bodies  politic,  or  ren^ous  societies,  to  make  suitable  provision,  at 

their  own  expense,  for  the  institution  of  the  public  worship  of  God,  and 

'  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  public  rrotestant  teachers  of  piety, 

religion  and  morality,  in  all  cases  where  such  provision  shall  not  be  made 

voluntarily. 

*  Note. — Articles  of  the  original  constitution  and  articles  of  amendment 
*  thereto  which  have  become  inoperative,  by  reason  of  subsequent  amend- 

ments, are  printed  in  smaller  type  and  enclosed  in  brackets:  obsolete 
portions  of  articles,  in  some  instances  confined  to  a  sentence  or  single 
word,  are  covered  by  brackets,  but  allowed  to  stand  in  type  uniform  with 
the  matter  still  in  force. 
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And  the  people  of  this  Commonwealth  have  also  a  right  to,  and  do,  Md  to  enjoin  at- 
invest  their  legidatore  with  authority  to  enjoin  upon  all  the  subjects  an  J^"^**"*®*   ***•*•" 
attendance  upon  the  instructions  of  the  pubhc  teacners  aforesaid,  at  stated

Provided,  notwithstanding,  that  the  several  towns,  parishes,  precincts,  BzeioilTe  right  of 
and  other  bodies  politic,  or  religious  societies,  shaU  at  all  times,  have  the  |!^^°*][ff^' 
ezdosive  ri^ht  of  electing  their  public  teachers,  and  of  contracting  with 
them  for  their  support  and  maintenance. 

And  all  moneys,  paid  by  the.  subject,  to  the  support  of  public  worship,  Option    •■Jj 
and  of  the  public  teachers  aforesaid,  shall,  if  he  require  it,  be  uniformly  J^^^  ^ISI^Tba 
applied  to  the  support  of  the  public  teacher  or  teachers  of  his  own  religious  paid,  unieH,  fro. 
sect  or  denomination,  provided  there  be  any  on  whose  instructions  he 
attends ;  otherwise  it  may  be  paid  toward  the  support  of  the  teacher  or 
teacheis  of  the  parish  or  precinct  in  which  the  said  moneys  are  raised. .

iV.  The  people  of  this  Commonwealth  have  the  sole  and  J^^'J^SSJ" 
exclusive  right  of  governing  themselves  as  a  free,  sovereign 
and  independent  State  ;  and  do,  and  forever  hereafter  shall, 
exercise  and  enjoy  every  power,  jurisdiction  and  right,  which 
is  not,  or  may  not  hereafter,  be  by  them  expressly  delegated 
to  the  United  States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled. 

V.  All  power  residing  originally  in  the  people,  and  being  Aooountabiutjof 
derived  from  them,  the  several  magistrates  and  oflScers  Qf  *"  ®"°«"» *«• 
government,  vested  with  authority,  whether  legislative,  exec- 
utive or  judicial,  are  their  substitutes  and  agents,  and  are  at 

all  times  accountable  to  them. 

VI.  No  man,  nor  corporation  or  association  of  men,  have  Jj'jJf'^iJ^ 
any  other  title  to  obtain  advantages,  or  particular  and  exclu-  Jng  the  Miiy  utie 
ave  privileges,  distinct  from  those  of  the  community,  than  ^S^bi^tel^ 
what  arises  from  the  consideration  of  services  rendered  to  SSdunnStSa!* 
the  public  ;  and  this  title  being  in  nature  neithe%hereditary, 

nor  transmissible  to  children  or  descendants,  or  relations  by 
blood,  the  idea  of  a  man  bom  a  magistrate,  lawgiver  or 
judge,  is  absurd  and  unnatural, 

YII.     Government  is  institil'^d  for  the  common  good  ;  for  objeeti  of  aot- 
the  protection,  safety,  prosperity  and  happiness  of  the  people ;  STpSSpie  toft- 
and  not  for  the  profit,  honor  or  private  interest  of  any  one  jS^f"* 
jian,  family  or  class  of  men:  Therefore  tlie  people  alone 
have  an  incontestable,  unalienable  and  indefeasible  right 
to  institute  government;   and  to  reform,  alter  or  totally 
change  the  same,  when  their  protection,  safety,  prosperity 
and  happiness  require  it. 

VIIL    In  order  to  prevent  those  who  are  vested  with  ^*«J^®JjP^g 
authority  from  becoming  oppressors,  the  people  have  a  right  tion  in  oooe. 
at  such  periods  and  in  such  manner  as  they  sl^all  establish 
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bj  their  frame  of  goyernment,  to  cause  their  public  officers 

to  return  to  private  life ;  and  to  fill  up  vacant  places  by 

certain  and  regular  elections  and  appointments.

2f  ^  IJ?*Sf     ^'    E^^^  individual  of  the  society  has  a  right  to  be  pnh 

coaMbationwr-  tected  by  it  in  the  enjoyment  of  his  life,  liberty  and  property, 

"**'*^'  according  to  standing  laws.    He  is  obliged,  consequently,  to 

contribute  his  share  to  the  expense  of  this  protection  ;  to  give 

2»*^2jn*-  his  personal  service,  or  an  equivalent,  when  necessary :  but 

no  part  of  the  property  of  any  individual  can,  with  justice, 

be  taken  from  him,  or  applied  to  public  uses,  without  his  own 

consent,  or  that  of  the  representative  body  of  the  people.     In 

fine,  the  people  of  this  Gonunonwealth  are  not  controllable 

by  any  other  laws  than  those  to  which  their  constitutional

freely,  and  without  being  obliged  to  purchase  it ;  completely, 
and  without  any    denial ;    promptly,  and    without  delay, 
conformably  to  the  laws, 
pjKMeevttfiMnf.      XII.    No  subjcct  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  any  crimes 
*''"^  or  ofience  until  the  same  is  fully  and  plainly,  substantially 

and  formallv,  described  to  him ;  or  be  compelled  to  accuse, 
or  furnish  Evidence  against  himself:  and  every  subject  shall 
have  a  right  to  produce  all  proofs  that  may  be  favorable  to 
him ;  to  meet  the  witnesses  against  him  face  to  face,  and  to 
be  fully  heard  in  his  defencg^  by  himself,  or  his  counsel,  at 
his  election.  And  no  subject  shall  be  arrested,  imprisoned, 
despoiled  or  deprived  of  his  property,  immunities  or  privi- 
leges, put  out  of  the  protection  of  the  law,  exiled  or  deprived 
of  his  life,  liberty  or  estate,  but  by  the  judgment  of  his  peers, 
or  the  law  of  the  land. 
Right  to  trial  by  And  the  legislature  shall  not  make  any  law  that  shall  sub- 
cuM/uMp^k^  ject  any  person  to  a  capital  or  infamous  punishment,  except- 
ing for  the  government  of  the  army  and  navy,  without  trial 
by  jury. 
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Xm.  In  crimmal  proeecutioiis,  the  Trnficatioa  of  facts,  crimM  to  be 
in  the  vicinitj  where  they  happen,  is  one  of  the  greatest  JidnSty!^  ^* 
secorities  of  the  life,  liberty  and  property  of  the  eltizen. 

XIV.  Every  subject  has  a  right  to  be  secure  from  all  SfitoT*^ 
unreasonable  searches  and  seizures  of  his  person,  his  bouses,  ]m.  ^^^' 
his  papers,  and  all  his  poesesfflons.    All  warrants,  therefore, 

are  contrary  to  this  right,  if  the  cause  or  foundation  of  them 
be  not  previously  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation,  and  if 
the  order  in  the  warrant  to  a  civil  officer,  to  make  search  in 
suspected  places,  or  to  arrest  one  or  m(»re  suiqiected  persons, 
or  to  seize  their  property,  be  not  accompanied  vnth  a  special 
designation  of  the  persons  or  objects  of  search,  arrest  or 
seizure :  and  no  warrant  ought  to  be  issued  but  in  caees,  and 
with  the  formaUties,  prescribed  by  the  laws. 

XV.  In  all  controvCTses  concerning  property,  and  in  all  ]S^*bJJ,S^  *J 
suits  between  two  or  more  persons,  except  in  cases  in  which  oept,  i^. 

it  has  heretofore  been  otherways  used  and  practised,  the 
parties  have  a  right  to  a  trial  by  jury ;  and  this  method  of 
procedure  shall  be  held  sacred,  unless,  in  causes  arising  on 
the  high  seas,  and  such  as  redate'  to  mariners'  wages,  the 
bgirfature  shall  hereaft^  find  it  necessary  to  alter  it. 

XVI.  The  liberty  of  the  press  is  essential  to  the  security  uber^  of  the 
ef  freedom  in  a  State :  it  ought  not,  therefore,  to  be  restrained  ^"^ 

in  this  Oommonwealth. 

XVII.  The  people  have  a  right  to  keep  and  to  bear  arms  Right  tQ  keep 
for  llie  common  defence.    And  as,  in  time  of  peace,  armies  st^d^*!^^ 
are  dangerous  to  liberty,  tiiey  ought  not  to  be  maintained  tIIl^*^TO  ^ 
without  the  consent  (rf  the  legislature ;  and  the  military  o»4in»*e  ^  cita. 
power  shall  always  be  held  in  an  exact  subordination  to  the 

civil  aufliority,  and  be  governed  by  it. 

XVni.    A  frequent  recurrence  to  the  fundamental  prin-  Mond  OTeiM«. 
ciples  of  the  constitution,  and  a  constant  adherence  to  tiiose   ^^     ^^' 
of  piety,  justice,  moderation,  temperance,  industry  and  fru- 
gality, are  absolutely  necessary  to  preserve  the  advantages 
of  liberty,  and  to  maintain  a  free  government.    The  people 
ought,  conse<}uentiy,  to  have  a  particular  attention  to  aU 
those  principles,  in  the  choice  of  their  officers  and  represen- 
tatives :  and  they  have  a  right  to  require  of  their  lawgivers  iioi«iohUci«ione 
end  magistrates,  an  exact  and  constant  observance  of  them,  ^a^^tnlte!  ^^ 
in  the  formation  and  execution  of  the  laws  necessary  for  the 
good  administration  of  the  Commonwealth.

PAET    THE    SECOND. 

TTie  Frame  of  Government. 

The  people,  inhabiting  the  territory  formerly  called  the  ntieofbodj 
Province  of  Massachusetts  Bay,  do  hereby  solemnly  and  ^^^^'    * 
mutually  agree  with  each  other,  to  form  themselves  into  a 
free,  sovereign  and  independent  body  politic  or  state,  by  the 
name  of  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 


.    CHAPTER  I. 

THE    LEGISLATIVE    POWER. 

SECTION  I. 
The    General    CourL 

Abt.  I.    The  department  of  legislation  sliall  be  formed  i«g»i*tiT*  < 
by  two  branches,  a  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  j  ^'  "^  * 
each  of  which  shall  have  a  negative  on  the  other. 

The  legislative  body  [shall  assemble  every  year  on  the  seeamuidiii 
last  Wednesday  in  May,  and  at  such  other  times  as  they  ^^'  ^ 
shall  judge  necessary  ;  and  shall  dissolve  and  be  dissolved  on 
the  day  next  preceding  the  said  last  Wednesday  in  May ;  and] 
shall  be  styled,  The  General  Court  op  Massachusetts. 

II.    No  bill  or  resolve  of  the  senate  or  house  of  represen-  GoT«nior'iT»to.. 
tatives  shall  become  a  law,  and  have  force  as  such,  until  it 
shall  have  been  laid  before  the  governor  for  his  revisal ;  and 
if  he,  upon  such  revision,  approve  thereof,  he  shall  signify 
his  approbation  by  signing  the  same.    But  if  he  have  any 
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.    objection  to  the  passinig  of  such  bill  or  resolve,  be  shall  return 
the  same,  together  with  his  objecdons  thereto,  in  writii^,  to 
the  senate  or  honse  of  representattves,  in  whidhsoever  the 
same  shall  have  originated,  who  shall  enter  the  objections 
sent  down  by  dM  governor,  at  large,  ^n  their  records,  and

members  present,  shall  have  the  force  of  a  law :  but  in  all 
such  cases,  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  determined  by 
yeas  and  nays ;  and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for  or 
against  the  said  bill  or  resolve,  shall  be  entered  upon  the 
•  public  records  of  the  Commonwealth.

the  same  be  criminal,  or  civil,  or  whether  the  said  crimes  be 
capital  or  not  capital,  and  whether  the  said  pleas  be  real,

orders  of  proceeding  in  their  own  house.  They  shall  have 
authority  to  punish  by  imprisonment,  every  person,  not  a 
member,  who  shall  be  guilty  of  disrespect  to  the  house,  by 
any  disorderly  or  contemptuous  behavior  in  its  presence ;  or 
who,  in  the  town  where  the  general  court  is  sitting,  and 
during  the  time  of  its  sitting,  shall  threaten  harm  to  the 
body  or  estate  of  any  of  its  members,  for  anything  said  or 
done  in  the  house ;  or  who  shall  assault  any  of  them  there- 
for; or  who  shall  assault  or  arrest  any  witness,  or  other 
person,  ordered  to  attend  the  house,  in  his  way  in  going  or 
returning ;  or  who  shall  rescue  any  person  arrested  by  the 
order  of  the  house. 

And  no  member  of  the  house  of  representatives  shall  be 
arrested,  or  held  to  bail  on  mean  process,  during  his  going 
imto,  returning  from,  or  his  attending,  the  general  assembly. 

XI.  The  senate  shall  have  the  same  powers  in  the  like 
cases ;  and  the  governor  and  council  shall  have  the  same 
authority  to  punish'in  like  cases :  provided,  that  no  impris- 
onment, on  the  warrant  or  order  of  the  governor,  council, 
senate  or  house  of  representatives,  for  either  of  the  above 
described  offences,  be  for  a  term  exceeding  thirty  days.

The  major-geuerals  shall  be  appointed  by  the  senate  and 
house  of  representatives,  each  having  a  negative  upon  the 
other ;  and  be  commissioned  by  the  governor. 

And  if  the  electors  of  brigadiers,  field  officers,  captains  or 
subalterns  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  such  elections, 
after  being  duly  notified,  according  to  the  laws  for  the  time 
being,  then  the  governor,  with  advice  of  council,  shall  appoint 
suitable  persons  to  fill  such  offices. 

[And  no  officer,  duly  commissioned  to  command  in  the  militia,  shall  be 
removed  from  his  office,  but  by  the  address  of  both  houses  to  the  governor, 
or  by  fair  trial  in  court-martial,  pursuant  to  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
for  the  time  being.] 

The  conimanding  officers  of  regiments  shall  appoint  their 
adjutants  and  quartermasters ;  the  brigadiers  tlieir  brigade- 
majors  ;  and  the  major-generals  their  aids  ;  and  the  governor 
shall  appoint  the  adjutant-general. 

The  governor,  with  advice  of  council,  shall  appoint  all 
officers  of  the  continental  army,  whom  by  the  confederation 
of  the  United  States  it  is  provided  that  this  Commonwealth 
shall  appoint, — as  also  all  officers  of  forts  and  garrisons. 

The  divisions  of  the  militia  into  brigades,  regiments  and 
companies,  made  in  pursuance  of  the  militia  laws  now  in 
force,  shall  be  considered  as  the  proper  divisions  of  the 
militia  of  this  Commonwealth,  until  the  same  shall  be  altered 
in  pursuance  of  some  future  law. 

XI.  No  moneys  shall  be  issued  out  of  the  treasury  of 
this  Commonwealth  and  disposed  of  (except  such  sums  as 
may  be  appropriated  for  the  redemption  of  bills  of  credit  or 
treasurer's  notes,  or  for  the  payment  of  interest  arising 
thereon.)  but  by  warrant  under  the  hand  of  the  governor  for 
the  time  being,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council, 
for  the  necessary  defence  and  support  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  for  the  protection  and  preservation  of  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  agreeably  to  the  acts  and  resolves  of  the  general 
court. 

XII.  All  public  boards,  the  commissary-general,  all  super- 
intending officers  of  public  magazines  and  stores,  belonging 
to  this  Commonwealth,  and  all  commanding  officers  of  forts 
and  garrisons  within  the  same,  shall,  once  in  every  three 
months,  officially  and  without  requisition,  and  at  other  times, 
when  required  by  the  governor,  deliver  to  him  an  account 
of  all  goods,  stores,  provisions,  ammunition,  cannon  with 
their  appendages,  and  small  arms  with  their  accoutrements, 
and  of  all  other  public  property  whatever  under  their  care, 
respectively ;  distinguishing  the  quantity,  number,  quality 
iind  kind  of  each,  as  particularly  as  may  be  ;  together  with 
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the  condition  of  such  forts  and  garrisons ;  and  the  said  com- 
manding officer  shall  exhibit  to  the  governor,  when  required 
by  him,  true  and  exact  plans  of  such  forts,  and  of  the  land 
and  sea,  or  harbor  or  harbors,  adjacent. 

And  tlie  said  boards,  and  all  public  officers,  shall  commu- 
nicate to  the  governor,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  receiving  the 
same,  all  letters,  dispatches  and  intelligences  of  a  public 
natnre,  which  shall  be  directed  to  them  respectively. 

XIII.  As  the  public  good  requires  that  the  governor  w«ry  of  go?- 
sfaould  not  be  under  the  undue  influence  of  any  of  the  mem-  *"*"' 
bers  of  the  general  court,  by  a  dependence  on  them  for  his 
support — ^that  he  should,  in  all  cases,  act  with  freedom  for 
the  benefit  of  the  public — that  he  should  not  have  his  atten- 
tion necessarily  diverted  from  that  object  to  his  private 
concerns — and  that  he  should  maintain  the  dignity  of  the 
#  Commonwealth  in  the  character  of  its  chief  magistrate — ^it  is 
necessary  that  he  should  have  an  honorable  stated  salary,  of

shall  be  the  same  as  are  required  in  the  election  of  a  gov- 
ernor.   The  return  of  the  votes  for  this  officer,  and  the  how  ohoaen. 
declaration  of  his  election,  shall  be  in  the  same  manner; 
[and  if  no  one  person  shall  be  found  to  have  a  majority  of  all 
the  votes  returned,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  senate 
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and  hoase  of  rq[>reflentative0,  in  the  same  manner  as  Uie 
gOYernor  is  to  be  elected,  in  case  no  one  person  diall  have  a 
majority  of  the  votes  of  the  people  to  be  govamor.J 

II.  The  governor,  and  in  his  absence  the  heutenant- 
governor,  shall  be  president  of  the  council,  but  shall  have  no 
vote  in  council ;  and  the  lieutenant-governor  shall  always  be 
a  member  of  the  council,  except  wl^n  the  chair  of  the  gov- 
ernor shall  be  vacant. 

III.  Whenever  the  chair  of  the  governor  shall  be  vacant, 
by  reason  of  his  death,  or  absence  from  the  Gommcmwealtfa, 
or  otherwise,  the  lieut^oiant-govemor,  for  the  time  bring, 
shall,  during  such  vacancy,  perform  all  the  duties  incum* 
bent  upon  the  governor,  and  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  and  authorities,  which,  by  this  constitution,  the 
governor  is  vested  with,  when  personally  present. 
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Abt.  I.  There  shall  be  a  council,  for  advising  the  gov- 
ernor in  the  executive  part  of  the  governmenf,  to  consist  of 
[nine]  persons  besides  the  lieutenant-governor,  whom  the 
governor,  for  the  time  being,  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority,  from  time  to  time,  at  his  discretion,  to  assemble 
and  call  together ;  and  the  governor,  with  the  said  council- 
lors, or  five  of  them  at  least,  shall  and  may,  from  time  to 
time,  hold  and  keep  a  council,  for  the  ordering  and  directing 
the  affairs  of  the  Commonwealth,  according  to  the  laws  of 
the  land. 

[n.  Nine  couDcillon  shall  be  aniraailj  chosen  from  among  the  persona 
returned  for  councillors  and  senators,  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  May,  by 
the  joint  ballot  of  the  senators  and  representatives  assembled  in  one  room ; 
and  in  case  there  shall  not  be  found,  upon  the  firtft  choice,  the  whole  num- 
ber of  nine  persons  who  will  accept  a  seat  in  the  council,  the  deficiency 
shall  be  made  up  by  the  electors  aforesaid  from  among  the  people  at  large ; 
and  the  number  of  senators  left,  shall  constitute  the  senate  for  the  year. 
The  seats  of  the  persons  thus  elected  from  the  senate,  and  accepting  the 
trust,  shall  be  vacated  in  the  senate.] 

IIL  The  councillors,  in  the  civil  arrangements  of  the 
Commonwealth,  shall  have  rank  next  after  the  lieutenant- 
governor. 

[IV.  Not  more  than  two  connciUocs  shall  be  chosen  out  of  any  one 
district  in  this  Commonwealth.] 
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V.  The  resolutiond  and  advice  of  the  council  shall  be  Bagbtarof  eovn- 
recorded  in  a  register  and  signed  by  the  members  present ;  ^' 

and  this  record  may  be  called  for,  at  any  time,  by  either 
house  of  the  legislature ;  and  any  member  of  the  council 
may  insert  his  opinion,  contrary  to  the  resolution  of  the 
majority. 

VI.  Whenever  the  office  of  the  governor  and  lieutenant-  oonneutoextr. 
governor  shall  be  vacant  by  reason  of  death,  absence,  or  ^p^iJt^Z 
otherwise,  then  the  council,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall,  •^^  *•• 
during  such  vacancy,  have  full  power  and  authcMity,  to  do 

and  execute,  all  and  every  such  acts,  matters  and  things,  as 
the  governor  or  the  lieutenant-governor  might,  or  could,  by 
yirtue  of  this  constitution,  do  or  execute,  if  they,  or  either 
of  them,  were  personally  present. 

[|V1L     And  whereas  the  elections  appointed  to  be  made  by  this  consti-  sieetiona  vomj  be 
tuUon  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  May  annually^  hy  the  two  houses  of  the  •4ionni6d  nntu, 
legislature,  may  not  be  completed  on  that  day,  the  said  elections  may  be     ^' 
an^oamed  from  day  to  day,  until  the  same  shall  be  completed.    And  the  Order  thenof. 
order  of  elections  shall  be  as  follows :  the  vacancies  in  tne  senate,  if  any,  Amendments, 
shall  fiist  be  filled  up ;  the  ^vernor  and  lieutenant-governor  shall  then  Arte.

Abt.    I.    [The  secretary,  treasurer  and  receiver-general,  sewetary,  &o. : 
and  the  commissary-general,  notaries  public  and  naval  offi-  how^eto^n^ 
cers,  shall  be  chosen  annually,  by  joint  ballot  of  the  senators  A3a"iv.  Md**^ 
and  representatives,  in  one  room.]    And,  that  the  citizens  of  ^^^• 
this  Commonwealth  may  be  assured,  from  time  to  time,  that  Treeevrerineifgi.

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CHAPTER   III. 
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JUDICIARY  POWER. 

Art.  I.  The  tenure  that  all  commission  officers  shall  by 
law  have  in  their  offices  shall  be  expressed  in  their  respective 
commissions.  All  judicial  officers,  duly  appointed,  conunis- 
sioned  and  sworn,  shall  hold  their  offices  during  good  be- 
havior, excepting  such  concerning  whom  there  is  different 
provision  made  in  this  constitution :  provided,  nevertheless, 
the  governor,  with  consent  of  the  council,  may  remove  them 
upon  the  address  of  both  houses  of  the  legislature. 

II.  Each  branch  of  the  legislature,  as  well  as  the  governor 
and  council,  shall  have  authority  to  require  the  opinions  of 
the  justices  of  the  supreme  judicial  court,  upon  important 
questions  of  law,  and  upon  solemn  occasions. 

III.  In  order  that  the  people  may  not  suffer  from  the 
long  continuance  in  place  of  any  jui^tice  of  the  peace,  who 
shall  fail  of  discharging  the  important  duties  of  his  office 
with  ability  or  fidelity,  all  commissions  of  justices  of  the 
peace  shall  expire  and  become  void  in  the  term  of  seven 
years  from  their  respective  dates  ;  and,  upon  the  expiration 
of  any  commission,  the  same  may,  if  necessary,  be  renewed, 
or  another  person  appointed,  as  shall  most  conduce  to  the 
well  being  of  the  Commonwealth. 

IV.  The  judges  of  probate  of  wills,  and  for  granting 
letters  of  administration,  shall  hold  their  courts  at  such  place 
or  places,  on  fixed  days,  as  the  convenience  of  the  people 
shall  require ;  and  the  legislature  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
hereafter,  appoint  such  times  and  places;  until  which 
appointments,  the  said  courts  shall  be  holden  at  the  times 
and  places  which  the  respective  judges  shall  direct. 

[V.  All  causes  of  marriage,  divorce  and  alimony,  and  all  appeals  from 
the  judges  of  probate,  shall  l^  heard  and  determined  by  the  governor  and 
council  until  tne  legislature  shall,  by  law,  make  oth^r  provisioi^] 


CHAPTER   IV. 

DELEGATES    TO    CONGRESS. 

Delegates  to  oon-      [The  delegates  of  this  Commonwealth  to  the  congress  of  the  United 
8»"'  States  shall,  some  time  in  the  month  of  June,  annually,  be  elected  by  the 

joint  ballot  of  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives  assembled  together 
in  one  room ;  to  serve  in  congress  for  one  year,  to  commence  on  the  first 
Monday  in  November  then  next  ensuing.  They  shall  have  commissions 
under  the  hand  of  the  governor,  and  the  great  seal  of  the  Commonwealth ; 
but  may  be  recalled  at  any  time  within  the  year,  and  others  chosen  and 
commissioned,  in  the  same  manner,  in  their  stead.] 
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CHAPTER    V 


THE   UNIVERSITY  AT  CAMBRIDGE,  AND    ENCOURAGEMENT  OF 
LITERATURE,   &C. 

SECTION  L 
The  University. 

Art.  I.    Whereas  our  wise  and  pious  ancestors,  so  early  HamM  ooikge. 
as  the  year  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty-six,  laid  the 
foundation  of  Harvard  College,  in  which  university  many 
persons  of  great  eminence  have,  by  the  blessing  of  God, 
been  initiated  in  those  arts  and  sciences  which  qualified 
them  for  public  employments,  both  in  church  and  state  ;  and 
whereas  the  encouragement  of  arts  and  sciences,  and-  all 
good  literature,  tends  to  the  honor  of  God,  the  advantage 
of  the  Christian  religion,  and  the  great  benefit  of  this  and 
the  other  United  States  of  America, — it  is  declared,  that  the  J^JJ^^.^  ^^tJj; 
President  and  Fellows  op  Harvard  College,  in  their  pre«id«ntindfci- 
corporate  capacity,  and  their  successors  in  that  capacity,    '"» ®^'*'*™**- 
their  officers  and  servants,  shall  hUve,  hold,  use,  exercise 
and  enjoy,  all  the  powers,  authorities,  rights,  liberties,  privi- 
ties, immunities  and  franchises,  which  they  now  have,  or 
are  entitled  to  have,  hold,  use,  exercise  and  enjoy  ;  and  the 
same  are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed  unto  them,  the  said 
president  and  fellows  of  Harvard  College,  and  to  their 
successors,  and  to  their  officers  and  servants,  respectively, 
forever. 

n.    And  whereas  there»have  been,  at  sundry  times,  by  Fropwtydertoed. 
divers  persons,  gifts,  grants,  devises  of  houses,  lands,  tene- 
ments, goods,  chattels,  legacies  and  conveyances,  heretofore 
made,  either  to  Harvard  College  in  Cambridge,  in  New  Eng- . 
land,  or  to  the  president  and  fellows  of  Harvard  College,  or 
to  the  said  college,  by  some  other  description,  under  several 
charters  successively ;  it  is  declared,  that  all  the  said  gifts,  ^^i^Q^^li^ 
grants,  devises,  legacies  and  conveyances,  are  hereby  forever  coDflnn^d. 
confirmed  unto  the  president  and  fellows  of  Harvard  CoUegie, 
and  to  their  successors,  in  the  capacity  aforesaid,  according 
to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  donor  or  donors, 
grantor  or  grantors,  devisor  or  devisors. 

III.    And  whereas  by  an  act  of  the  general  court  of  the  Bowd  ^^gw 
colony  of  Massachusetts  Bay,  passed  in  the  year  one  thou-  bymmzai  court 
sand  six  hundred  and  forty-two,  the  governor  and  deputy-  **'  ^^• 
governor,  for  the  time  being,  and  all  the  magistrates  of  that 
jurisdiction,  were,  with  the  president,  and  a  number  of  the 
clergy  in  the  said  act  described,  constituted  the  overseers  of 
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Harvard  College  ;  and  it  being  necessary,  in  this  new  con- 
stitution of  government,  to  ascertain  who  shall  be  deemed 
successors  to  the  said  governor,  deputy-governor,  and  magis- 
trates ;  it  is  declared,  that  the  governor,  lieutenant^overnor, 
council  and  senate  of  this  Commonwealth,  are,  and  shall  be 
deemed,  their  successors  ;  who,  with  the  president  of  Harvard 
College,  for  the  time  being,  together  with  the  ministers  of 
the  congregational  churches  in  the  towns  of  Cambridge, 
Watortown,  Charlestown,  Boston,  Roxbury  and  Dorchester, 
mentioned  in  the  said  act,  shall  be,  and  hereby  are,  vested 
with  all  the  powers  and  authority  belonging,  or  in  any  way 
appertaining,  to  the  overseers  of  Harvard  College :  provided, 
that  nothing  herein  shdl  be  construed  to  prevent  the  legis- 
lature of  this  Commonwealth  from  making  such  alterations 
in  the  government  of  the  said  university,  as  shall  be  condu- 
cive to  its  advantage,  and  the  interest  of  the  republic  ai 
letters,  in  as  full  a  manner  as  might  have  been  done  by  the 
legislature  of  the  late  Province  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay.

ftSTafS^torati,  the  preservation  of  their  rights  and  liberties  ;  and  as  these 
Art.xvra.  *  depend  on  spreading  the  opportunities  and  advantages  of 
education  in  the  various  parts  of  the  country,  and  among 
the  different  orders  of  the  people,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
legislatures  and  magistrates,  in  all  future  periods  of  this 
Commonwealth,  to  cherish  the  interests  of  literature  and 
the  sciences,  and  all  seminaries  of  them ;  especially  the  uni- 
versity at  Cambridge,  public  schools,  and  grammar  schools 
in  the  towns ;  to  encourage  private  societies,  and  public 
institutions,  rewards  and  immunities,  for  the  promotion  of 
agriculture,  arts,  sciences,  commerce,  trades,  manufiactures, 
and  a  natural  history  of  the  country ;  to  countenance  and 
inculcate  the  principles  of  humanity  and  general  benevo- 
lence, public  and  private  charity,  industry  and  frugality, 
honesty  and  punctuality  in  their  dealings ;  sincerity,  good 
humor,  and  all  social  a&ctions,  and  generous  sentimentSi 
among  the  people.

Art.  I.    [Any  person  cboeen  governor,  lieutenantrgovemor,  councillor,  Dwlantfoa  of 
senator  or  representadye,  and  accepti^  the  trust,  shafi,  before  he  proceed  SJSSwSi 
to  execute  tM  duties  of  his  place  or  o^e,  make  and  subscribe  the  follow-  oimr 
log  declaration,  via.  s 

'*  I,  A.  B,,  do  declare,  that  I  believe  the  Christian  religion,  and  have  a  8— MMPdmentg, 
finn  persuasion  of  its  truth ;  and  that  I  am  seized  and  possessed,  in  m^  ^'^'  ^^' 
own  right,  of  the  property  required  by  the  constitution,  as  one  qualifica- 
tion  for  tiie  office  or  place  to  which  I  am  elected." 

And  the  governor,  lieutepaotrg overoor  and  oouncillora,  shall  make  a«d 
subscribe  ihe  said  declaration,  in  the  presence  ofih^  two  houses  of  assem- 
bly;  and  the  senators  and  representatives,  first  elected  under  this  constiT 
tution,  before  the  president  and  five  of  the  council  of  the  former  constitu- 
tioa;  and  forefwer  afterwards,  before  the  governor  and  council  for  the 
time  being.]

any  jurisdiction,  superiority,  pre-eminence,  authority,  dispensing  or  other 
power,  in  any  matter,  civil,  ecclesiastical  or  spiritual,  withm  this  Common-  # 
wealdi ;  except  the  authority  and  power  which  is  or  may  be  vested  by 
their  constitueDts  in  the  congress  of  the  United  States :  and  I  do  further 
testify  and  diBclare,  that  no  man,  or  body  of  men,  hath,  or  cui  have,  any 
right  to  absolve  or  discharge  me  from  the  obligation  of  this  oath^  declara- 
tion or  affirmation ;  and  that  I  do  make  this  acknowledgment,  profession, 
testimony,  declaration,  denial,  renunciation  and  abjuration,  heartily  and 
truly,  according  to  the  common  meaning  and  acceptation  of  the  foregoing 
words,  without  any  equivoeation,  mental  evasion  or  secret  reservation 
whatsoever.

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THE  FRAMING  AND  POPULAR  ADOPTION   OF  THE 
CONSTITUTION. 

The  Constitution  of  Massachusetts  was  agreed  upon  by  delegates  of 
the  people,  in  oonyention,  begun  and  held  at  Cambridge,  on  the  first  day 
of  September,  1779,  and  continued  by  adjournments  to  the  second  day 
of  March,  1780,  when  the  convention  adjourned  to  meet  on  the  first 
Wednesday  of  the  ensuing  June.  In  the  meantime  the  Constitution  was 
submitted  to  the  people,  to  be  adopted  by  them,  provided  two-thirds  of  the 
Totes  given  should  be  in  the  affirmative.-  When  the  convention  assembled, 
it  was  found  that  the  Constitution  had  been  adopted  by  the  requisite 
number  of  votes,  and  the  convention  accordingly  Resolved  "  That  the  said 
Consfitntion  or  Frame  of  Government  shall  take  place  on  the  last  Wednes- 
day of  October  next;  and  not  before,  for  any  purpose,  save  only  for  that 
of  making  elections,  agreeable  to  this  resolution."  The  first  legislature 
asBembled  at  Boston,  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  October,  1780. 

ARTICLES  OF  AMENDMENT. 

The  first  nine  Articles  of  Amendment  were  submitted,  by  delegates  in 
convention  assembled,  November  15, 1820,  to  the  people,  and  by  ihem 
approved  an^ratified  April  9, 1821. 

The  tenth  Article  was  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political  years 
1829-30,  and  1830-31,  respectively,  and  was  approved  and  ratified  by  the 
people,  May  11, 1831. 

The  elerenth  Article  was  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political 
years  1832  and  1833,  and  was  approved  by  the  people,  November  11, 


The  twelfth  Article  was  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political 
years  1835  and  1836,  and  was  approved  by  the  people,  the  fourteenth  day 
of  November,  1836. 

The  thirteenth  Article  was  adopted  byjthe  legislatures  of  the  political 
years  1839  and  1840,  and  was  approved  by  the  people,  the  sixth  day  of 
April,  1840. 

The  fourteenth,  fifteenth,  sixteenth,  seventeenth,  eighteenth  and  nine- 
teenth Articles  were  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political  years  1854 
and  1855,  and  ratified  by  the  people,  the  twenty-third  day  of  May,  1855. 

The  twentieth,  twenty-first  and  twenty-second  Arjticles  were  adopted 
by  the  legislatures  of  the  political  years  1856  and  1857,  and  ratified  by  the 
people  on  the  first  day  of  May,  1857. 
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The  twent7-tliird  Article  was  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political 
years  1858  and  1859,  and  ratified  by  the  people  on  the  ninth  day  of  May, 
1869. 

The  twenty-fourth  and  twenty-fiflh  Articles  were  adopted  by  the  legis- 
latures of  the  political  years  1859  and  1860,  and  ratified  by  the  people  on 
the  seventh  day  of  May,  1860. 

The  twenty-sixth  Article  was  adopted  by  the  le^latnres  of  the  political 
years  1862  and  1863,  and  ratified  by  the  people  on  the  sixth  day  of  April, 
1868.

For  an  addition  to  the  normal  school  building  at  Framing- 
ham  and  furnishing  the  rooms  therein,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  additional  cases  in  the  cabinet  of  natural  history,  ia 
the  normal  school  building  at  Westfield,  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  said  sum,  and  the  sums  above 
named,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of 
education. 

For  postage,  printing,  advertising,  stationery,  the  transpor- 
tation of  documents  for  the  board  of  education,  and  for 
the  secretary  thereof,  and  also  for  any  contingent  expenses 
of  the  normal  schools  not  otherwise  provided  for,  the  sum  of 
eleven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars.  *

The  powcrs  and  duties  of  the  county  conunis- 
Id  eoQDtiw  of  sioncrs  unQcr  this  act,  shall,  for  the  counties  of  oufiolk  and 
tucket!*"*  ^*°'  Nantucket,  be  vested  in  and  discharged  by  three  license  com- 
i^rm  of  ofiice.  missioners  for  each  county.  The  said  commissioners  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  people  of  said  counties  at  an  election  to  be 
held  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  May  next,  to  hold  office,  one 
for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years,  from 
the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  sixty-eight,  and  until  their  respective  successors 
shall  be  qualified  ;  and  thereafter  shall  be  chosen  at  the  reg- 
ular November  election  in  each  year,  one  commissioner  for 
each  of  said  counties,  to  hold  office  for  the  term  of  three 
•  years,  from  the  first  Wednesday  of  January  following  his 

election,  and  until  his  successor  is  qualified.  Vacancies 
occurring  in  the  office  of  license  commissioner  shall  be  filled 
at  the  next  November  election,  for  the  unexpired  term,  and 
the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council,  shall  appoint  a  commissioner  to  hold  office  during 
the  interval. 

The  said  license  commissioners  shall  be  paid  from  the 
treasury  of  the  counties  aforesaid,  five  dollars  each,  with 
their  necessary  travelling  expenses,  stationery,  clerk  hire  and 
office  rent,  for  every  day  ajctually  employed  in  the  duties  of 
their  office,  and  they  may  appoint  a  clerk  and  fix  a  reasonable 
sum  as  his  salary. 

Section  4.  Libenses  shall  be  granted  only  to  the  fellowing 
classes  of  persons,  for  the  purposes,  and  on  payment  of  the 
fees  hereafter  named,  to  wit :

Liquor  dealers  engaged  in  no  other  business  con- 
nected therewith,  to  sell  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises,  who 
shall  pay  a  fee  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

Fijth.  Grocers,  apothecaries  and  druggists :  to  sell  not  to 
be  drimk  on  the  premises,  who  shall  pay  a  fee  of  fifty  dollars. 

Sixth.  Brewers  and*  distillers.  Brewers  and  distillers 
may  sell  intoxicating  liquors,  of  their  own  manufacture,  and 
at  their  place  of  manufacture,  or  their  regular  place  of  busi- 
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6,  in  qaantititB  of  not  less  than  thirty  gallons,  the  whole 
to  be  exported  from  the  state,  and  no  part  thereof  to  be  used 
therein,  and  the  burden  shall  be  upon  such  persons,  in  any 
proceeding  under  this  act,  to  prove  that  the  sale  was  for 
exportation,  as  aforesaid.    Brewers  and  distillers  may  be 
licensed  to  sell  not  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises,  for  a  fee  of 
one  hundred  dollars.

All  warrants  for  the  meetings  of  citizens  for  municipal 
purposes,  to  be  held  either  in  wards  or  in  general  meetings, 
shall  be  issued  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  and  shall  be  in 
such  form,  and  shall  be  served,  executed  and  returned  at 
sucli  time,  and  in  such  manner  as  the  city  council  may  by 
ordinance  direct. 

Section  4.  On  the  first  Tuesday  in  December,  annually, 
there  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  in  each  of  the  wards  of  the

Be  it  enactedj  Sfc,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  city  of  Boston  and  the  towns  of  Brook- 
line,  Brighton  and  Watertown,  are  hereby  authorized,  within 
one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  lay  out  and  accept 
as  highways,  so  much  of  the  Mill-dam  road,  and  the  roads 
and  bridges  heretofore  connected  therewith  iu  toll  franchise,

Watertown  turn-  huudrcd  aud  fifty-six.  The  said  highways  and  the  said  Water- 
town  turnpike  may  be  laid  out  of  the  same  width  as  they 
were  originally  laid  out;  and  the  said  towns  and  city  shaU 
not  be  liable  in  so  doing  for  any  land  damages  to  any  owner 
or  abutter  on  said  ways  or  turnpike ;  aud  upon  such  laying 


pike. 
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out  and  acceptance  of  the  same,  all  tolls  thereon  shall  be  Toii«tob«du- 
discontinued,  and  the  property  of  the  Commonwealth  therein,  ~"'*°"***- 
excepting  said  cross-dam,  shall  become  vested,  severally,  in 
tlie  city  and  towns  vaforesaid.

pike   lying  within   the   territory    heretofore   ceded   to   the 
United  States,  and  shall  be  liable,  in  the  same  manner  and  to 
the  same  extent  aforesaid,  for  any  defects  therein,  except  as 
far  as  they  may  be  controlled  or  prevented  by  the  authority 
of  the  United  States ;   and  the  bridge  over  Charles  River  Brfdg*  oyer

Section  8.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  at  said  meeting 
shall  be  in  favor  of  a  dissolution  of  such  district,  then  the 
property  and  assets,  as  well  as  the  debts  and  liabilities  of 
such  district,  shall  be  equitably  divided  and  apportioned 
between  the  parts  of  said  district  composed  of  inhabitants  of 
the  several  towns,  in  such  manner  as  a  committee  of  seven 
voters  in  said  district,  to  be  elected  by  ballot  at  such  meet- 
ing, shall  agree  upon :  provided^  the  plan  adopted  by  said 
committee  shall  be  ratified  by  said  district  at  a  meeting 
called  to  consider  their  report. 

In  case  the  committee  shall  be  unable  to 
agree  upon  such  division,  or  their  plan  fail  to  be  ratified  bj 
the  district,  they  shall,  within  ten  days  after  such  inability 
or  failure,  notify  the  county  commissioners  of  the  county  in 
which  any  one  of  the  towns  in  part  composing  the  fire  dis- 
trict is  situated,  of  such  disagreement  or  refusal  to  ratify, 
and  said  commissioners  shall  forthwith  give  notice  of  a  time 
and  place  to  hear  and  decide  the  matter  in  dispute.

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INAUGURAL   ADDRESS 


HIS    EXCELLENCY    ALEXANDER    H.    BULLOCK. 


At  twelye  o'clock  on  Friday,  the  third  day  of  January, 
His  Excellency  the  GoTernor,  accompanied  by  His  Honor  the 
Lieutenant-Governor,  the  members  of  the  Executive  Council, 
and  officers  of  the  civil  and  military  departments  of  the 
government,  attended  by  a  joint  committee  of  the  two  Houses, 
met  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  Convention, 
and  delivered  the  following 

ADDRESS. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and 

of  the  House  of  Representatives : 

It  may  well  awaken  our  patriotic  pride  that  we  convene,  at 
the  beginning  of  a  new  year,  public  servants  of  a  Common- 
wealth which  is  distinguished  by  independence,  intelligence 
and  contentment.  Here  also  harmony,  confidence  and  faith 
in  the  future  prevail.  No  questions  of  the  relations  of  the 
State  with  the  National  Union  ;  no  doubts  as  to  what  we  have 
done,  or  as  to  what  we  ought  to  do  on  the  broad  field  of 
humanity  and  patriotism ;  no  fears  of  our  public  credit,  which 
is  subjected  to  little  inquiry  abroad  because  it  is  well  sus- 
tained at  home ;  no  general  or  particular  apprehension  as  to 
our  condition,  or  prospects,  or  duties,  can  disturb  the  reflec- 
tions appropriate  to  this  day  and  this  occasion. 

These  facts  ought,  also,  to  quicken  our  sense  of  responsi- 
bility. Whatever  we  of  this  generation,  as  a  part  in  the 
federal  fraternity,  have  accomplished,  and  whatever  as  a  local 
community  we  have  attained,  we  owe  largely  to  the  virtues 
of  our  ancestors ;  to  their  example  of  piety  and  morals ;  to 
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their  devotion  to  the  welfare  of  the  whole  country  ;  to  their 
support  of  education  and  philanthropy ;  to  their  consistent 
practice  of  liberality  and  economy  in  all  the  aflfairs  of  state. 
We  cannot  afford  to  obscure,  or  fgf^U  or  neglect  the  lessons 
of  our  past.  They  are  to  us  a  sacre<F  treasury  of  resources. 
The  thought  of  these  examples,  the  imitation  of  them,  varying 
only  to  accord  with  changing  time  and  circumstance,  may 
wisely  be  a  chief  influence  in  our  own  policy  and  action. 

FREE  EDUCATION. 

We  best  give  effect  to  one  of  the  highest  of  their  examples, 
and  we  continue  a  policy  which  stood  first  and  last  with 
them,  by  granting  a  broad  and  ample  support  to  the  interests 
of  popular  education.  The  wisdom  and  tlie  necessity  of  this, 
as  an  assurance  of  our  civil  and  political  strength  among  the 
States,  were  never  more  obvious  than  now.  The  well  ordered 
finances  and  the  concentrated  and  intense  system  of  pro- 
ductive labor  of  the  Commonwealth  have  done  much  to  gain 
for  it  a  renown  in  all  parts  of  the  world ;  and  these  are 
dependent  upon  that  mental  training  which  has  given  to  our 
industry  its  keenness,  its  energy  and  its  transmitted  life. 
But,  beyond  the  tangible  relations  of  the  material  arts,  the 
conditions  of  our  success  and  reputation  at  home  and  abroad 
depend  in  chief  upon  the  manifestations  of  cultivated  mind 
in  every  sphere  of  thought  and  action.  This  State,  now  a 
small  spot  among  the  divisions  of  the  map,  must  rely  mainly 
for  a  conspicuous  part  in  the  influences  and  forces  of  a  great 
nation,  upon  its  educated  manhood  ;  educated  for  statesman- 
ship, and  government,  and  science,  and  industry.  There  are 
no  boundaries  to  circumscribe  a  Commonwealth  in  which 
such  culture  exists  in  full  development.  This  conquers 
prejudices,  makes  all  sections  one,  and  imparts  to  local  history 
universality. 

In  calling  your  attention  to  our  public  condition,!  rejoice, 
therefore,  that  it  becomes  my  duty  to  state  that  never  before, 
in  periods  of  peace  or  of  war,  have  the  returns  of  the  depart- 
ment of  education  been  so  encouraging  as  at  this  time.  You 
will  bear  in  mind  that  the  last  year  has  been  one  of  thought- 
fulness  and  apprehension  in  relation  to  finance ;  and  yet, 
while  the  premonitions  of  financial  embarrassments  have 
usually  been  caught  quickly  by  our  towns,  at  no  time  before 
have  they  exhibited  a  perception  of  public  diflSculty  so  well 
matched  by  an  equal  readiness  for  public  duty  and  sacrifice. 
In  no  former  period  have  the  people  of  Massachusetts  proved 
themselves  so  largely  just,  and  considerate,  and  generous  in 
promoting  the  cause  of  education.     I  do  not  think  that  the 
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returns  of  anj  previous  year  have  illustrated  such  genuine 
progress.  They  indicate  that  the  old  system  is  at  length 
reinvigorated  by  new  ideas ;  and  that  the  State  is  moving 
onward  and  upward,  following  the  ancient  example,  but 
reinforcing  it  with  the.  power  of  later  and  better  methods. 

It  appears  from  the  returns  of  the  last  year  to  the  secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Education  that  two  hundred  and  thirty-six 
thousand  pupils  have  been  in  attendance  in  the  public  schools 
during  an  average  time  of  eight  months.  Of  this  whole 
number  less  than  twenty-six  thousand  were  below  five  or 
over  fifteen  years  of  age.  The  number  of  teachers  employed 
during  the  year  has  been  nearly  eight  thousand  ;  and  the 
proportion  of  female  teachers,  now  littie  short  of  seven-eighths 
of  the  whole,  has  been  constantly  increasing.  Tliis  is  a  striking 
fact ;  not  unsatisfactory  when  we  consider  that  nearly  the 
entire  number  of  pupils  in  the  free  schools  are  between  the 
ages  of  five  and  fifteen.  We  have  now  reached  that  stage  in 
our  public  education  when  it  is  settled  that  instruction  from 
female  teachers  is  hereafter  to  prevail ;  and  therefore  it  is 
that,  having  on  two  former  occasions  invited  attention  to  the 
subject,  I  desire  again  to  urge  upon  the  people  through  their 
representatives,  the  absolute  importance,  as  well  as  the  simple 
justice,  of  a  more  liberal  measure  of  compensation  for  the 
services  of  these  teachers.  The  past  year  has  witnessed  an 
increase  in  this  particular  of  about  eight  per  cent.  But  the 
rates  paid  to  female  teachers  in  the  whole  State  do  not  yet 
exceed  one  dollar  per  day,  and  fall  far  below  those  which  the 
same  people  who  support  public  schools  and  believe  in  them 
pay  to  uneducated  laborers  upon  their  farms  and  gardens. 
We  may  hail  with  satisfaction  the  ratio  of  increase  in  this 
respect  which  has  occurred  in  the  last  three  years,  but  not  so 
much  for  what  has  yet  been  attained  as  for  what  we  are 
encouraged  to  expect  in  the  years  to  come.  I  am  warranted, 
therefore,  in  once  more  urging  the  transcendent  necessity  of 
making  larger  compensation  to  the  teachers  of  schools, because 
it  is  just,  and  because  it  will  elevate  not  them  alone,  but  also 
the  schools  and  tlie  whole  people. 

The  amount  raised  by  taxation  during  the  year  for  the 
support  of  free  education  was  $2,356,o0o.96,  an  increase 
from  the  previous  year  of  $362,328.57.  This  is  far  in 
advance  of  any  annual  increase  heretofore  realized,  and  it  has 
been  accomplished  at  a  time  when  the  public  burdens  have 
begun  to  be  sensibly  felt  by  the  citizens.  I  know  not  any 
better  way  in  which  to  express  the  measure  of  sacrifice 
which  the  convictions  of  duty  have  brought  this  people  to 
make,  than  the  bare  statement  that  the  sum  raised  by  taxes 
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during  the  last  year  for  free  education  averaged  nine  dollars 
for  each  child  in  the  State.  If  to  these  we  add  the  returned 
expenses  of  private  schools,  the  whole  amount  becomes 
f  3,160,665.94;  which  is  equal  to  more  than  twelve  dollars 
expended  upon  every  boy  and  girl  between  five  and  fifteen 
years  of  age. 

Accompanying  all  this  increasing  liberality  in  the  support 
of  public  schools,  there  has  been  exhibited  by  teachers,  and 
by  a  large  class,  of  citizens  who  have  become  interested 
in  this  subject,  a  growing  and  expanding  spirit  of  inquiry. 
Methods  of  instruction,  and  all  tiie  generalities  and  par- 
ticulars of  the  entire  system,  are  subjected  to  open  scru- 
tiny and  discussion.  In  all  the  callings  of  life  the  best 
modern  thinkers  are  expending  their  most  ingenious  and 
laborious  thouglits  upon  this  field  of  investigation.  In  the 
wide  range  of  topics  which  these  inquiries  have  raised,  by 
no  means  inconsiderable  or  unimportant  has  been  that  of 
the  discipline  and  government  of  the  public  pupils  ;  I  call 
them  public  pupils  because  they  are  all  such ;  though  not 
taken  from  home  or  parentage,  yet  the  wards  of  the  State, 
under  its  beneficent  and  parental  care. 

One  of  the  questions  greatly  discussed  by  the  people,  and 
in  a  large  portion  of  the  reports  of  the  committees,  has  been 
that  of  the  utility  and  wisdom  of  the  practice  of  corporal 
punishment.  Considering  that  about  seven-eighths  of  all  the 
public  instructors  are  young  women,  it  becomes  important 
to  them,  and  to  more  than  two  hundred  and  thirty-six  thou- 
sand children  in  their  charge,  that  the  least  possible  measure 
of  this  mode  of  discipline  should  be  practised.  In  my  semi- 
annual visits  to  the  four  Normal  schools,  where  I  have  had 
occasion  to  counsel  three  hundred  young  women  going  forth 
to  the  responsibilities  of  public  teachers,  I  have  not  refrained 
from  a  free  expression  of  the  opinion,  which  I  cherish  as  a 
conviction,  that  a  Christian  civilization,  a  just  and  large 
humanity,  and  a  progressive  policy  of  education,  call  for  the 
very  general  disuse  of  corporal  punishment  in  the  schools 
of  Massachusetts. 

FINANCIAL  CONDITION  AND   PROSPECTS. 

The  financial  interests  of  the  State  will  necessarily  com- 
mand the  earnest  attention  of  the  Legislature.  Never  has 
there  been  more  pressing  need  of  carefulness  and  delibera- 
tion in  the  application  and  disposal  of  public  resources,  and 
in  the  preservation  of  the  State  and  National  credit.  The 
present  condition  of  our  own  finances  will  render  the 
demand  for  wise  legislation  more  than  ever  imperative. 
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With  the  resources  at  our  command,  tliere  need  be  no 
obstacle  nor  even  embarrassment  in  the  way  of  prompt  and 
efficient  measures  to  secure  the  highest  welfare  of  the  people, 
without  imposing  heavy  pecuniary  burdens.  Having  this 
purpose  in  view,  after  thorough  inquiry  into  the  whole  sub- 
ject, I  am  enabled  to  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Liegislature  the  three  following  propositions  : — 

Fxrsty  The  funding  of  all  present  temporary  and  floating 
liabilities ; 

Second^  Such  provision  as  shall  not  fail  to  make  sure  the 
redemption  at  maturity  of  such  additional  funded  debt, 
together  with  all  present  outstanding  funded  liabilities  for 
the  payment  of  which  no  provision  has  heretofore  been 
made; 

Thirdj  The  establisliment  of  sinking  funds  to  be  derived 
out  of  resources  already  at  our  disposal,  and  in  such  amount 
as,  with  their  accumulations,  will  secure  that  result  without 
a  resort  to  taxation. 

That  these  propoi^itions  are  practicable  and  can  be  made 
available  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  purposes  which  I 
have  mentioned,  will  clearly  appear  from  the  statement  of 
the  present  condition  of  the  public  debt  and  resources  of  the 
Commonwealth,  which  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  the 
information  and  action  of  the  Legislature. 

77ie  Funded  Debt  and  Provisions  for  its  Redemption. 

Of  that  portion  of  the  funded  debt  of  the 

Commonwealth,  including  loans  to  the 

Western,  Norwich  and  Worcester,  and 

Eastern     Railroad     Corporations,    and 

amounting,  on    the    first    of   January

the  payment  of 21,605,760  00 

is  amply  secured  by  sinking  funds,  bonds,  mortgages  and 
collaterals,  the  accumulations  of  the  former  being  in  some 
instances  much  more  than  sufficient  for  the  redemption  at 
maturity  of  the  scrip  for  which  they  were  established  and 
pledged. 

The  scrip  loaned  to  the  Troy  and  Greenfield  Railroad 
Corporation,  amounting  to  $1,720,680,  is  not  included  in  the 
foregoing  statement  of  funded  debt.  The  redemption  of 
this  scrip  was  originally  provided  for  in  the  establishment 
of  the  Troy  and  Greenfield  Railroad  Loan  Sinking  Fund, 
and  its  securities,  now  amounting  to  $93,454.48,  still  remain 
in  the  custody  of  the  Treasurer  and  Receiver-General.

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Tlie  pafment  of  this  loan,  however,  is  guaranteed  beyond 
a  peradventure  in  the  pledged  faith  of  the  Commonwealth, 
in  which  is  now  vested  absolute  title  to  the  road  and  its 
appurtenances.  But  in  accordance  with  the  long  established 
and  sound  financial  policy  of  Massachusetts,  I  have  no  b^- 
tancy  in  recommending  the  resuscitation  of  this  sinking  fund, 
to  be  increased  and  supplied  from  such  resources  as  the 
Legislature  may  designate,  and  in  such  amount  as  shall 
insure  means  for  the  redemption  of  past  and  future  issues 
of  scrip  for  the  payment  of  expenses  involved  in  the  com- 
pletion of  the  road  and  tunnel. 

That  portion  of  the  funded  debt  for  which 
no  special  provision  has  been  made,  is 
now $1,338,000  00 

One  of  the  principal  items  included  in  this 
sum  is  the  Coast  Defence  Loan,  for  the 
redemption  of  which  special .  provision 
should  be  made,  amounting  to        •         •  888,000  OO 

The  Coast  Defence  Loan  was  authorized  by  chapter  118  of 
the  Acts  of  1863,  and  of  the  proceeds  derived  therefrom 
there  remains  in  the  treasury,  unappropriated,  the  sum  of 
$369,062.28.  The  whole  amount  expended  in  the  purchasB 
of  ordnance,  repair  and  equipment  of  coast  defences,  and  for 
the  protection  of  harbors,  &c.,  is  thus  far  $432,187.72 ;  and 
of  the  appropriation  of  $100,000  made  by  the  Legislature  of 
1867  for  the  protection  and  preservation  of  Cape  Cod  Harbor, 
at  Provincetown,  the  sum  of  $97,000  still  remains  subject  to 
the  requisition  of  the  Commissioners  as  the  work  progresses. 
The  amount,  therefore,  either  actually  expended  or  allowed 
forecast  defences  and  protection  of  harbors  is  now  $528,937.72, 
leaving  tlie  unappropriated  balance  as  before  stated. 

During  the  year  1866,  a  portion  of  the  ordnance  purchased 
witli  this  loan  was  sold,  and  the  proceeds,  amounting  to 
$166,836.58,  were  paid  into  the  State  treasury.  In  the 
absence  of  any  provision  establishing  a  sinking  fund  for  the 
redemption  of  the  Coast  Defence  scrip,  this  money  was  placed 
to  the  credit  of  the  ordinary  revenue.  As  a  measure  teuding 
directly  and  effectually  to  strengthen  and  advance  the  high 
credit  already  attained  by  Massachusetts  at  home  and  abroad, 
I  earnestly  recommend  that  this  sum  be  set  apart  as  the 
nucleus  of  a  sinking  fund  pledged  for  the  redemption  of  this 
scrip,  which  matures  in  1883.  To  the  fund  thus  created, 
enough  should  be  added,  either  from  the  unappropriated 
balance  remaining  in  the  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  Coast 
Defence  Loan,  or  from  the  proceeds  of  re-imbursement  soon 
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ipected  from  the  United  States  government  for  coast  defence 
:penditure,  to  make  an  amount  which,  with  its  legitimate 
icumulations,  will  be  sufficient  for  the  desired  purpose.  If 
om  the  three  sources  above  indicated, — the  first  two  of 
hich  exhibit  nearly  $525,000  in  hand, — a  Coast  Defence 
)an  Sinking  Fund  of  $366,000  were  now  established,  the 
nount  at  six  per  cent,  interest  will  redeem  the  entire  loan 
i  maturity,  and  that  without  a  single  dollar  of  taxation  ; 
hile  of  the  original  assets,  a  large  sum  will  yet  remain 
)plicable  to  such  uses  as  the  Legislature  shall  see  fit  to 
ect. 

The  Union  Loan  Sinking  Fund,  including  the  increased 
larket  value  of  its  securities,  is  now  nearly  sufficient  for  the 
lyment  of  the  Union  Fund  Loan  of  $3,600,000,  which 
matures  in  various  instalments  from  1871  to  1878.  This 
ind,  as  I  am  confidently  assured  from  official  sources,  will 
Bry  soon  receive  an  accession  of  more  than  eight  hundred 
lousaud  dollars  from  the  general  government,  in  further 
Hmbursement  of  expenses  incurred  by  Massachusetts  on 
ceonnt  of  the  war,  upwards  of  six  hundred  thousand  dollars 
t  which  is  expected  to  be  allowed  in  the  course  of  the  coming 
lODth.  With  this  accession,  the  fund  will  be  more  than  half 
million  of  dollars  in  excess  of  the  sum  required  for  the 
ayment  of  the  Union  Fund  Loan.  But  under  the  pro- 
isious  of  the  Acts  establishing  this  fund,  its  accumulations, 
owever  needless,  must  continue,  unless  the  Legislature 
kll  direct  their  transfer  to  some  other  sinking  fund 
here  they  may  well  be  applied  to  the  redemption  of  the 
nblic  debt. 

It  is  thus  apparent  that  the  surplusage  from  these  sources 
lone,  viz. :  the  Union  Loan  Sinking  Fund  and  the  balance  of 
le  proceeds  of  the  Coast  Defence  Loan  remaining  after  the 
reation  of  a  Coast  Defence  Loan  Sinking  Fund,  as  before 
Iggested,  together  with  the  amount  to  be  re-imbursed  by 
"  United  States,  cannot  in  all  probability  be  less  than  one 
Uan  of  dollars,  an  amount  which,  if  merged  into  a  new 
migfundy  would,  with  its  certain  accumulations,  be  quite 
icient  for  the  payment,  at  an  early  day,  of  all  the  present 
Ided  and  unfunded  liabilities  of  the  Commonwealth  for 
^ch  no  provision  has  yet  been  made.  I  think  no  considerate 
^slater  can  fail  to  be  impressed  with  the  fact,  that  if  a 
*^ii)g  fund,  embracing  such  means,  and  pledged  for  such  a 
pose,  were  to  be  created,  the  financial  interests  of  the 
te  and  of  its  people  would  be  very  materially  and  success- 
y  promoted.

Of  this  sum  there  has  been  paid  as  interest  on  temporal) 
loans,  rendered  imperatively  necessary  by  the  pressioj 
exigencies  of  war  and  special  legislation,  not  less  thai 
$985,793.48,  which,  with  the  premium  on  gold,  making  aa 
aggregate  of  $2,494,029.74,  could  not  have  been  anticipated 
with  any  degree  of  accuracy.  Consequently,  this  heavy  ani 
extraordinary  outlay  has  been  but  partially  provided  for  ia 
the  basis  of  taxation. 

It  should  also  be  remembered  that  the  exceptional  or 
extraordinary  expenditures  authorized  by  acts  of  special 
legislation,  in  excess  of  previous  estimates,  amounted,  in  the 
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years  1865,  1866  and  1867,  to  $1,290,184.  These  sums 
include,  of  course,  the  additional  cost  of  the  legislative  se»- 
iions,  the  compensation  and  expenses  for  which,  in  1867 
ilone,  were  upwards  of  $284,800  ;  also  the  increase  required 
|br  the  maintenance  of  other  departments  and  in  aid  of 
QQierous  objects,  including  among  the  latter,  the  amounts 
thorized  for  remodelling  the  State  House  and  for  other 
blic  buildings,  and  for  improvements  in  Boston  Harbor, 
e  last  two  alone  involve  an  expenditure  of  nearly  half  a 
fnillion  dollars ;  while  the  maximum  estimate  for  special 
Ulowauces  provided  for  in  the  State  tax,  was  less  than 
piOO,000  (the  estimate  for  the  Troj  and  Greenfield  Railroad 
i^d  Hoosac  Tunnel  being  entirely  excluded  from  this  state- 
flDent.) 

;  Upon  careful  and  critical  investigation  of  the  whole  sub- 
ject, I  suggest  two  methods  for  the  retirement  or  payment 
[of  the  existing  unfunded  loans  and  liabilities,  affording,  at 
the  same  time,  effectual  and  much  needed  relief  from  the 
present  burden  of  taxation. 

\  One  of  these  is  the  issue  of  a  loan  similar  to  that  of  1861, 
ifcr  funding  the  public  debt,  the  liquidation  of  such  loan  to 
Lbe  provided  for  in  the  sinking  fund  already  proposed  from 
'tiie  surplus  accumulations  of  the  funds  heretofore  named. 
These  surplus  amounts  will  readily  furnish  sufiicient  means 
fi)r  a  sinking  fund,  which,  with  reasonable  income  from 
investment,  will  secure  the  redemption  of  at  least  three 
millions  of  scrip  within  the  ordinary  limit  of  maturity. 

The  other  method  of  relief  is  the  issue  of  the  balance  of 
^icrip,  amounting  to  9:179,320,  authorized  by  the  provisions 
K>f  chapter  226  of  the  Acts  of  1854,  and  by  subsequent  Acts, 
for  the  construction  and  completion  of  the  Troy  and  Green- 
field Railroad  and  Hoosac  Tunnel.     Should  this  course  be 
'  adopted,  I  recommend  an  addition  to  the  amount  by  such 
farther  issue  of  scrip  on  the  same  account,  in  accordance 
^  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  304  of  the  Acts  of  1867,  as 
^may  be  necessary  to  absorb  that  portion  of  the  unfunded 
debt,  now   amounting  to  82,300,000,  which    has    accrued 
from  advances  in  excess  of  former  issues  of  scrip  in  aid  of 
this  enterprise ;  such  further  issue  to  include  also  whatever 
appropriation  the  Legislature  shall  see  fit  to  make  iu  this 
behalf  for  the  present  year. 

The  liquidation  at  maturity  of  a  loan  of  this  character 
may  be  easily  provided  for  in  the  Troy  and  Greenfield  Rail- 
road Loan  Sinking  Fund  already  recommended.  With  the 
requisite  legislation  authorizing  the  Treasurer  and  Receiver- 
General    to  issue   such  scrip  under  the  direction  of   the 
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Governor  and  Council,  the  Ordinary  Revenue  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, from  which  sucli  large  advances  have  been  made 
for  this  work,  may  be  re-imbursed,  and  the  amount,  thus 
restored  to  its  original  and  legitimate  use  may  be  applied  to 
the  payment  of  ordinary  expenses,  obviating  thereby  necesr 
sity  for  heavy  taxation. 

Of  the  practicability  of  eitlier  of  these  methods  of  relief^ 
there  would  seem  to  be  no  question.  The  adoptiou  of  one 
or  the  other  must  be  etfectual  in  the  restoration  of  two  or 
three  mill'ons  of  dollars,  which  the  necessities  of  the  last 
four  years  have  diverted  from  the  ordinary  uses  of  the  gov- 
ernment ;  while,  with  the  aid  most  certain  to  accrue  from 
such  restoration  to  the  treasury,  together  with  the  usual 
ordinary  resources  of  the  Commonwealth,  swelling  up  an 
aggregate  of  more  than  three  millions  of  dollars,  it  can 
hardly  be  possible  that  the  expenditures  of  the  current  year 
will  require  a  State  tax  exceeding  two  millions  of  dollars. 

I  have  all  the  more  confidence  in  the  realization  of  UiLi 
result,  in  the  assurance  that  a  loan  authorized  upon  the  basis 
proposed  will  command  approval  and  favorable  negotiation; 
nor  will  it  increase  the  funded  debt  of  the  Commonwealth, 
since,  during  the  present  year,  a  large  portion  of  the  West* 
em  Railroad  Loan  will  mature  and  be  paid,  as  will  also  instal- 
ments of  the  Northampton  Lunatic  Hospital  Loan  and  of 
the  Five  and  Six  Per  Cent.  Loans  of  1861,  for  all  of  which 
provision  is  made,  the  cash  on  hand  in  the  treasury  being 
applicable  to  the  payment  of  the  last  two.  With  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  loan  recommended,  estimated  at  only  two  mil- 
lions, together  with  ti\e  ordinary  revenue  of  the  year,  say 
one  million  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  a  State  tax 
of  two  millions,  with  such  portion  of  the  cash  on  hand  as 
may  be  made  applicable  to  the  payment  of  current  expenses, 
the  whole  amounting  to  upwards  of  five  millions  of  dollars, 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  treasury  will  be  fully  supplied  with 
means  with  which  to  meet  all  estimated  ordinary  expenditure. 


THE  STATE   CHARITIES. 

In  company  with  the  Executive  Council  I  have  visited  the 
several  institutions  of  public  charity  as  often  as  official  busi- 
ness would  permit,  and  I  take  pleasure  in  commending  their 
appearance  and  general  management.  The  unceasing  injunc- 
tions to  economy  and  retrenchment,  proceeding  from  the 
Executive  department,  and  from  their  own  immediate  super- 
visors, have  been  scrupulously  regarded ;  and  till  prices 
regain  their  former  level  but  little  more  can  be  expected,  or 
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injustice  to  the  inmates  should  be  required,  in  the  reduction 
of  expenditure,  except  tlirough  unceasing  vigilance  in  remov- 
ing at  once  those  who  are  not  justly  chargeable  to  the  Com- 
monwealth. And  this  policy  is  insisted  upon,  not  from 
motives  of  economy  alone,  though  it  is  the  safety-valve  of 
our  whole  system,  but  on  the  broad  ground  of  that  compre- 
hensive humanity  which  recognizes  the  assurance  of  an 
acknowledged  and  permanent  home,  in  case  of  disability,  as 
flie  truest  interest  and  safest  protection  of  the  poor.  Few 
of  our  people  know  and  still  fewer  appreciate  the  force  of 
the  fact  that  the  number  of  lunatics  and  paupers  we  annually 
remove  from  the  State  is  equal  to  the  average  number  we 
support,  and  that  any  omission  or  relaxation  of  effort  in  this 
direction  would  not  only  nearly  double  our  outlay  for  current 
expenses,  but  would  cause  a  demand  at  once  for  new  build- 
ings and  their  costly  equipment.  For  the  year  1867,  the 
average  number  of  State  paupers  in  the  almshouses,  includ- 
ing the  inmates  of  the  State  Workhouse  and  Primary  Scliool, 
has  been  1,717,  maintained  at  a  cost  of  about  $165,000  ;  and 
of  lunatics  supported  by  the  State  in  the  hospitals,  a  little 
over  500,  costing  $95,000  more  ;  yet  during  the  same  period 
2,149  have  been  removed  from  the  Commonwealth  at  a  cost 
of  less  than  f  10,000.  The  whole  number  of  these  classes 
removed  since  1857  is  about  20,000,  and  the  direct  conse- 
quences have  been  that  no  more  public  institutions  have  been 
established,  but  that  one  of  those  then  existing  has  been 
closed ;  that  the  average  number  of  paupers  supported  in  the 
State  Almshouses  has  been  reduced  from  2,294  in  1856,  to 
1,717  in  1867,  a  decrease  of  577,  or  25  per  cent. ;  and  their 
cost  from  f  173,000  in  gold  in  1856,  to  1165,000  in  currency 
in  1867  ;  that  the  number  of  State  lunatics,  notwithstanding 
the  large  access  chargeable  to  the  rebellion,  has  not  materially 
increased,  and  will  soon  fall  below  the  number  of  twelve 
years  ago ;  and  that  the  entire  net  cost  of  our  State  paupers 
proper,  that  is,  those  supported  in  the  State  Almshouses  and 
Lunatic  Hospitals,  and  relieved  or  buried  by  the  cities  and 
towns,  does  not  exceed  $280,000  for  the  present  year.  That 
system  surely  must  have  some  efficiency  which  has  met  the 
results  of  twelve  years'  growth  in  population,  encountered 
the  obstacles  arising  from  civil  war  and  the  derangement  of 
the  currency,  and  brought  us  through  all  so  successfully  that 
its  actual  cost  in  gold  for  the  year  just  expired  is  less  by 
many  thousands  than  in  1855. 

The  classification  of  the  inmates  of  the  State  Almshouses, 
designated  by  law  and  put  in  force  in  the  Autumn  of  1866, 
continues  to  work  well  in  practice.    In  these  Institutions  we 
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have  now  four  classes  of  persons :  1st,  the  chronic  insane 
and  the  imbecile,  numbering  about  275  ;  2d,  those  entering 
the  Almshouses  from  poverty  induced  by  their  own  vicious 
indulgences,  and  sentenced  to  the  State  Workhouse,  uov 
averaging  about  225  ;  3d,  tlie  children  at  the  Primary  School, 
numbering  upwards  of  400  ;  and  4th,  the  paupers  proper,  o( 
whom  we  have  supported  an  average  of  between  700  and 
800.  This  classification  is  not  yet  completed,  but  it  is  surdj 
if  slowly  progressing,  and  we  shall  soon  have  virtually  in 
place  of  the  four  pauper  establishments,  one  State  Almshouse, 
one  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  one  penal  and  one  educatiooaL 
institution,  containing  together  fewer  inmates,  and  maiiH 
tained  at  considerably  less  expense  than  under  the  former 
plan.  That  no  inconvenience  may  befall  the  towns  in  the 
Southern  and  Western  sections  of  the  State,  temporaiy 
accommodations  are  provided  at  Bridgewater  and  Mouson, 
for  the  few  paupers  they  may  have  occasion  to  send  thither* 
The  object  of  this  classification,  is  to  separate  the  virtuous 
poor  and  especially  the  children  from  contact  with  the  vicious, 
to  give  the  children  proper  instruction,  and  to  place  them  as 
soon  as  possible  in  suitable  families,  to  the  end  that  in  social 
relations  and  the  public  school  they  may  forget  their  pauper- 
ism. And  the  design  of  our  whole  system  of  charities,  as 
administered  by  its  supervising  Board,  I  conceive  to  be  the 
retaining  of  every  person,  as  far  as  may  be,  in  his  natural 
condition  in  society ;  if  he  loses  it,  his  restoration  thereto  at 
the  earliest  moment ;  if  by  infirmity  of  body  or  mind  he 
cannot  regain  it,  his  support  by  local  means  in  that  manner 
which  shall  most  nearly  approach  it  in  the  vicinity  of  his 
friends,  and  among  familiar  associations.  Failing  all  this, 
the  maintenance  of  a  comfortable  Almshouse  for  the  honest 
poor, — whence  strangers  shall  bo  sent  promptly  to  their 
homes  in  other  communities — and  of  a  house  of  toil  for  the 
vicious,  who  shall  there  be  taught  that  they  cannot  prey  with 
impunity  on  the  earnings  of  honorable  labor.  These  princi- 
ples seem  sound  in  theory,  practicable  in  execution,  con- 
ducive to  the  greatest  happiness  of  our  dependent  classes, 
and  likely  to  promote  a  judicious  economy. 

The  closing  of  the  Hospital  at  Bainsford  Island,  which 
was  finally  accomplished  one  year  ago,  has  resulted  most 
advantageously  to  the  State.  There  has  been  no  increase  of 
admissions  to  the  other  institutions  by  reason  thereof,  and 
its  disuse  has  occasioned  no  embarrassment  whatsoever. 
The  really  sick,  who  would  ordinarily  have  baen  sent  thitlier, 
have  been  provided  for  by  the  authorities  of  Boston,  and  the 
cost  of  this  provision,  with  the  entire  outlay  for  the  salary  of 
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the  Superintendent,  and  necessary  repairs,  falls  short  of 
#8,000 ;  while,  previous  to  the  adoption  of  this  policy,  the 
expenditures  at  the  island  averaged  some  $30,000  a  year. 

The  Lunatic  Hospitals  have  been  managed  with  their  usual 
efficiency,  and  present  no  noticeable  feature,  unless  it  be  the 
extraordinary  increase  of  the  admissions  from  the  general 
population,  which  have  risen  from  508  in  1865  to  662  in 
1867-  Their  cost  to  the  Commonwealth  varies  with  the 
number  of  State  Lunatic  paupers,  and  with  the  rate  of  board, 
which  is  fixed  yearly  by  the  Legislature.  At  the  present 
time  the  number  of  State  Lunatics  is  510,  the  price  of 
board  $3.50  per  week,  and  tl»e- annual  cost  about  193,000. 
The  necessity  for  an  additional  Hospital,  which  seemed  at 
one  time  inevitable,  has  been  averted  by  removals  from  the 
State  and  by  the  establishment  of  the  Asylum  at  Tewksbury, 
whither  the  surplus  of  the  harmless  incurables  is  transferred, 
and  where  they  are  kindly  cared  for. 

All  these  institutions  have  been  carefully  supervised  by 
the  Board  of  State  Charities,  whose  officers  have  examined 
and  removed  their  inmates,  looked  after  the  immigration 
into  the  Commonwealth,  executed  the  laws  of  settlement, 
and  performed  the  other  manifold  duties  assigned  by  statute 
to  this  Board.  They  have  met  all  their  expenses  for  the 
year  from  their  receipts,  and  have  paid  into  the  treasury  a 
surplus  of  over  f5,000. 

ListUutidns  of  Private  Charities. 

For  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  several  Institutions 
of  Charity  aided  by  the  State,  to  an  amount  exceeding  in 
the  aggregate  $80,000,  which  might  perhaps  be  judiciously 
lessened,  I  must  refer  you,  with  a  single  exception,  to  .their 
Annual  Reports. 

CORRECTIONS  AND    REFORMS.  • 

«  Hie  Slate  Prison. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  the  sudden  increase  of  crime 
co-incident  with  the  close  of  the  civil  war  has  at  last  culmi- 
nated, a^d  that  a  sure  but  steady  decrease  has  begun.  •  The 
number  of  commitments  to  the  State  Prison  the  past  year 
was  128,  being  less  than  the  average  of  88  years,  whereas  in 
1866  it  was  247.  The  expiration  of  contracts  for  labor,  and 
their  renewal  at  prices  comparatively  remunerative,  have 
wrought  an  entire  change  in  the  finances  of  the  prison, 
which  during  the  past  year  has  earned  about  $21,000  over

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all  expenses.  The  kindly  interest  of  the  excellent  warden, 
manifested  in  so  many  efforts  for  the  encouragement  of  the 
prisoners  to  walk  in  the  better  way,  and  for  their  intellectual 
and  moral  culture,  has  not  passed  unnoticed.  It  is  doe  to 
him  to  say  that  he  enjoys,  as  he  merits,  my  entire  confidence. 

Institutions  of  Reform. 

The  institutions  of  juvenile  reform  are  the  Massachusetts 
Nautical  School,  the  State  Reform  School  for  boys  at  West- 
borough,  and  the  State  Industrial  School  for  girls  at  Liancas- 
ter.  The  average  number  in  these  reformatories  was  687  in 
1866  and  752  in  1867.  Their  expenses  for  the  past  year  are 
more  than  $140,000,  an  excess  of  at  least  $20,000  OTer  the 
outlay  of  the  previous  year.  This  increase  of  juvenile 
offenders,  not  only  in  our  institutions  where  it  is  limited  by 
the  insufficient  accomodations,  but  throughout  the  commu- 
nity, as  well  as  this  fast  growing  expenditure,  is  calculated 
to  excite  our  serious  alarm.  Already  the  inmates  of  these 
schools  approximate  in  number  to  the  aggregate  of  our 
State  paupers  proper,  and  exhibit  an  average  cost  for  each 
pupil  nearly  twice  as  large.  It  may  well  be  considered 
whether  there  is  not  something  radically  unsound  iu  our 
modes  of  dealing  with  a  question  so  vital  to  every  commu- 
nity as  the  preservation  of  the  morals  of  its  youth  ;  and 
whetl)er  a  portion  of  the  large  and  annually  growing  sum 
demanded  for  the  cure  of  a  disease  already  progressed  so 
far,  might  not  bo  expended  more  profitably  in  efforts  for  its 
prevention.  It  is  also  worthy  of  inquiry  whether  the  inmates 
of  these  establishments  perform  an  amount  of  labor  propor- 
tionate to  their  age  and  productive  capacities.  Though  of 
slight  consequence  to  the  State  in  the  way  of  re-imbursement, 
this  is  of  infinite  importance  to  themselves  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  health  and  for  acquiring  power  of  application  and  the 
habit  of  daily  toil.  I  am  impressed  with  the  conviction  that 
we  should  advance  no  further  in  providing  for  this  class  of 
offenders  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  either  by  creating  a 
new  establishment,  or  enlarging  any  one  existing ;  and  that, 
like  other  petty  criminals,  these  should  be  dealt  with  by  the 
local  authorities,  who  are  quite  as  likely  to  understand  their 
individual  peculiarities,  and  to  manage  them  with  good 
judgment,  economy  and  humanity. 

THE   CLARKE  INSTITUTION   FOR  DEAF  MUTES. 

In  my  last  annual  message  I  had  the  honor  to  recommend 
tliat  provision  be  made  for  the  instruction  of  the  deaf  mutes 
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of  the  Commonwealth,  within  our  limits,  and  to  add  my 
conviction  that  legislative  action  in  this  direction  would 
develop  rich  sources  of  private  beneficence.  In  response  to 
this  suggestion,  the  Legislature  granted  an  Act  of  incorpora- 
tion to  tlie  Clarke  Institute  for  Deaf  Mutes,  located  at 
Northampton,  which  was  organized  in  July  last,  and  was 
formally  opened  for  the  purposes  of  instruction  on  the  first 
day  of  October. 

My  anticipations  of  private  assistance  were  speedily  real- 
ized ;  and  to  a  venerable  citizen  of  the  Commonwealth,  whose 
name  the  Institution  most  appropriately  bears,  it  is  indebted 
for  the  most  liberal  endowment  ever  made  to  a  similar  insti- 
tution upon  this  continent.  In  coming  years,  when  we  shall  ' 
have  passed  away,  and  our  agency  in  this  labor  of  love  shall  ♦ 
have  been  forgottep,  successive  generations  of  the  silent 
restored  to  speech  will  articulate  with  gratitude  the  name  of 
Jolm  Clarke,  of  Northampton,  who,  in  faith,  hope  and  charity, 
has  devoted  so  large  a  portion  of  the  accumulation  of  a  life 
of  honorable  industry  to  a  work  of  Christian  philanthropy. 
I  have  no  doubt  that  other  generous  citizens  of  the  Common- 
wealth will  respond  to  this  act  of  munificence,  and  that  before 
many  years  shall  have  elapsed,  no  child  of  Massachusetts  will 
be  compelled  to  seek  the  means  of  instruction  beyond  her 
limits.  In  company  with  members  of  the  Executive  Council 
and  several  officers  of  the  State,  I  have  recently  visited  this 
school,  which,  in  recognition  of  her  self-sacrificing  devotion 
to  this  class  of  unfortunates,  has  been  intrusted  to  an  enthu- 
siastic and  experienced  teacher,  Harriet  B.  Rogers. 

Although  the  school  had  been  in  operation  but  a  few 
weeks,  the  progress  of  the  pupils  was  not  only  satisfactory  in 
the  highest  degree,  but  excited  the  admiration  of  experienced 
instructors  among  the  visitors.  I  have  no  hesitation  in  urging 
the  Legislature  to  cherish  it  kindly ;  to  remove  gradually 
such  restrictions  in  regard  to  age  or  continuance  of  study  as 
a  wise  caution  has  at  first  thrown  around  them ;  and  to 
assign  to  it  such  an  increased  proportion  of  the  usual  appro- 
priation for  deaf  mutes  as  its  growing  numbers  may  require, 
beyond  the  income  of  its  endowment.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  it  is  an  educational  institution,  and  on  that  ground  is 
intrusted  to  the  sm)ervision  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and 
because  it  is  the  mij  of  the  Commonwealth  to  furnish  to  all 
its  children  an  education  at  the  public  expense,  I  suggest 
that  future  appropriations  for  its  aid  be  drawn  from  the  school 
fund  of  Massachusetts  to  the  end  that  compliance  with  a 
public  right  may  not  be  accounted  as  public  charity. 
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THE  LAWS   OP  SETTLEMENT. 

For  some  years  past  urgent  representations  hav^  been 
made,  not  only  .by  men  of  philanthropic  instincts,  but  of 
practical  knowledge  and  experience,  that  the  Laws  of  Settle- 
ment of  this  Commonwealth  are  neither  in  accordance  with 
the  spirit  of  the  age  nor  adapted  to  the  present  constitution 
of  our  society. 

The  right  of  settlement  or  legal  residence  seems  to  be  based 
on  the  theory  that  contribution  by  an  individual  to  the  public 
wealth  or  welfare,  and  bearing  for  a  specified  period  bis 
proportion  of  the  common  burdens,  should  entitle  himself, 
his  family  and  posterity  to  public  aid  or  support  iii  the  days 
»  of  their  disability.  It  is  a  species  of  mutual  insurance  iuter- 
woven  in  the  social  compact,  and  no  disgrace  can  properly 
attach  to  the  enjoyment  of  its  benefits,  unless  the  disability 
proceed  from  an  unworthy  cause.  Our  earliest  settlers 
brought  with  them  from  the  mother  country  tliis  familiar 
institution,  and  speedily  provided  for  it  in  colonial  and  pro- 
vincial laws.  As  in  a  new  country  interest  and  policy 
demanded  the  ready  acquisition  of  all  the  rights  of  domicile 
and  citizenship  they  ordained,  as  the  condition  of  settlement 
in  a  town,  at  first  three  months'  and  afterward  one  year's 
residence  of  the  individual  without  being  "  warned  out  "  of 
its  limits,  or  receiving  public  assistance  during  that  period. 
And  this  settlement  once  gained  in  any  town  within  the  colony 
or  province  was  never  to  be  defeated  or  lost,  save  by  the 
gaining  of  a  new  settlement  in  some  other  town  in  the  same 
colony  or  province. 

I  am  informed  that,  as  early  as  1639,  provision  was  made 
for  lawfully  settling  all  poor  and  unsettled  persons,  and  that 
the  first  instance  of  State  pauperism,  so  called,  mentioned  in 
the  history  of  Massachusetts,  occurred  in  the  time  of  King 
Philip's  war,  when  the  ruined  and  houseless  inhabitants  of 
the  ravaged  districts  were  distributed  by  the  General  Court 
for  maintenance  among  other  towns  of  the  colony.  So  early 
did  our  forefathers  initiate  the  principle  which  has  nearly 
ever  since  pervaded  the  legislation  of  Massachusetts  on  this 
subject,  and  which,  in  my  judgment,  can  be  extended  yet 
farther  with  advantage, — that  it  is  better  that  paupers  should 
be  chargeable  upon  towns  than  upon  th#  fcitate.  But  after 
the  lapse  of  a  hundred  and  fifty  years,  a  denser  and  more 
varied  population  and  the  upheaving  of  ancient  landmarks 
by  the  Revolutionary  war  induced  a  change,  and  nearly  three- 
quarters  of  a  century  ago  new  and  more  stringent  regulations 
were  adopted  ;  borrowed  in  the  main  from  the  English  code, 
and   constituting  substantially  our  present  system.     The 
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principal  requisitions  to  settlement  are  now  residence  for  ten 
succeseive  years  without  receiving  public  aid,  witli  the  pay- 
ment of  all  taxes  assessed  for  State,  county  or  town  purposes 
for  auy  five  years  during  tliat  time,  or  the  residingnpon  one's 
own  real  estate  for  three  successive  years, — the  party  always 
being  a  citizen  and  of  lawful  age.    These  conditions  might 
have  been  well  suited  to  the  needs  of  an  agricultural  and 
commercial  population,  secure  in  its  own  permanence.     But 
the  progress  of  manufactures  among  us  has  developed  new 
and  unforeseen  relations  towards  our  count rytfien  from  other 
States,  while  Immigration  has  imposed  new  duties  toward 
our  brethren  from  other  lands.     Both  classes,  seeking  homes 
among  us,  have  added  largely  to  our  productive  energies  and 
material  wealth  ;  but  for  both,  the  conditions  of  acquiring 
settlement  are  far  too  onerous.    Compelled  to  follow  the  ebb 
and  flow  of  the  demand  for  labor,  they  can'hardly  maintain 
an  uninterrupted  residence  of  ten  years  in  a  single  town ; 
or,  if  perchance  they  accomplish  it,  some  wary  official  will 
omit  to  assess  them  for  the  fifth  time,  or  abate  a  tax  with 
ready  lenity.    Large  numbers  are  thus,  in  ignorance  of  their 
rights,  deprived  of  the  residence  they  are  on  the  point  of 
acquiring, — and  after  a  sober  and  industrious  life,  in  the 
infirmity  of  age,  are  given  over  to  a  State  almshouse.   Mean- 
wliile  our  permanent  and  settled  population  has  been  grad- 
ually and  surely  decreasing,  its  young  men  having  removed 
southward  and  westward,  and  peopled  new  States  from  the 
loins  of  Massachusetts.   And  so  far  has  this  process  advanced 
of  rapid  decrease  and  slow  increase  of  settled  residents  that 
competent  judges  avow  their  con^ction   that  already  our 
settled  population  numbers  less  than  one-half  of  the  people  of 
.  the  State. 

Thus  we  are  steadily  departing  from  the  wise  policy  of  our 
fathers,  by  insisting  on  these  rigid  regulations,  when  the 
century  that  gave  birth  to  them  has  passed  away,  and  in 
declining  to  recognize  the  changed  circumstances  of  a  new 
era.  We  are  sundering  localities.  We  are  destroying  the 
family  relation,  breaking  up  and  dispersing  households 
perhaps  never  to  meet  again.  We  are  multiplying  the  number 
of  juvenile  offenders,  whose  disposal  and  management  are 
already  a  problem  that  puzzles  our  wisest  and  most  expe- 
rienced men.  We  are  depriving  communities  of  labor,  that 
should  be  as  permanent  and  available  as  the  natural  laws  of 
supply  and  demand  will  allow.  We  are  aggregating  our  poor 
in  huge  institutions,  intensifying  every  defect,  and  violating 
sanitary  laws.  We  are  destroying  all  their  ambition,  demor- 
alizing and  permanently  pauperizing  them.    In  short,  we 
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are  infringing  just  principles  of  political  economy,  and  piling 
up  a  huge  burden  for  tlie  finances  of  the  State. 

Moved  by  these  pressing  representations  of  thouorhtful, 
humane  aitd  experienced  men,  1  was  induced  to  give  the 
subject  such  investigation  as  I  was  able,  but  soon  discovered 
that  a  far-seeing  and  true-hearted  man  had  trodden  the  path 
before  me.  In  his  last  annual  message  Governor  Andrew 
earnestly  advised  a  revision  of  the  laws  of  settlement  and 
proposed  specific  additions.  These,  I  regret  to  say,  were 
with  one  exception  defeated  in  Committee,  on  the  ground 
that  the  present  statutes  had  been  thoroughly  adjudicated 
and  that  any  change  would  give  rise  to  embarrassing  litiga- 
tion. But  I  concur  entirely  with  my  predecessor  that  deci- 
sions and  precedents  and  reverence  for  ancient  forms  of  law 
must  not  stand  in  the  way  of  sound  political  economy, 
humanity  and  morality.  I  have  therefore  the  honor  to  renew 
most  of  his  suggestions,  with  others  which  farther  inquiry 
has  developed,  and  bespeak  for  them  your  earnest  considera- 
tion. It  will  be  observed  that  these  propositions  point  rather 
to  an  extension  than  an  alteration  of  the  present  statutes,  and 
are  not  likely  to  provoke  any  serious  litigation. 

1.  Aliens,  having  completed  all  the  other  conditions  of  set- 
tlement, except  the  act  of  naturalization,  shall  enjoy  the  same 
privileges  in  that  regard  as  the  native  born.  If  the  theory  is 
correct  that  service  rendered  should  entitle  to  legal  residence, 
no  accidents  of  birth  or  color  or  race  or  sex  should  bar  any 
from  equal  rights  of  acquisition  and  enijoyment.  In  limit- 
ing this  privilege  to  citizens  Massachusetts  stands  almost  if 
not  entirely  alone  among  the  States.  This  should  no  longer 
be  permitted.  In  her  justice  and  her  charity  she  should 
recognize  no  frontiers  but  those  of  humanity  itself. 

2.  A  method  should  be  provided  whereby  single  women 
may  gain  a  settlement.  After  useful  and  guileless  lives 
of  industry  and  self-sacrifice,  we  should  not  permit  them 
in  their  advancing  age  and  infirmity,  to  be  torn  away  from 
the  friends  and  associations  and  homes  of  half  a  century,  to 
lingef  out  the  remnant  in  a  State  Almshouse. 

8.  Cities  and  towns  should  be  prohibited  under  penalty 
from  sending  to  a  State  Almshouse,  or  otherwise  charging 
upon  the  Comnwn wealth,  any  person  whose  paternal  settle- 
ment is  obscure,  but  who  has  a  well  known  maternal  settle- 
ment. I  am  assured  by  the  officers  of  our  charities  that  the 
rightsof  citizens,  in  this  respect,  are  not  sufficiently  protected 
by  the  Statutes. 

4.  I  recommend  careful  inquiry  whether  the  prerequisite 
of  ten  years'  continuous  residence  may  not  safely  be  reduced 
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at  least  to  the  maximum  of  the  neighboring  States.  Maine 
requires  but  five  years'  residence,  New  York  but  one,  and,  if 
my  information  is  correct,  the  maximum  of  the  others  is 
seven.  And  further,  I  suggest  whether  assessors  shall  be 
permitted  to  prevent  the  acquisition  of  a  settlement  by  omis- 
sion to  impose  a  tax,  or  abatement  of  any  already  laid.  I 
cannot  doubt  that  a  great  amount  of  hardship  will  be  averted 
by  these  two  changes  alone. 

5.  I  earnestly  recommend  a  th'orough  investigation  of  the 
expediency  of  encouraging  the  towns  to  assist  at  home  worthy 
and  industrious  families  which  have  no  settlement,  with  a  par- 
tial or  full  re-imbursement  from  the  State,  in  the  same  man- 
ner and  under  the  same  supervision  as  that  now  adopted  for 
the  relief  of  the  sick  poor  therein.  It  is  clear  to  my  appre- 
hension that  the  grant  of  a  little  temporary  aid,  in  the  way 
of  fuel  or  supplies,  may  save  the  maintenance  of  the  entire 
household  for  months  in  a  public  institution. 

6.  And,  finally,  I  have  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Legisla- 
ture to  a  remarkable  anomaly,  which  requires  their  imme- 
diate interference  for  the  pi^otection  of  our  own  tax-payers. 
While  our  settled  residents  number  only  a  few  hundred 
thousand,  we  are  yet,  by  our  own  laws,  responsible  for  the 
support  of  all  the  descendants  of  every  man  and  woman 
who  has  ever  gained  or  derived  a  settlement  within  our 
limits,  who  must  surely  be  counted  by  millions.  No  matter 
if  centuries  have  elapsed  since  one  of  the  family  set  foot  on 
our  soil,  the  obligation  is  still  the  same,  and  wherever  they 
may  be  scattered  over  the  face  of  the  earth,  their  sick,  their 
insane,  their  defectives,  their  paupe^  may  return  to  Massa- 
chusetts to  be  supported  by  the  town  of  original  settlement. 
And  although  they  may  have  acquired  a  subsequent  settle- 
ment in  another  State,  in  towns  where  they  will  be  acknowl- 
edged and  provided  for,  yet  our  own  Statutes,  as  the 
Attorney-General  informs  us  in  a  most  elaborate  and  able 
treatise,  forbid  us  to  remove  them  except  with  their  free  con- 
sent. Two  or  three  illustrations  will  suffice.  One  hundred 
years  ago  a  resident  of  a  small  town  in  the  county  of  Wor- 
cester whose  political  sentiments,  according  to  tradition,  were 
obnoxious  to  his  fellow-citizens,  emigrated  to  a  neighboring 
State,  where  he  lived  and  died,  and  his  descendants  after  him 
to  the  fourth  generation,  all  having  settlements  in  that  State, 
and  nearly  all  being  owners  of  the  soil.  A  few  years  since 
one  of  his  great-grandsons  returned  to  Massachusetts,  became 
insane,  and  was  sent  to  a  Lunatic  Hospital  at  a  cost  to  the 
small  town  above  named,  whence  his  ancestor  originated,  of 
about  twelve  hundred  dollars  up  to  this  time,  and  of  two 
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bandred  dollars  a  year,  in  addition,  as  lor.g  as  be  dbat  lire. 
He  cannot  legal  I  v  \te  returned  to  his  o*ti  birtliplace  aiid  the 
home  of  Lis  fathers  for  four  generations.  ALout  i«43  a 
faujilj  left  a  feuiall  towu  in  the  county  of  Bristol  and  gained 
faettlements  successively  iu  three  other  New  Eiiglaod  estates, 
never  returning  to  reside  in  Massachusetts.  Oue  haudred 
and  eighteen  years  afterward  fuur  idiot  members  of  tbis 
family  were  returned  to  this  Slate  to  be  supported  bj  the 
ancebtral  town  at  an  ezpefise  of  not  less  than  six  hundred 
dollars  a  year.  A  town  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  by  Tirtae 
of  an  Ancestral  settlement,  is  now  com{^»elIed  to  support  a 
lunatic  who  escaped  a  few  mouths  since  from  the  Almshouse 
of  his  native  city,  where  his  legal  residence  is  undisputed. 
It  is  just  that  our  people  should  be  relieved  of  these  burdens, 
which  no  other  State  imposes  on  its  citizens.  And  I  there- 
fore recommend  the  early  adoption  of  a  prorision  allowing 
such  persons  to  be  returned  to  the  place  of  subsequent 
settlement. 

Aware  of  my  inability  to  treat,  as  it  deserves,  a  subject  so 
intricate  ^and  delicate,  I  trust  that  I  have  said  enough  to 
induce  at  least  the  initiation  in  this  Legislature  of  a  more 
liberal  policy  toward  our  industrial  classes. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  friendly  and  harmonious 
legislation  on  immigration,,  pauperism  and  settlement 
throughout  New  England,  I  have  authorized  the  officers 
of  our  charities  to  confer  with  the  Executives  or  Legislatures 
of  the  other  States,  and  to  take  measures,  if  possible,  to 
secure  it.  New  Hampshire  has  already  responded  by  Resolu- 
tion of  her  Legislature,  and  I  should  be  gratified  if  our  own 
would  formally  sanction  the  individual  action  of  ber  Execu- 
tive authorities. 

THE  MIUTIA. 

The  number  of  men  present  at  the  last  fall  encampments 
of  the  Volunteer  militia  was  five  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  fifty-three;  an  increase  from  the  attendance  in  the 
previous  year  of  nearly  seven  hundred.  It  is  my  oppor- 
tunity and  pleasure  to  assure  you,  from  my  personal  obser- 
vation, that  the  appearance  and  service  of  the  force  during 
the  five  days  of  camp  duty  were  in  the  highest- degree  credit- 
able. One-third  of  the  present  number  of  enrolled  men 
have  served  the  United  States  in  the  recent  war,  and  (heir 
cheerful  enlistment  into  our  volunteer  companies  entitles 
them  to  the  grateful  appreciation  of  all  citizens.  The  laws 
relating  to  our  military  system,  as  they  stand  since  the 
amendments  made  by  the  last  Legislature,  work  apparently 
well,  and  no  essential  revision  appears  to  be  necessary. 
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The  change  of  the  period  of  camp  service,  from  three 
days  to  five,  has  in  the  single  experimeut  made  under  it 
manifested  most  satisfactory  results.  Upon  a  recent  occasion 
of  popular  demonstration  towards  a  distinguished  officer  of 
the  army  of  the  United  States,  Major  General  Sheridan, 
nearly  Qve  thousand  of  these  men,  of  their  own  volition  and 
without  pay,  performed  the  duty  of  escort ;  and  I  do  not 
speak  with  language  of  extravagance  in  saying  that  never 
before  has  the  militia  of  Massachusetts,  by  a  thoroughness 
of  discipline  and  practice,  and  an  entire  absence  of  ostenta- 
tion, 80  well  justified  to  every  observer  the  expenditure 
necessary  to  maintain  this  organization  for  our  protection 
and  defence. 

The  number  of  companies  which  now  constitute  this  arm 
of  the  public  service  comprises  ninety-two  of  Infantry,  six  of 
Cavalry,  and  four  of  Artillery.  The  amount  expended  for 
military  bounties  and  for  armories  has  been  nearly  ten  thou- 
sand dollars  below  the  appropriations  made  by  the  last 
General  Court. 

The  annual  cost  of  maintaining  such  a  force  ad  the  present, 
under  existing  laws,  is  not  far  from  one  hundred  and  fifty 
Uiousand  dollars.  However  large  this  sum  may  appear,  it  is 
my  delibetate  judgmeq^,  formed  in  the  light  of  the  lessons 
of  experience,  and  with  a  full  knowledge  of  the  present 
admirable  condition  of  the  force,  that  no  item  of  public 
expenditure  is  better  justified  than  this.  I  challenge  com- 
parison from  all  the  States  of  an  equal  amount  expended 
and  an  equal  array  of  results  accomplished. 

The  public  stores  in  the  arsenal  at  Cambridge  are  now  in 
excellent  condition,  and  it  will  be  the  pleasure  of  the  patriotic 
officer  in  charge  to  exhibit  the  buildings  and  military  material 
at  any  time  to  the  members  of  the  General  Court. 

TROY   AND   GREENFIELD  RAILROAD   AND   HOOSAC  TUNNEL. 

In  my  communication  to  the Ticgislature  one  year  ago  I 
stated  that  under  direction  of  Chapter  two  hundred  and 
ninety-three  of  the  Acts  of  1866  tlie  construction  of  the 
railroad  between  Greenfield  and  the  Tunnel  had  been  con- 
tracted for,  and  that  a  lease  of  the  same  had  been  executed 
under  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Council.  The  road  has 
now  been  completed  as  far  as  Shelburne  Palls,  a  distance  of 
thirteen  miles,  and  the  corporations,  lessees,  have  commenced 
the  running  of  regular  trains.  It  was  formally  opened  two 
months  ago,  and  the  great  attendance  of  people,  and  the 
deep  interest  manifested  by  them  in  the  first  advent  of  the 
47 
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locomotive  into  the  valley  of  the  Deerfield,  aflforded  striking 

Sroof  of  the  value  fixed  by  the  whole  population  of  the 
forth- Western  portion  of  the  State  upon  their  new  connec- 
tion with  general  commerce.  The  remaining  portion  of  the 
line,  extending  from  the  Falls  to  the  mountain,  seventeea 
miles  in  length,  will  be  finished  in  the  next  summer,  and 
will  constitute  the  completion  of  a  road  of  thirty  miles,  buill- 
at  a  fair  cost  and  holding  a  strong  relation  to  the  interests  of 
the  whole  public. 

The  progress  of  the  work  upon  the  Tunnel  itself,  though 
prosecuted  at  some  points  under  adverse  circumstances,  bsj 
as  a  whole  been  highly  encouraging  for  the  future.  During, 
the  year  a  contract  was  made  with  three  experienced  men 
for  work  on  the  Central  Shaft  and  the  East  End,  but  after  & 
sufficient  trial  it  appeared  that  the  parties  would  be  unable 
to  execute  it,  and  the  relinquishment  of  the  contract  was 
accepted  by  the  Governor  and  Council  and  operations  at] 
those  points  were  resumed  by  the  State. 

The  prosecution  of  the  work  at  the  Central  Shaft  was 
arrested  in  October  by  the  destruction  of  the  buildings  and 
machinery  by  fire,  which  was  also  attended  by  a  lamentable 
loss  of  human  life.  Measures  have  been  commenced  for  the 
earliest  replacement  of  the  fixtures,iand  for  the  continuance^ 
of  that  excavation.  Notwithstanding  this  and  other  draw- 
backs, there  was  at  this  point  in  a  period  of  twelve  months, 
an  increase  of  progress  over  the  preceding,  of  seventy-six 
feet. 

At  the  West  End,  which,  under  a  policy  initiated  by  Mr. 
Brooks,  the  former  chairman  of  the  Commissioners,  has 
been  worked  upon  the  contract  system  for  nearly  a  year  and 
a  half  by  the  very  efficient  contractor,  there  has  been  a  good 
advance  and  reasonable  success.  The  original  contract  has 
been  repeated  upon  terms  more  favorable  to  the  State,  and 
its  execution  promises  every  anticipated  result. 

At  the  West  Shaft,  upon%the  two  linear  headings,  there 
has  been  a  decrease  of  advance  compared  with  the  corres- 
ponding months  of  the  previous  year,  of  one  hundred  and 
twelve  feet.  This  loss  has  come  from  the  great  influx  of 
water  without  a  pumping  capacity  to  dispose  of  it.  A  pol- 
icy, in  this  particular,  intended  for  economy,  has  in  my 
judgment  been  found  to  be  erroneous,  and  I  cannot  doubt 
that  it  would  have  been  a  true  economy  to  have  provided 
one  year  ago  at  a  greater'  expense  for  larger  and  more  effi- 
cient pumps.  But  the  knowledge  of  present  difficulties  has 
now  prepared  the  Commissioners  to  meet  them  with  a  proper 
application  of  power  to  overcome  them.     The  obstacle  of

iter  can  be  and  will  be  overcome,  and  a  rate  of  advance 
^responding  to  the  prosperous  results  realized  at  the  East 
bd  may  be  expected. 

At  the  East  End  the  linear  advance  has  been  within  the 
one  thousand  and  fifty-one  feet,  showing  an  increase 
the  previous  year  of  four  hundred  and  fifty-nine  feet, 
drills  have  proved  an  entire  success,  and  this  class  of 

Aiues  will  be  soon  introduced  into  the  West  Shaft,  where 
key  should  accomplish  similar  results. 

The  Report  of  the  Commissioners  and  that  of  the  consult- 
ig  Engineer  will  be  transmitted  to  the  Legislature  at  an 
Iferly  day.  The  consulting  Engineer,  Mr.  Benjamin  H. 
llitrobe,  has,  during  tlie  year,  visited  the  Tunnel  of  the 
^ps,  and  has  presented  in  his  report  a  variety  of  facts 
lamed  there  which  will  be  found  to  possess  much  interest. 
Hiat  great  work  has  now  proceeded  nearly  twenty-five 
housand  linear  feet,  leaving  fifteen  thousand  yet  to  be 
iecomplished.  That  enterprise,  like  our  own,  was  beset 
irith  many  difficulties  in  its  earlier  stages;  but  by  a  con- 
jlantly  accelerating  progress  from  year  to  year,  it  has 
lltained  a  result  of  nearly  four  thousand  feet  in  the  nine 
^onths  preceding  last  October.  After  weighing  carefully 
tn  the  unfavorable  as  well  as  the  favorable  circumstances 
irhich  surround  our  own  work,  it  is  my  firm  belief  that  a 
imilar  acceleration  may  be  expected  here ;  and  that  this 
kndertaking  can  be  finished  within  the  time  and  cost  esti- 
mated by  Mr.  Latrobe  in  his  report  for  1866,  which  will 
be  found  stated  in  my  last  address  to  the  two  Houses. 

AGRICULTURE — ^THB  AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGE. 

The  success  of  farm  labor  has  been  signal,  notwithstand- 
ing the  adverse  character  of  tlie  seasons.  The  display  of 
stock  and  products  at  the  public  fairs  in  the  autumn  was 
gratifying,  and  the  number  of  people  who  gave  attendance 
^as  without  parallel  in  the  past  years.  It  is  manifest  that 
while  the  pursuits  of  trade  and  the  j^ractical  arts  obey  ten- 
dencies to  centralization  in  the  cities  and  large  towns,  yet  of 
the  population  thus  massed  togetlier  for  business  a  propor- 
tion constantly  increasing  choose  homes  in  the  country  with 
the  attractions  q^  rural  life.  Such  expend  much  of  their 
time,  their  capml,  and  their  faculties  upon  experimental 
agriculture  and  horticulture.  The  influence  of  this  has 
beeni  already  perceived  in  the  improvement  of  tlie  quality 
of  stock,  and  in  a  larger  development  of  the  productive 
capacity  of  our  soil.     Simultaneously,  and  not  less  beiiefi- 
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cent,  has  been  the  effect  of  this  change  in  the  modes  of 
of  a  large  and  infiiientia]  class  of  citizens  upon  the  cliara 
of  our  whole  population,  creating  ties  of  common  inte 
and  sympathy  between  classes  hitherto  in  many  respj 
widely  differing;  displacing  jealousies  by  the  substitutioi 
good  will,  and  extending  harmony  through  the  social  i 
industrial  relations  of  all. 

The  last  General  Court  added  four  to  the  number  of 
corporated  agricultural  Societies,  making  twenty-nine  in 
It  may  well  be  doubted  whether  of  these  there  are  not  i 
quite  enough  for  their  own  efficiency  and  for  the  pu 
finances.  Many  of  these  bodies  are  already  well  siipp 
with  means,  and  scarcely  need  the  aid  of  bounty  from 
treasury.  I  suggest  for  your  consideration,  whethei 
reduction  in  the  amount  of  the  bounties  might  notwii 
be  effected  by  encouraging  one-half  of  the  societies  in  ai 
nate  years,  and  by  limiting  the  patronage  of  the  State 
biennial  exhibitions  instead  of  annual.  Doubtless  aunoi 
shows  would  still  continue  to  be  Jield. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Massachusetts  AgricnUnri 
College  will  in  due  time  be  submitted  to  the  General  Coi 
This  institution  was  establis^hed  by  the  Legislature  of  V 
upon  the  foundation  of  the  grant  by  Congress  of  thi 
hundred  and  sixty  thousand  acres  of  the  public  lands, 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  one-tenth  of  these  were  allowed 
the  purchase  of  a  farm,  and  two-thirds  of  the  income  of 
fund  obtained  by  the  sale  of  the  remaining  nine-tenths  w| 
given  to  the  College  as  an  endowment.  So  far  as  I  4 
informed,  our  own  is  the  only  State  which  has  applied  till 
gift  from  Congress  to  the  purposes  of  education  explicit 
and  wholly  in  the  interest  of  agriculture.  In  October  la| 
the  institution  established  in  the  town  of  Amherst  ^ 
opened  for  the  reception  of  pupils,  who  ali-eady  numba 
forty-seven,  comparing  favorably  in  every  respect  with  th 
classes  in  tlie  other  colleges  of  the  State.  It  has  been  4 
policy  of  the  trustees,  to  apply  the  sum  of  seventy-fi»! 
thousand  dollars,  pledged  by  the  town  of  Amherst,  to  tb 
erection  of  buildings  requisite  to  carry  out  the  experimeot; 
and  such  buildings  have  been  completed  and  are  now  use( 
io  their  full  capacity  by  the  first  class  that  has  entered,  i 
plant  house  has  been  constructed  upon  aiiberal  scale,  at  I 
cos!  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  given  for  thw  purpose  by  Mr 
Nathan  Durfee,  a  public-spirited  citizen  of  Fall  River.  Th 
whole  sum  already  invested  in  the  College  is  $275,00<k  ^ 
detailed  statement  of  the  plans. of  study  and  management  (V 
the*  institution,  the  operations  upon  the  farm,  and  the  general 
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ccess  thus  far  of  a  system  of  ap^riciiltural  education  which 
Xkbines  theory  aud  practice,  will  be  found  in  the  report  of 
5  Trustees. 

I  am  aware  that  this  whole  enterprise  is.  in  its  beginning 
jarded  by  many  with  that  kind  of  incredulity  which  is  too 
t  to  disparage  all  great  experiments  ;  but  the  College  has 
en  established  by  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  magnitude 

the  amount  invested,  the  public  demand  for  more  liberal 
dniug  of  those  who  will  devote  themselves  to  this  too  long 
iglected  class  of  industrial  pursuits,  and  the  demonstrated 
bdency  of  every  school  of  learning  in  the  interest  of  prac- 
ial  labor  to  increase  the  wealth  and  improve  the  character 

the  people,  call  for  the  exercise  of  a  large  patience  and 
>erality  in  awaiting  and  judging  the  results.  The  well 
^proved  character  of  the  president  and  other  officers  of  the 
sutution  is  a  guaranty  that  the  experiment  will  not  fail  for 
Buit  of  zeal  or  ability  in  its  friends. 

BANKS   FOR  SAVINGS. 

I  have  been  greatly  impressed  by  the  results  returned  to 
\e  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Institutions  for  Savings.  It 
>pears  that  in  October  last  the  amount  of  deposits  in  one 
kndred  and  eight  savings  institutions  was  more  than 
^ty  millions  of  dollars,  $80,431,588.71 ;  with  a  surplus  of 
Irnings  on  hand  of  $3,172,877.01 ;  making  an  aggregate  of 
iJ3,60J:,460.72.  Of  this  sum  five-eighths  have  accumulated 
llthin  tlie  last  ten  years.  This  amount  exceeds  the  paid-in 
lipital  of  all  the  National  banks  in  Massachusetts  by  more 
Un  three  and  a  half  millions  of  dollars.  The  increase  of 
jeposits  during  the  year  has  been  $12,699,319.40  against  an 
^crease  of  $7,795,781.79  in  the  previous  year.  The  cause 
F  this  extraordinary  increase  may  in  part  be  found  in  the 
lets,  that  these  institutions  have  very  generally  raised  their 
Winary  rate  of  interest,  and  that  they  have  paid  large  extra 
Svidends  during  the  past  three  years,  which  they  have  been 
Inabled  to  make  by  reason  of  tlieir  income  from  National 
lank  stocks,  (one-eighth  of  which  in  this  Commonwealth 
bey  own,)  and  from  interest  and  premiums  upon  United 
kates  and  State  securities. 

I  shall  not  venture  to  indulge  in  conjectures  or  specula- 
Sons  concerning  the  future  prospects  of  these  institutions,  in 
fee  present  unsettled  condition  of  the  financial  policy  of  the 
federal  government.  One  thing  is  quite  evident ;  that  how- 
fever  others  may  reason  about  the  national  securities  and  the 
national  credit,  there  are  in  Massachusetts  three  hundred 
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forty-eight  thonsand  five  hundred  and  ninety-three  penoos, 
depositors  in  the  banks  of  sayings,  who  are  by  that  relatiot 
the  owners  of  thirty  millions  of  federal  bonds  and  eleva 
millions  of  national  bank  stocks,  which  is  one-half  of  tbe 
whole  of  their  deposits,  and  to  whom  it  is  of  vital  importaoa 
that  the  government  of  the  United  States  should  keep  good 
faith  with  its  creditors. 

Under  the  operation  of  the  law  relating  to  the  rate  of 
interest,  enacted  by  the  last  General  Court,  the  savingi 
banks  almost  without  exception  have  charged  seven  per  cent 
upon  their  loans;  and  this  practice  appears  to  have  be8& 
entirely  satisfactory  to  borrowers.  One  result  which  I  cooh 
mend  to  the  attention  of  our  citizens  is  expressed  by  the  fid 
that  five  millions  [5,000,000]  have  recently  been  loaned  bf 
these  institutions  upon  the  security  of  mortgages  of  reil 
estate.  I  hear  from  many  parts  of  the  Gommonwealtli  thil 
there  is  a  drift  of  opinion  in  favor  of  extending  the  liueol 
loans  in  this  direction;  and  in  my  judgment  this  must  be 
received  as  one  but  not  an  inconsiderable  proof  of  the  pwo- 
tical  benefits  of  this  change  of  the  laws  of  usury. 


THE  INLAND  FISHERIES. 

I  invite  your  favorable  attention  to  the  very  interestin| 
report  of  the  commissioners  on  fisheries.  The  Liowell  and 
Lawrence  fishways  were  opened  last  spring  with  such  succea 
that  during  the  summer  both  salmon  and  shad  were  taket 
near  Nashua  in  New  Hampshire,  for  the  first  time  since  1849. 
Since  their  completion,  that.  State,  having  made  succesrfd 
experiments  with  spawn,  and  taken  measures  to  restock  the 
Merrimack  with  salmon,  awaits  only  the  construction  offish- 
ways  over  our  mill-dams  on  the  Connecticut,  to  stock  thai 
river  also.  By  the  report  of  the  commissioners  it  appear! 
that  the  proprietors  of  the  dams  at  Hadley's  and  Taruer't 
Falls  on  the  Connecticut,  withhold,  or  positively  refuse,  thit 
co-operation  which  the  mill-owners  of  Lawrence  and  Lowdli 
were  glad  to  afford.  I  ask  your  consideration  whether  itfij 
not  possible  to  overcome  by  legislation  the  difficulties  whichi 
the  commissioners  recite,  arising  from  the  indifference  or; 
opposition  of  the  proprietors  at  Hadley's  Falls.  The  moTe-i 
^ent  to  restock  the  New  England  rivers  with  useful  fish  is 
one  in  which  all  the  New  England  States,  except  Rhode 
Island,  are  engaged,  through  commissioners  who  haveas^ 
ciated  themselves  informally  into  one  common  board  in  orders 
to  insure  harmony  of  action.  In  respect  to  the  Merrimack 
and  the  Connecticut,  its  success  depends  on  harmony  of  legis- 
lation between  the  States  traversed  by  those  rivers.    Having 
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jledged  ourselves  to  YermoDt,  New  Hampshire  and  Connect- 
nit,  to  co-operate  with  them  for  this  common  object,  I  can- 
Dt  but  think  that  those  States  will  have  reasonable  cause  of 
implaint  if  we  shall  neglect  to  remedy  the  obstacles  on  the 
kniiecticut  River  for  which  we,  as  a  State,  are  in  part 
pponsible  by  having  incorporated  the  proprietors  who  have 
milt  the  dams ;  and  if,  after  consideration,  it  shall  seem  to 
|0u  to  be  impracticable  or   injudicious  to  require  them  to 
femedj  at  their  own  cost  the  damage  to  the  fisheries  which 
p5  dams  are  causing,  then   I   see  no  other  coui*se  than  to 
lODstruct  a  fishway  at  Hadlej's  Falls  at  the  expense  of  the 
'^  mmonwealth   according  to  the  estimate  of  the  commis- 
poners.    The  State  of  Connecticut  has  passed  an  act  prohib- 
'  g  the  takmg  of  shad  in  the   Connecticut  River  at  any 
n  of  the  year  except  during  the  three  months  following 
rch  15,  and  prohibiting  the  taking  of  salmon  tliere  abso- 
tely  until  March  15, 1872  ;  biit  on  the  condition  that  Mas-* 
IHichusetts,  at  the  present  session  of  the  General  Court,  shall 
{prescribe  the  same  limitations  on  the  taking  of  tliose  fish  in 
that  part  of  the  river  which  lies  within  our  territory.     1  cor- 
dially advise  concurrence  in  this  legislation. 
I  commend  to  especial  attention  those  portions  of  the  com- 
Issioners'  report  relating  to  tlie  artificial  propagation  of 
' ,  and  to  the  experiments  of  Mr.  Seth  Green,  at  Holyoke, 
hich  it  treats  with  great  earnestness.     Tlie  subject  is  one 
)t  of  mere  scientific  interest,  but  of  great  practical  impor- 
ice  to  all  classes  of  our  people  by  its  bearing  on  the  prices 
id  supply  of  food.     If  the  results  attained  by  Mr.  Green,  of 
Dcreai»iiijr  the  production  of  fish  seventy-fold  by  artificial 
iug  ar«  capable  of  general  repetition,  it  opens  a  new 
very  important  field  of  productive  industry,  of  the  value 
^-  which  tl)e  commissioners  afibrd  significant  indications  by 
reference  to  tho  value  of  the  inland  fisheries* of  Scotland, 
[Ireland  and  Wales.     In  1863,  those  countries,  with  an  area 
[ibout  equal  to  New  England,  furnished   to   the  London- 
market  alone  3,712,016  pounds  of  salmon,  worth  more  than 
a  million  dollars ;  the  fishing-rental  of  the  river  Tay  alone 
for  1864  was  $75,000  gold  ;   and  these  results,  considerable 
though  they  may  appear,  have  been  greatly  surpassed  in  later 
years  during  which  the  artificial  breeding  of  fish  has  been 
more  extensively  and  intelligently  prosecuted. 

STATE  AGENCY  AT  WASHINGTON. 

I  beg  to  recommend  the  renewal  of  an  appropriation  for 
the  support  of  the  State  agency  at  Washington.  The  past 
jear  has  been  the  first,  since  the  agency  was  established,  dur- 
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ing  which  Massachusetts  has  had  no  troops  in  service  in  the 
field  ;  but  with  the  close  of  the  war  arose  a  large  business  in 
the  prosecution  of  our  soldiers'  claims  for  bounties,  pensions. 
,  and  arrears  of  pay,  and  in  the  investigations  necessary  to 
correct  and  certify  the  military  records  of  the  adjutant- 
general's  office,  which  has  kept  the  agency  constantly  and 
usefully  employed.  On  December  1,  1866,  it  had  in  its 
charge  2,316  unsettled  claims  of  our  soldiers.  During  the 
yfear  which  ended  December  1, 1867,  2,697  additional  claims 
were  prosecuted  fey  it,  almost  all  of  them  being  received 
through  the  office  of  the  Surgeon-General  of  the  State;  and 
1,879  claims  were  finally  settled,  on  which  there  were  col- 
lected from  the  United  States  for  the  claimants  $203,458.41. 
The  number  of  unsettled  claims  now  in  its  charge  is  therefore 
more  than  three  thousand.  During  the  past  year  it  has  also 
ascertained  and  certified  for  the  records  of  the  adjutant- 
•general's  office  the  military  history  of  3,719  men.  The  total 
of  its  expenses  for  the  year  has  been  less  than  seventy-five 
.  hundred  dollars.  I  am  satisfied  that  among  all  the  benevo- 
lent expenditures  of  the  State,  none  is  productive  of  more 
good  at  less  cost.  The  amount  of  money  which  the  agency 
has  saved  to  poor  families  of  soldiers,  who  otherwise  woald 
have  been  preyed  upon  by  dishonest  claim-agents,  exceeds 
many  times  the  expense  of  its  support,  to  say  notiiing  of  the 
ease  of  mind  it  affords  to  such  poor  people  by  the  conscious- 
ness that  their  affairs  are  in  the  hands  of  officere  of  approved 
character,  responsible  to  the  Commonwealth  for  their  con- 
duct. In  other  ways  also  the  experience  df  our  State  ag«ut 
at  Washington  has  been  availed  of,  especially  in  regard  to 
the  preparation  and  settlement  of  the  claims  of  Massachusetts 
on  the  general  government  for  re-imbursement  of  military 
outlays,  to  whicii  I  have  alluded  elsewhere.  The  time, 
doubtless,  is  not  far  distant,  when  the  agency  may  be  discon- 
tinued ;  but  for  the  present,  I  am  persuaded  that  its  contin- 
uance is  needful.  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  tlie  Surgeon- 
General  for  an  account  in  detail  of  its  business  and  expenses. 

THE   PAYMASTER  AND   BOUNTIES. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  present  year  I  directed  the 
Paymaster's  department  to  be  finally  discontinued,  believ- 
ing that  the  payment  of  any  bounties  subject  to  call  may 
reasonably  be  conducted  through  the  permanent  departments 
of  the  government;  at  the  same  time  employing  a  single 
person  to  complete  the  records  of  that  office  which  will  be 
absolutely  essential  in  years  to  come. 
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Of  the  bounties  still  purporting  to  be  due  and  uncalled 
for,  a  large  portion  date  back  two,  three,  four  or  more  years. 
Considering  the  extensive  desertions  in  the  last  years  of  the 
war  in  connection  with  the  bounty  system,  and  bounty 
brokerage  in  its  various  modes  of  fraud,  it  may  be  reasona- 
bly assumed  that  in  a  great  number  of  cases  those  who 
miglit  have  claimed  these  bounties  uncalled  for,  were 
deserters,  knowing  that  they  have  forfeited  the  allowance  to 
which  actual  service  would  liave  entitled  «them.  In  the  last 
two  years  many  instances  have  occurred  of  claimants  and 
others  ascertaining  the  names  of  soldiers  having  sums  of 
|Doney  standing  to  their  credit  on  the  rolls,  and  then  manu- 
facturing evidence  upon  which  to  secure  the  payment  of  the 
same.  In  some  cases,  when  rejected  by  the  Executive,  these 
have  been  urged  upon  the  Legislature,  generally  without 
success.  You  will  permit  me  to  suggest  a  close  scrutiny  of 
any  such  claims  which  may  be  presented  during  the  present  • 

session.  Desiring  to  do  substantial  justice  to  the  soldiers 
and  to  the  treasury,  I  have  directed  the  Paymaster  to  turn 
over  to  the  Adjutant-General  for  revision  all  bounty  rolls  in 
bis  possession  which  accrued  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
provost-marshals,  all  other  rolls  having  been  previously 
transferred  for  the  same  purpose.  I  have  also  requested  the 
Treasurer  to  furnish  to  the  Adjutant-General  for  that  pur- 
pose a  descriptive  list  of  all  to  whom  full  or  monthly  boun- 
ties still  appear  to  be  due  on  his  unpaid  rolls,  and  not  himself 
to  make  further  payment  of  the  same  unless  duly  certified 
on  new  and  properly  approved  rolls.  This  course  will 
unquestionably  accomplish  justice  to  all,  and  will  legitimately 
close  up  what  remains  of  tiiis  great  account. 

THE   HARBOR  OF   BOSTON. 

Much  has  been  done  and  still  more  proposed  during  the 
past  year  for  the  benefit  of  Boston  Harbor.  Immediately 
after  the  appointment  of  the  Harbor  Commissioners  in  1866, 
they  caused  surveys  to  be  made  by  their  engineer,  Mr. 
Albert  Boschke,  to  ascertain  what  ought  to  be  done  for  the 
protection  and  improvement  of  the  lower  liarbor.  These 
surveys  were  made  with  great  care.  Mr.  Boschke's  estimate 
of  the  expense  of  the  necessary  works  amounted  in  the 
aggregate  to  something  more  than  a  million  dollars.  The 
plan  of  the  whole  work  was  approved  by  Major-General  A. 
A.  Humphreys,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  United  States  Army, 
and  recommended  by  the  Secretary  of  War. 

At  the  final  session  of  the  last  Congress  the  Harbor  Com- 
missioners   presented    a    petition  for  an  appropriation  to 
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protect  and  improve  the  outer  harbor.  The  necessity  of  flie 
aid  sought  being  apparent,  Congress  granted  an  appropria- 
tion of  three  hundi-ed  and  seventy-fivo  tliousaud  dollars  for 
the  "  preservation  and  improvements  of  Boston  Harbor.' 
This  grant  of  Congress  has  enabled  Major-Geueral  Benham 
to  continue  the  construction  of  the  sea-wall  on  the  Greai 
Brewster,  which  it  is  hoped,  will  prevent  further  waste  of 
the  island  and  further  extension  of  the  8pit. 

Other  works,  under  the  skilful  superintendence  of  Major- 
General  J.  G.  Foster,  which  will  be  of  the  greatest  benefit  to 
the  lower  harbor,  have  been  ingeniously  and  successfuUj 
prosecuted.  Two  rocks, — known  as  Tower  Rock  and  Corwk 
Rock, — very  dangerous  to  ships  of  great  draft,  lay  in  a 
narrow  part  of  the  main  ship  channel.  The  entire  remoTal 
of  the  Tower  Rock  to  a  depth  of  more  than  twenty-tliree 
feet  below  low-water,  and  the  partial  destruction  of  llie 
•  Corwin  Rock,  have  been  already  effected.     The  deepening 

and  widening  of  the  main  ship  cliannel  in  another  narrof 
part,  by  cutting  off  a  portion  of  Lovell's  Island,  has  also 
been  begun  under  the  charge  of  the  same  able  oflBcer,  and 
will,  together  with  the  destruction  of  the  Corwin  Rock  as 
far  as  necessary,  be  finished,  it  is  believed,  in  the  ensuing 
season.  For  the  details  of  these  and  other  interesting  opera- 
tions, begun  and  planned  to  protect  and  improve  the  lower 
harbor,  1  refer  to  the  Harbor  Commissioners'  Report.  I  con- 
gratulate the  Commonwealth  on  having  secured  the  co-oper- 
ation of  the  United  States  to  such  an  ezteut  in  aid  of  our 
navigation. 

For  the  continuation  of  these  important  operations,  the 
Secretary  of  War  has  recommended  to  the  present  Congress 
an  appropriation  of  $287,000.  There  is  every  reason  to  hope 
that  the  work  so  well  begun  will  be  consummated  by  the 
United  States,  as  I  am  sure  we  have  a  right  to  expect. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  in  establishing  the  basis 
upon  which  tiie  projected  improvement  of  the  South  Boston 
Flats  shall  be  made.  In  the  year  1866,  the  Legislature 
adopted  a  plan  for  the  improvement  of  these  flats,  the  execu- 
tion of  which  in  its  essential  features  would  involve  a  very 
considerable  extension  of  the  wharves  on  the  Boston  adeof 
Fort  Point  Channel,  and  a  filling  up  of  the  flats  on  the  south 
side  of  the  channel,  after  enclosing  them  by  a  sea-wall  which 
would  be  available  in  the  construction  of  wharves  and  docks 
bordering  on  the  deep  water  of  the  harbor.  But  occupation 
of  the  flats  in  this  manner  was  believed  to  involve,  also,  tlie 
necessity  of  large  and  very  expensive  excavations  in  Charles 
and  Mystic  Rivers,  the  most  eflective  tidal  reservoirs  of  Boston 
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larbor,  to  compensate  for  the  water  displaced  by  the  pro- 

)osed  filling,  and  so  to  preserve  the  scouring  force  of  the 

lide.    It  was  feared,  if  this  system-  of  compensation  was  an 

nseparable  part  of  the  plan,  that  all  the  profits  to  the  Com- 

noiiwealth   aside   from   the   improvement  itself,  would  bo 

iwallowed  up  in  the  necessary  measures  for  preventing  the 

njuries  that  must  result  to  the  harbor  from  the  displacement 

)f  so  much  tide-water.    Fortunately,  however,  for  the  imme- 

liate  pecuniary  success  of  this  great  entefprise,  new  investi- 

^tions  liave  been  made  and  a  conclusion  has  been  reached, 

laving  the  high  sanction  of  distinguished  scientific  men,  that 

m  equivalent  lor  compensation  for  tide-water  displaced,  much 

jheaper  than  compensation  in  kind  can  be  obtained,  1.  By

De  executed  by  the  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners,  were  ^ 

ill  made  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor  and  Council ; 

^hile  the  construction  of  the  work  was  placed  in  charge  of 

the  engineer  under  the  direction  of  the  board.     Under  this 

ict  I  appointed  Mr.  George  R.  Baldwin,  an   engineer  of 

experience  in  this  kind  of  work.     The  Commissioners  were 

Jso  authorized  to  change  the  lines  of  Fort  Point  Channel  as 

laid  down  on  the  legiblative  plan  of  1866,  in  order  that,  by 

conveying  the  channel  nearer  the  Boston   side,  the  requisite 

extension  of  wharves  might  be  induced  to  the  lowest  amount 
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and  the  area  of  improved  flats  on  the  other  side  of  the 
channel  enlarged.  This  change  in  the  line  the  Commissionen 
have  made. 

After  considerable  discussion  before  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil I  have  approved  a  line  for  the  wall  running  fifty  fed 
inside  of  the  outer  line  of  the  legislative  plan  of  l«6t>,  and 
parallel  with  it, — a  space  of  about  fifty  feet  width  beiog 
reserved  for  tlie  construction  of  platforms  at  the  ends  of  the 
wharves  that  will  be  built  upon  tliis  improved  laud.  H/ 
reason  for  approving  this  line  is  that  the  intention  of  th^ 
Legislature,  derived  from  the  construction  of  the  statute 
under  wliich  the  E^ecuti\e  was  to  act  as  well  as  from  the 
explicit  testimony  of  tlie  memiters  of  the  Legislature  who 
framed  the  law,  seemed  to  be  that  the  wall  should  be  built 
on  or  near  the  line  approved.  If,  liowever,  the  wall  is  to  be 
built  upon  this  line  the  cost  will  be  very  much  larger  tlian 
the  5^200,000  appropriated  for  its  construction,  and  the 
Legislature  will  be  obliged  to  increase  the  appropriation,  or 
give  to  the  board  of  Harbor  Commissioners,  who  are  charged 
with  the  duty  of  building  this  wall,  authority  to  pay  for  it 
in  land  which  shall  bo  filled  in. 

Moreover,  in  order  to  make  this  wall  and  improved  ter- 
ritory available  for  commercial  purposes,  the  Commissiouen 
should  have  authority  to  build,  not  a  continuous  wall,  but  a 
wall  which  shall  serve  as  the  outer  wall  of  wharvfe,  sep«r| 
rated  by  docks,  whenever  they  may  be  wanted  along  ibci 
deep  water  front  of  the  land  improved.  It  is  also  to  ^ 
borne  in  mind  that  it  is  important  for  the  security  of  Bostoi 
Harbor  that  the  extension  of  the  wharves  on  the  R)stoi 
side  of  Fort  Point  Channel  should  be  secured  during  tbi 
,  progress  of  these  works. 

1  have  thought  it  advisable  not  to  approve  any  contracli 
before  the  meeting  oF  the  Legislature,  but  to  lay  tlie  wliok 
matter  before  you,  that  you  may  give  the  requisite  authoritj 
to  the  board  having  the  construction  of  the  wall  in  charge, 
for  building  it  in  such  a  manner  that  it  may  be  available /<7/ 
commerce  and  of  value  to  the  State,  and  that  the  meaitf 
'  may  be  provided  for  paying  for  it  at  the  cost  at  which 

must  be  built,  either  by  further  appropriation  or  in  laudt^ 
be  created  by  this  improvement. 

CAPE  COD   HARBOR. 

By  chapter  eighty-six  of  the  Resolves  of  1867  a  sum  nol 
exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  was  allowed  «w^ 
appropriated  to  the  protection  and  preservation  of  the  fl*^' 
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X)r  at  Proviiicetown,  to  be  expended  b^  Commissioners 
ipon  plans  approved  by  tlie  Governor  and  Council.  At  an 
jarly  day  tlie  Commissioners  provided  by  the  Resolve  were 
appointed  and  they  have  since  industriously  attended  to  the 
jrave  duty  assigned  to  them.  Quite  recently  their  report, 
irith  plans  and  models,  has  been  submitted,  and  it  will  be 
ntinsmitted  to  you  for  information  and  for  such  further 
iction  as  in  your  wisdom  may  seem  proper.  The  eminent 
Uigineer  wlio  has  made  the  necessary  surveys  and  whose 
iudgment  upon  the  subject  is  embodied  in  the  report,  has 
now  retired  from  the  commission ;  hut  his  presence  as  a 
DQemlier  of  the  House  of  Representatives  will  enable  the 
Legislature  to  become  familiar  with  the  exigencies  of  the 
jase.  The  report  presents  the  urgent  necessity  of  imme- 
iiate  action  by  somebody,  either  on  the  part  of  the  State  or 
the  Federal  government,  for  protecting  this  harbor  from  the 
rapid  wearing  of  the  sea.  I  have  been  constrained  to 
iecline  any  action  upon  the  plans  reported,  because  the 
estimates  of  the  cost  of  the  work,  if  carried  out  in  the  man- 
Der  recommended  by  tlie  Commissioners,  exceed  by  fifty 
thousand  dollars  the  amount  allowed  by  the  Resolve.  You 
irill  permit  me  to  invite  your  early  attention  to  the  subject; 
for  if  the  State  is  to  prosecute  the  undertaking  jt  will  be 
essential,  both  for  the  object  itself  and  for  economy  in 
attaining  it,  that  contracts  for  material  may  be  made  during 
the  present  season.  ^ 

THE  PROHIBITORY  LAW. 

In  a  free  Commonwealth  the  will  of  the  people  must  be 
acknowledged,  respected  and  obeyed  as  the  supreme  law  of 
the  land.     After  ample  consideration  and  free  discussion,  ^ 

ftey  have  expressed  at  the  ballot  box  their  emphatic  disap- 
proval of  the  prohibitory  law,  so  called,  with  its  present 
penalties  and  methods  of  enforcement.  Precisely  what  pol- 
icy shall  be  adopted  in  its  stead  they  have  not  so  distinctly 
intimated.  But  it  is  to  be  supposed  that  the  representatives 
of  their  own  selection,  fresh  from  the  popular  assemblies, 
have  been  made  fully  aware  of  the  sentiments  and  desires 
of  their  immediate  constituents. 

Under  these  circumstances,  it  would  be  presumptuous  in 
me,  however  decided  my  convictions,  to  propose  and  main- 
tain a  policy  which  might  conflict  with  the  expressed  pleas- 
ure of  the  people. 

In  response  to  an  order  of  inquiry  addressed  to  me  by  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  lii6T,  I  had  the  honor  to  state 
ilmt  ^^  It  is  not  for  the  chief  executive  magistrate  to  assume 
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at  his  discretion,  in  one  instance  to  enforce,  and  in  another 
instance  to  suspend,  existing  laws.  For  this  would  be  vir- 
tually to  exercise  legislative  power  ;^'  and  further,  that  "if 
laws  which  are  deemed  unwise  are  found  upon  tlie^tatate 
book,  they  must  nevertheless  be  enforced  impartially  and 
faithfully  by  all  the  officers  of  the  government,  until 
amended  or  repealed  by  the  Legislature,  with  whom  alone 
rests  the  power  of  making  and  repealing  the  laws."  By  tlie 
principles  expressed  in  that  communication  I  propose  stead- 
fastly to  abide  ;  and  accordingly  I  respectfully  refer  thfe 
whole  question,  so  momentous  in  its  relations,  and  so  inter- 
esting to  the  people,  to  the  careful  deliberation  and  wia 
judgment  of  their  representatives  in  the  General  Court. 

I  must,  however,  be  permitted  to  record  my  deliberate 
conviction  that  the  moral  and  religious  sentiment  of  ow 
community  will  not  tolerate  the  absence  of  all  legislatire 
provisions  regarding  the  traffic  in  intoxicating  drinks,  but 
demands  its  restraint,  regulation,  control,  by  positive  enact- 
ment. And  further,  that  no  statute  will  command  the 
respect  and  permanent  support  of  the  people  of  Massachu- 
setts, which  shall  conflict  with  the  paramount  claims  of 
industry,  sobriety  and  good  order,  or  be  inconsistent  with 
their  reputation  as  an  intelligent  and  Christian  Gommoo- 
wealth. 

THE  STATE  CONSTABULABY. 

I  shall  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  the  Legislature  the 
Report  of  Major  Edvvard  J.  Jones,  the  Constable  of  Uie 
Commonwealth,  (a  conscientious  and  efficient  officer,  who 
has  my  confidence,)  with  the  accompanying  statistics  exhibit- 
ing in  detail  the  operations  of  his  force  for  the  past  year. 
«  As  a  magistrate,  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the 

laws,  I  cannot  pass  by  in  silence  this  record  of  faithful  ser- 
vice rendered  in  the  execution  of  an  enactment  the  justice 
and  expediency  of  which  are  questioned  by  so  many  citizens 
of  intelligence  and  probity. 

The  great  majority  of  the  Constabulary  is  composed  of 
veterans  of  the  Army  and  Navy,  many  of  them  disabled  in 
the  service  of  the  country  and  all  of  them  presenting  ao 
honorable  military  record.  They  have  beoa  inured  by  mu^ 
tial  discipline  to  unquestioning  obedience  to  orders,  whether 
in  fulfilling  the  .duties  of  the  camp,  or  facing  the  dangers  of 
the  field.  Hence,  doubtless,  they  have  performed  the  duties 
assigned  them  with  an  exactness  and  a  stringency  novel  to 
citizens  unfamiliar  with  military  methods  and  unused  to 
summary  proceedings.  But  it  must  be  remembered  tli&i 
whether  iu  carrying  out  the  specialties  of  a  particular  law, 
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or  in  encountering  the  desperate  burglar  6r  midnight  assas- 
sin, or  in  threading  as  detectives  the  intricacies  of  crime, 
they  have  for  the  most  part  displayed  coolness,  alacrity  and 
skill.  Tlien,  ^^  since  we  punish  not  tlie  sword  itself,  the 
instrument  of  the  law,"  it  is  unjust  that  obloquy  should  fall 
on  those  who  fiave  discharged  their  disagreeable  and  often 
painful  duties  with  courage  and  discretion.  It  is  also  unjust 
that  they  should  suffer  in  the  public  esteem  by  reason  of  the 
incapacity,  in&delity,  or  rashness  of  a  few,  whose  counter- 
parts are  to  be  found  in  all  similar  bodies,  and  who  were 
introduced  to  the  Constabulary  by  the  efforts  of  eminent 
men  both  among  the  friends  and  opponents  of  the  policy 
they  were  expected  to  enforce.  Tiiat  I  should  say  this 
much,  is  due  not  only  to  meritorious  men,  faithful  to  a 
public  trust  under  reproach  and  contumely,  but  also  to  the 
cause  of  law  and  order,  which  must  be  sustained  and  vindi- 
cated in  its  dignity  and  integrity  by  the  support  of  its 
administrative  officers. 

It  is  well  known  that  my  lamented  predecessor,  when 
called  upon  to  interpose  the  power  of  the  Commonwealth  in 
an  exigency  affecting  the  right  of  free  speech  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  found  himself  without  any  civil  force  whatsoever  for 
the  maintenance  of  public  order.  In  his  last  special  mes- 
sage to  the  Legislature  he  took  occasion  to  use  the  following 
language  in  relation  to  the  Constabulary :  "  I  should  be 
uuraithful  to  the  people  of  Massachusetts,  if  I  omitted  to 
declare  the  opinion,  resulting  from  five  years'  experience  in 
executive  affairs,  that  the  maintenance  of  such  a  civil  force, 
directly  responsible  to  the  chief  executive  magistrate,  is  of 
high  importance,  ahd  will  yet  prove  essential  to  the  Com- 
monwealth. This  opinion  has  no  especial  connection  with 
any  class  of  legislative  enactments.     All  the  laws  may  be  • 

altered  or  repealed  the  infractions  of  which  led  to  this  estab- 
lishment, yet  still  it  would  be  needful,  unless  it  is  deemed 
best  to  leave  the  chief  magistrate  without  power  to  execute 
the  laws,"  These  words  of  advice  emanating  from  the  clear 
head  and  true  heart  of  him  who  has  left  us,  will  doubtless 
have  their  due  weight  with  the  people  of  the  State  and  with 
their  representatives ;  and  it  will  be  for  your  wisdom  to 
determine  wheNier  the  minimum  of  this  force,  as  fixed  by 
the  original  Act  establishing  it,  shall  not  be  retained  to  aid 
in  the  preservation  of  the  public  peace  and  to  carry  out  with 
eflSciency  such  provisions  of  law,  if  any,  as  you  may  choose 
to  substitute  for  those  now  existing. 
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NATURAL  HISTORY. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  thirty-two  of  the  Resolves 
of  1867, 1  appointed  Mr.  William  6.  Binney,  one  of  the  l*esi 
of  American  naturalists,  to  edit  and  arrange  the  republit^- 
tion  of  tlie  Report  on  the  Invertehrate  Animals  of  Mas^acliK- 
setts,  which  had  been  before  authorized  by  Chapter  forty-foyr 
of  tl)e  Resolves  of  1865  ;  a  work  which  liad  been  lefi 
unfinished  by  the  death  of  the  late  Dr.  A.  A.  Gould,  No 
compensation  is  asked  or  expected  for  this  important  labor. 
The  appropriation  of  f4,000  made  by  Chapter  two  hundred 
and  eighty-two  of  the  Acts  of  1866  was  re^iffirmcd  i>y  the 
Resolve  of  1867,  and  it  was  provided  that  the  work  should 
be  done  as  nearly  as  possible  in  accordance  with  the  plaus 
and  views  of  the  original  author. 

Mr.  Binney,  who  was  appointed  with  the  full  concurrence 
of  the  representatives  of  Dr.  Gould,  has  entered  upon  bis 
duties  and  made  informal  reports  of  his  progress,  from  wliicb 
it  appears  that  an  additional  appropriation  of  $4,000  will  be 
necessary  to  bring  out  the  work  in  a  style  creditJible  to  the 
State  and  uniform  with  the  other  works  of  a  similar  char- 
acter^whicli  we  have  published,  and  whicli  luive  helped  to 
give  to  this  Commonwealth  a  reputation  for  liberal  culture 
in  other  countries.  This  additional  cost  results  in  part  fram 
the  fact  that  the  original  estimates  were  made  some  yean 
^  ago,  when  everything  connected  with  book-making  was  ranch 

cheaper  than  now  ;  in  part  from  the  fact  tliat  the  present 
editor  has  been  able  to  procure  many  add itioiial  dra win jrs 
for  illustrations  which  should  be  included  in  the  work  ;  and 
somewhat  from  the  fact  that  the  origiaal  copperplates  on 
which  Mr.  Gould  depended,cannot  be  found,  ulthongh  everj 
eflFort  has  been  made  to  discover  them,  and  whicii,  utile^^ 
soon  discovered,  it  will  be  necessary  to  replace.  If  they 
shall  be  found  the  whole  of  this  additional  ^4,000  will  not 
be  required.  I  also  respectfully  suggest  further  ksi^lation 
relative  to  the  distribution  of  the  books  when  puLiUslied, 

THE   STATE   HOUSE. 

The  Legislature  of  the  last  year  provided  for  a  thoronarli 
change  in  the  condition  of  this  building,  and  for  additiooal 
and  more  commodious  rooms  for  the  committees  of  its  two 
branches.  Improvements  had  long  been  needful  to  the 
health  and  comfort  of  the  members  of  the  Legisj^lature  and 
of  the  various  officers  and  clerks  who  pass  liere  the  business 
hours  of  every  year.  By  an  inadvertence,  the  main  outlay 
necessary  to  the  prosecution  of  the  work  was  not  provided 
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for  in  any  bill  of  appropriation ;  but  the '  commissioners 
rightly  judged  it  to  be  their  duty  to  proceed  at  once  with 
the  undertaking,  relying  on  the  present  General  Court  to 
appropriate  the  money.  The  President  of  the  Senate  and 
the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  were  invested 
with  full  powers  to  direct  and  carry  on  the  whole  work. 
The  late  day  of  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Legislature 
postponed  the  commencement  of  active  operations  till  July ; 
and  consequently  the  progress  which  has  been  made,  which 
lam  sure  must  satisfy  if  it  does  not  surprise  us,  has  been 
accomplisiied  within  the  brief  period  of  six  montlis. 

Of  the  assiduity  and  fidelity  with  which  the  commissioners 
have  performed  their  duty,  it  has  been  my  own  opportunity 
to  be  a  daily  witness,  and  it  is  my  pleasure  to  make  pui)lic 
mention  of  it  upon  this  occasion.  The  President  of  the  Sen- 
ate, the  Honorable  Joseph  A.  Pond,  was  suddenly  removed 
by  death  in  October  last.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  the  Honorable  James  M.  Stone,  has  there- 
fore been  obliged  to  discharge  alone  the  <]ifiicult  and  respon- 
sible task  of  the  commission.  I  think  you  will  concur  with 
me  that  he  has  performed  these  functions  with  extraordinary 
success,  and  I  am  confident  that  no  better  officer  could  have 
been  intrusted  with  the  completion  of  the  entire  work  and  the 
settlement  with  all  the  contractors.  The  State  House,  thus 
changed  to  the  great  benefit  of  the  public,  may  reasonably 
be  expected  to  satisfy  the  essential  wants  of  the  present  gen- 
eration, with  only  inconsiderable  additional  expense  to  repair 
damages  by  weather  and  time. 

THE  NATION. 

The  close  of  the  conflict  for  national  unify  finds  the  coun- 
try perplexed  by  questions  of  finance,  and  confused  by  the 
uncertainties  of  the  future.  In  these  embarrassments  the 
people  of  this  Commonwealth,  from  the  wide  extent  of  their 
commercial  relations,  inevitably  share.  But  the  great  prin- 
ciples of  civil  liberty  transplanted  to  her  soil,  cherished 
through  the  lapse  of  centuries,  and  ever  maintained  by  the 
treasure  and  the  blood  of  her  sons,  have  been  vindicated  in 
the  contest.  Ajs  then,  faithful  to  her  traditions,  she  was  the 
first  to  assert  their  supremacy  on  hostile  soil,  so  may  she,  as 
a  Christian  Commonwealth,  be  the  first  to  recognize  the  new 
duties  of  a  conquered  peace.  Suffering  severely  as  they 
must  from  the  waste  and  material  loss  of  the  conflict,  her 
people  cannot  forget  that  the  work  of  the  warrior  is  done, 
and  that  the  duties  of  the  statesman  have  begun,  I  am 
4d 
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sure  that  they  will  agree  with  me  that  no  word  is  to  be 
retracted,  no  principle  compromised.  But  I  am  equally  sure 
that  they  will  remember  that  it  is  of  vital  import  to  oar 
citizens  that  the  waste  of  war  should  be  repaired,  that  our 
productive  energies  should  be  fully  enaployed,— every  spindle 
set  in  motion,  every  laborer  supplied  with  work.  I  am  coa- 
iident,  too,  that  in  accordance  with  the  teachings  of  their 
pious  fathers,  while  fidelity  to  freedom  forbids  them  to  forget, 
they  will  admit  their  duty  to  forgive,  and  that  magnauimitj 
to  the  defeated  is  not  necessarily  compromise  of  principle. 

We  have  destroyed  involuntary  servitude.  We  have  manu- 
mitted a  race  of  men  and  conceded  to  them  equality  of  civil 
and  political  rights.  In  th^  exercise  of  these  rights  in  the 
proceedings  of  the  convehtions  in  the  Southern  States,  which 
they  have  mainly  controlled,  I  believe  that,  after  making  due 
allowances,  they  have  displayed  a  praiseworthy  moderation. 
It  is  a  sacred  duty  to  insure  them  protection  in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  rights  we  have  guaranteed.  But  we  must  alio 
remember  that  there  are  millions  of  the  white  race  wlio  can- 
not and  must  not  always  be  retained  in  the  position  of  abject 
foes ;  millions  whose  productive  labor  is  necessary  for  tite 
discharge  of  national  obligations  which  must  never  be  repu- 
diated, and  whose  good  will  and  co-operation  are  essential  ta 
a  complete  and  thorough  re-union.  Lotus  then  hear  no 
more  of  confiscation  and  attainder  for  the  Southern  masses. 
^  Let  us  make  an  end  of  illiberal  and  unfriendly  legislation, 

and  while  compromising  no  principle  for  which  we  have  con- 
tended let  us  restore  those  lately  in  rebellion  to  equality  of 
rights  as  speedily  as  is  consistent  with  the  national  safety. 

The  present  obstacles  to  re-construction  must  come  to  a 
speedy -end,  whether  interposed  by  unrepentant  rebels,  by  a 
President  who  does  not  make  treason  odious,  or  by  those 
whom  his  policy  has  deluded  into  renewed  resistance.  The 
welfare  and  the  will  of  the  people  require  it.  They  demand 
peace ;  peace  from  turmoil  of  mind,  as  well  as  from  turmoil 
of  war ;  peace  for  their  finances,  for  their  industry,  for  their 
commerce;  and,  having  the  determination  and  the  power, 
there  is  no  mistaking  the  agency  by  which  they  intend  to 
enforce  it.  If  embittered  men  refuse  to  accept  the  boon 
that  is  proffered,  tlie  responsibility,  the  shame  and  the  ruin- 
ous consequences  will  be  theirs  alone.  If  they  are  so  blind 
to  their  own  interests  as  to  incite  hostility  between  races, 
they  will  find  that  the  nation  is  strong ;  that  the  nation  will 
maintain  its  guarantees.  No  rights  of  loyal  men  will  be 
surrendered  to  effect  any  settlement  whatsoever.  Equality 
of  rights  and  universal  suffrage  are  irreversible  facts.    The 
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heels  of  revolution  do  not  roll  backward.  In  the  march 
f  civiHzation  and  democratic  ideas,  this  nation  takes  no 
ackward  step. 

UI^jTSSES  8.  GRANT. 

It  is  the  record  of  history  that  in  great  public  crises  the 
istiuct  of  a  nation  points  with  unerring  sagacity  to  some 
3an  of  the  people  whom  they  adbpt  at  once,  in  assurance 
f  faith,  as  tlieir  chosen  champion  and  deliverer ;  and  by  a 
atural  law  this  abiding  confidence  is  through  its  own  sooth- 
bg  power  the  surest  guaranty,  of  success. 
f   In  this  dark  hour  of  national  exigency  we  have  need  of  a  ^ 
fcader  whose  integrity  is  iincorr\jpted  by  political  associa- 
Sons  and  whose  patriotism  has  not  permitted  him  to  descend 
to  the  arena  of  partisan  warfare;    of  a   tried   leader   of 
undaunted  courage,  who  will  be  swayed  neither  by  popular 
passion  nor  sectional  prejudice ;  of  a  man  of  cautious  reti- 
cence, who  has  no  inconsistencies  to  explain,  no  policies  to 
maintain,  no  theories  to  promulgate ;  of  a  leader  who  com- 
prehends  the  position  and  relations  of  all  sections  of  our 
common   country,  and  who  will  bring  to  the  administration 
of  public  affairs,  executive  ability,  economical  ideas,  a  clear 
bead  and  an  honest  heart. 

It  is  manifest  that  it  is  the  same  Providence  which  brought 
lis  safely  through  the  storm  of  war,  that  movps  tliis  whole  , 

people  now  withlsingular  unanimity  to  recognize  in  a  plain, 
unpretending  citizen  him  whose  energy,  discretion  and 
exalted  patriotism  will  restore  peace  and  prosperity  to  dis- 
cordant States  and  a  distracted  land.  The  man  for  the 
crisis — the  man  for  the  hour — the  man  of  the  people — is 
Ulysses  S.  Grant.  Before  his  pre-eminent  fitness  for  the 
high  office  to  which  a  grateful  nation  would  elevate  him,  let 
personal  preferences  yield,  let  faction  subside,  that  peace, 
good  will  and  union  may  once  more  and  forever  abide 
Uiroughout  the  Republic ! 

JOHN    ALBION    i^NDREW. 

Within  a  few  weeks  past  the  people  have  been  deeply 
affected  by  the  death  of  John  Albion  Andrkw.  His  remark- 
able abilities,  his  political  and  professional  eminence,  his 
protracted  at)d  arduous  service  in  a  high  public  trust  during 
a  period  of  unprecedented  difficulties,  have  caused  his  death 
to  be  universally  lamented  and  have  earned  for  him  an 
enduring  place  in  our  history.  His  honesty  and  courage, 
his  sagacity  and  simplicity,  his  kindness  and  frankness,  his 
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fidelity  to  friends  and  generosity  to  all^  the  purity  of  his  liSi 
and  the  patriotism  of  his  principles,  liave  already  surrounded 
his  name  and  memory  with  testimonials  of  respect  and  aff^ 
tion  such  as  are  rarely  witnessed.  The  records  of  the 
Executive  Department  of  this  Commonwealth  will  bear 
perpetual  testimony  to  his  labors.  So  great  and  various 
duties  as  fell  to  him  have  not  happened  to  any  chief  magis- 
trate before,  and  could  not  have  come  to  any  otlier  more  safelj 
than  to  him.  In  the  performance  of  duty,  uotliing  moved 
him ;  he  marched  directly  forward  upon  the  road  where  that 
called  him.  He  was  "  clear  in  his  great  office." 
But  for  myself,  his  breadth,  and  scope,  and  genius  for 
^  public  affairs,  do  not  so  much  affect  me  on  this  occasion,  u 
do  the  personal  memories  of  the  hour.  It  was  my  fortune, 
in  anotlier  office  of  the  State,  to  be  associated  with  him 
during  the  entire  term  of  his  administration  ;  to  have  coo- 
staut  opportunities  to  observe  his  methods  of  faithful  service; 
to  witness  the  play  of  those  private  qualities  which  underlie 
the  official  service  of  a  public  man  ;  and  which,  if  he  be  just 
and  generous  and  great,  reach  beyond  everything  contained 
in  his  published  record.  For  these,  above  all  things  else,  il 
is  my  pleasure  to  remember  him ;  a  contemporary  in  yean 
and  fellowship ;  stricken  down  when  if  he  might  have  lived, 
higher  honors  were  awaiting  him  ;  but  dying  in  the  maturity 
of  fame,  and  leaving  to  those  who  best  knew  him  the  recol- 
lection of  one  who  was  not  greater  in  resilts  than  he  was 
youthful  and  ingenuous  in  heart,  when  deatli  overtook  him 
in  mid  career.

s*^*^®' Mrt»in  In  reply  to  the  request  of  the  Senate  concerning  the  sale 
to*\7in.H.cin^  of  heavy  ordnance  belonging  to  the  Commonwealth,  referred 
for«66,888.68.  ^^  jj^  ^^  ^^^  Anuual  Addrcss  to  the  legislature,  I  have  the 
honor  herewith  to  transmit  a  transcript,  marked  (A,)  from 
the  official  records  of  the  governor  and  council,  together  with 
the  copy  of  a  communication  marked  (B,)  from  the  treasurer 
and  receiver-general ;  and  also,  to  refer  to  the  official  report 
of  the  quartermaster-general,  which  was  printed  with  Public 
Document  No.  7,  of  the  series  of  last  year. 

In  June,  1«6(3,  overtures  were  ma^e  to  me  by  Mr.  William 
H.  Cilley,  for  the  purchase  of  these  munitions.  Deeuiing 
that  it  was  very  desirable  for  the  Commonwealth  to  sell 
them,  and  that  such  an  opportunity  might  never  occur  again, 
I  at  once  entertained  his  proposal  for  a  negotiation.  Accord- 
ingly, I  appointed  his  honor  the  lieutenant-governor,  the 
major-general  of  tlie  militia  and  the  quartermaster-general 
an  informal  commission  to  conduct  the  negotiation  iu  my 
behalf.  They  reported,  on  June  26,  that  they  could  procure 
from  Mr.  Cilley  a  price  nearly  equal  to  the  cost  of  the  muni- 
tions to  the  Commonwealth,  and  submitted  a  memorandum 
of  an  agreement  of  sale  and  of  terms  of  payment.  This,  on 
June  29,  was  approved  by  the  governor  and  council,  as 
appears  by  the  transcript  (A,)  above  referred  to.  In  pu^ 
suance  of  that  agreement,  the  munitions  were  thereupon 
delivered  to  Mr.  Cilley  as  they  lay  at  the  State  arsenal,  at 
Cambridge,  and  the  stipulated  price  was  paid  by  him  iu  the 
draft  for  one  liundred  sixty-six  thousand  two  hundred  and 
ten  dollars,  ($166,210,)  as  agreed. 

Early  iu  September,  deeming  it  not  according  to  the  regu- 
lar course  of  business  on  the  part  of  government  for  the 
Commonwealth  to  be  a  holder  of  commercial  papef,  I 
requested  tlie  executive  council  to  concur  with  me  in 
instructing  tlie  treasurer  and  receiver-general  to  sell  the 
draft.  A  copy  of  this  order  iu  council  is  annexed  to  the 
•  communication  (B)  of  the  treasurer. 

In  pursuance  of  that  order,  he,  on  September  19,  sold  the 
draft  to  the  National  Bank  of  Redemption,  the  n^t  proceeds 
of  the  sale  being  one  hundred  sixty-five  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred thirty-six  ^Yff  dollars,  (1165,836.68,)  as  appears  by  his

communication ;  by  the  statement  of  Mr.  W.  D.  Forbes,  the 
president  of  that  bank,  thereto  annexed,  and  by  the  report 
of  the  quartermaster-general  for  the  year  1866,  already 
referred  to.  That  negotiation  and  sale  of  the  draft  I 
approved  according  to  the  terms  of  the  order  of  the  council, 
and  the  money  passed  into  the  treasury. 

I  think  it  proper  to  add  that  tiiese  munitions  were  a  part 
of  the  large  purchase  of  heavy  ordnance  made  by  my  prede- 
cessor during  the  late  war,  under  the  Resolves  of  the  legisla- 
ture relative  to  coast  defence.  He  endeavored,  ineffectually. 
In  the  latter  part  of  the  last  year  of  his  administration,  to  sell 
tliem ;  and  I  have  regarded  it  as  very  fortunate  for  the  Com- 
monwealth that  the  opportunity  has  since  happened  to  make 
the  sale  of  so  large  a  part  of  them.  The  Armstrong  guns, 
still  lying  in  England,  which  cost  even  a  larger  sum  tiian 
those  ali-eady  sold,*!  have  made  repeated  attempts  to  sell 
during  the  last  two  years ;  but  thus  far,  without  receiving  an 
offer  of  price,  either  in  Europe  or  in  this  country. 

[To  the  House  of  Representatives^  February  15.] 

I  have  received  the  copy  of  an  Order  adopted  by  the  house  Hoo««Tnnn«L 
of  representatives,  requesting  me  to  furnish,  for  the  informa- 
I  tion  of  the  legislature,  any  communications  I  may  have 
'  received  in  relation  to  the  Hoosac  Tunnel,  from  either  of  the 
former  chairmen  of  the  board  of  commissioners,  or  from  any 
member  of  said  board,  or  from  the  consulting  engineer  of  the 
governor  and  council. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  a  literal  and  exact  compliance 
with  this  request  would  involve  the  transmission  of  all  com- 
munications from  the  persons  mentioned  received  by  me  in 
the  years  1866,  1867  and  1868,  covering  private  letters  as 
well  as  official,  and  making  no  discrimination  as  to  whether 
such  communications  were  written  before  or  after  the 
authors  of  them  had  retired  from  office.  This  material 
occupies  a  very  considerable  space  in  the  files  of  the  execu- 
tive department ;  and  to  make  copies  of  the  whole  would 
require  more  than  a  month's  time  of  my  clerical  force. 
Many  of  these  communications  relate  to  mere  matters  of 
detail,  and  have  been  embodied  in  more  concentrated  form 
in  the  annual  reports  made  by  the  officers  alluded  to  and 
heretofore  transmitted  to  the  legislature.  In  some  instances 
these  papers  are  accompanied  by  elaborate  plans  made  by  the 
highest  skill  of  engineers,  which  are  essential  to  a  complete 
guuderstanding  of  the  communications;  and  these  cannot 
well  be  spar'ed  from  the  executive  files,  nor  have  I  at  com- 
Diaud  the  clerical  skill  requisite  for  the  production  of  dupli- 
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cates.  Unless  I  shall  be  otherwise  apprised  by  tlie  house  of 
representatives,  I  shall  deem  it  a  respectful  construction  of 
its  intent  to  take  it  for  granted  that  the  Order  was  uol  meani 
to  be  thus  comprehensive. 

The  correspondence  of  this  department,  relating  to  the 
Hoosac  Tunnel,  is  both  public  and  private.  Ail  the  esseniial 
public  communications,  which  are  held  here,  have  already 
been  forwarded  to  the  general  court,  either  by  copi^is  of  the 
originals,  or  in  the  form  of  reports  which  coutuiji  their  sab- 
stance.  In  addition  to  these  there  are  many  oihc^r?  which 
were  intended  as  confidential,  and  which  Imve  been  so 
treated  by  the  governor  and  council.  I  am  coiisiruioi»d 
respectfully  to  say  that,  according  to  my  seu§e  of  public 
duty  and  of  propriety  towards  individuals,  this  clasij;  of"  cotih 
munications  ougiit  to  be  retained  upon  the  oxi^eutive  files 
without  publication,  in  conformity  with  the  purpose  of  tlie 
writers.  But  it  will  be  my  pleasure  at  any  time  to  exhibit 
their  contents  to  any  committee  of  the  legislature,  having 
the  general  subject  in  charge,  which  shall  desire  to  obtain 
from  them  information  concerning  the  public  work  referred 
to. 

During  the  last  two  years  the  general  court  has  chared 
the  governor  and  council  with  the  duty  of  ov^rsiglit  of  this 
enterprise.  It  must  be  apparent,  upon  reflociioii,  that  the 
execution  of  such  a  trust  brings  the  goveruui-  and  council 
into  relations  with  the  commissioners  and  ttie  consulting 
engineer,  which  at  times  are  quite  likely  to  be  iu  their 
nature  confidential.  Especially  has  this  proved  to  be  true 
whenever  personal  differences  have  arisen  among  Uio^e  offi- 
cers. In  some  such  instances  the  executive  luis  received 
from  those  gentlemen  communications  which  arc  e.c  parit  ia 
their  character,  the  promulgation  of  whicii  might  work  itijiis- 
tice  to  others  having' had  no  opportunity  to  reply,  Undt.^r  the 
recent  re-organization  of  the  commission  consequent  upon  the 
retirement  of  two  of  its  members,  and  by  the  adi»|jiioii  of 
certain  orders  in  council  for  the  direction  ami  govenjinciit 
of  t\\Q  commissioners,  it  is  believed  that  no  fmther  troubles 
of  this  kind  will  arise.  Whatever  dissenssioiis  inaj  have 
arisen  heretofore  in  tlie  board,  whether  relating  to  Qiea-ures 
or  to  persons,  I  cannot  think  that  the  public  ijitere^t^  would 
be  promoted  by  a  discussion  or  publication  of  tUcin.  .Still, 
as  I  have  before  intimated  in  this  communication,  if  it  shall 
seem  best  to  the  legislature  to  institute  inquiry  or  iiives^tig;^ 
tion  in  this  particular,  the  correspondence  now  rei^li^g  in 
this  department  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  tlm 
committee  to  which  the  subject  may  be  intruated* 
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I  transmit  a  copy  of  one  communication  received  by  me 
from  the  late  chairman  of  the  commission  before  the  passage 
of  the  Order  of  the  house  of  representatives.  This  was  not 
sent  in  with  the  annual  reports,  for  the  reason  that  it  was 
written  nearly  one  month  after  that  gentleman  had  resigned 
his  office,  and  it  was  therefore  not  regarded  as  an  official 
paper. 

[To  the  House  of  Repreaentatives,  February  17.] 

I  have  the  honor  to  reply  to  an  Order  of  inquiry  which  I  BSSJ^JJSSn.**** 
have  received,  requesting  me  to  inform  the  house  relative  to 
the  improvements  at  the  State  prison,  authorized  by  chapter 
eight  of  the  Resolves  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven ; — 
whether  or  not  the  same  have  been  completed  and  at  what 
cost. 

The  Resolve  referred  to  placed  this  work  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  governor  and  council.  Accordingly  I  appointed 
a  committee  of  the  council  to  have  the  whole  matter  in  their 
charge.  By  appointment  they  assigned  the  practical  man- 
agement of  the  improvements  to  the  efficient  warden  of  the 
prison,  who  has  completed  them  in  a  manner  which  reflects 
upon  diat  officer  the  highest  degree  of  credit.  Upon  the 
first  day  of  the  present  year  he  made  a  report  to  the  com- 
mittee of  the  council  above  referred  to.  That  report  fur- 
nishes 80  complete  a  reply  to  the  Order  of  the  house  of 
representatives  that  I  append  a  copy  of  it  to  this  commu- 
nication. 

[To  the  House  of  BepresentstiTes,  February  19.] 

I  return  without  my  approval  the  Bill  entitled  an  Act  to  state  pouee. 
repeal  chapter  two  hundred  and  fifty-nine  of  the  Acts  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  entitled  an  Act  to  estab- 
lish a  State  Police,  and  the  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  addition 
or  relating  thereto. 

Tlie  people  of  the  Commonwealth,  dissatisfied  with  the  pro- 
hibitory law,  uneasy  under  its  unwonted  restraints,  believing 
it  not  only  an  infringement  of  personal  rights,  but  of  doubt- 
ful expediency  as  a  question  of  ethics,  and  equally  uncertain 
as  to  its  moral  results,  have  recently  recorded  their  verdict 
against  it  by  an  expression  of  their  will  so  emphatic  and  so 
mandatory  that  it  must  be  recognized  alike  by  the  legislature 
and  by  the  executive.  But  in  this  earnest  utterance  of  their 
desire  for  a  change  of  policy  in  regard  to  the  traffic  in  intoxi- 
cating drinks,  I  fail  to  find  satisfactory  evidence  that  they 
also  demand  an  absolute  repeal  of  those  enactments  which 
confer  upon  the  chief  magistrate  of  the  Commonwealth  the 
power  and  the  means,  commensurate  with  his  constitutional 
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obli^atioDs,  to  execute  not  merely  the  objectionable  statute  I 
have  nientioued,  but  those  other  laws  devised  by  a  long  suc- 
cession of  legislatures  to  preserve  the  morab  of  our  counoa- 
nity  aud  to  protect  our  tax-payiug  citizens.  Indeed,  in  the 
abundant  representations  which  have  reached  me  from  all 
sec  lions  of  the  State,  alike  from  friends  and  opponents  of  the 
prohibitory  law,  and  in  my  personal  knowledge  of  the  eflS- 
cioncy  of  the  State  Constabulary  in  maintaining  public  order 
and  securing  the  ends  of  justice,  apart  from  any  specialty  d 
legislation,  I  find  strong  reason  to  believe  that  the  people  do 
not  desire  a  discontinuance  of  tliis  force. 

I  invite  the  attention  of  the  representatives  of  the  people, 
uninfliieuced  by  prepossession  or  prejudice,  under  a  sense  of 
tlie  Solemn  obligations  we  have  assumed  for  the  faithful 
maintenance  of  the  laws,  and  of  our  common  responsibilitj 
to  onr  constituents  of  the  present  time  and  to  the  generations 
to  come,  to  a  candid  consideration  of  tlie  fas^changing  con- 
dition of  our  social  Ufe,  and  to  the  new  duties  thus  imposed 
on  us  as  legislators  and  citizens  of*  a  Christian  Common- 
wealih.  A  prosperous  commerce,  progress  in  the  arts,  and 
the  increase  of  manufactures  have  condensed  our  population 
ill  large  towns  and  cities,  intensified  vicious  inclinations,  and 
muUi[iiiod  the  actual  number  of  crimes.  This  is  apparendf 
the  jjiice  of  puWic  prosperity  and  wealth.  Official  records 
display  to  the  public  gaze  an  alarming  increase  of  ofTences 
against  |)erson  and  property;  of  licentiousness  and  gambling, 
as  well  as  of  insanity  and  pauperism  that  are  directly  trace- 
able to  lives  of  vice.  Private  reports  made  to  the  execuuve 
by  his  subordinate  officers  reveal  a  condition  of  affairs  yet 
more  deplorable.  Temptations  are  increased  manifold. 
Kcstraiuts  are  removed  or  disregarded.  It  is  immaterial 
whelher  this  comes  from  a  vicious  practice  of  passing  laws 
with  a  kind  of  expectation  that  they  are  not  to  be  enforced, 
or  from  the  actual  non-enforcemeut  of  the  laws,  or  from  both 
causes  combined.  The  evil  exi^^ts,  and  the  remedy  is  appar- 
ent* Punishment  should  be  speedy  and  sure,  as  speedy  and 
sure  a^  jx)ssible,  consistent  with  a  proper  regard  of  personal 
rights  and  personal  lil^rly. 

To  deal  with  this  advancing  demoralization,  the  municipal 
polict:\  however  honest  or  well-disposed,  seem  to  a  gr^ 
extent  inadei|uate.  They  are  engros^ed  in  Uie  execution  of 
IocaI  ordinances,  or  perhaps  in  some  instances  are  withheld 
from  ctiioient  action  by  tlie  understood  or  expressed  desire  of 
Uiose  in  auihority.  Else  why  do  tnese  haunts  of  vice  exist, 
^  with  thoir  full  and  admitted  knowledge,  earning  the  wages  of 

iniquity  m  their  very  pre:>ence  ?     Till  this  question  is  satis- 
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fGUStorily  answered  we  have  a  right  to  conclude,  either  that 
public  sentiment  has  become  demoralized,  or  that  the  local 
force  is  insufficient  for  the  execution  of  the  laws.  And  in 
either  case  it  is  apparent  that  public  decency  and  order,  and 
public  justice  require  the  maintenance  of  an  executive  body 
which  shall  not  be  controlled  by  the  public  sentiments  of  any 
locality ;  which  shall  be  competent  in  its  spirit,  its  discipline 
and  its  numbers  to  a  reasonable  and  judicious  but  just  and 
impartial  enforcement  of  the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  experience  of  the  past  two  years  has  convinced  me  of 
the  superior  efficiency  of  the  present  system  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  our  criminal  laws.  In  the  detection  of  crime  a 
conspicuous  degree  of  skill  and  perseverance  has  been  wit- 
nessed, and  the  record  of  that  department  of  the  Constabu- 
lary has  been  marred  by  no  miscliievous  and  disreputable 
compoauding  of  felony ;  while  in  the  arrest  of  desperate 
offenders  a  resolute  courage  has  been  displayed,  which  has 
more  than  once  evoked  the  respect  and  admiration  of  the 
public.  And  when  we  consider  the  facility  of  escape  affi)rded 
to  the  wrong-doer  by  .our  varied  means  of  communication,  it 
is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  his  opportunities  for  evading 
justice  would  be  greatly  diminished  under  a  central  bureau 
of  police  whose  arm  of  power  would  reach  at  once  to  every 
section  of  the  Commonwealth.  In  view  of  these  facts,  I  feel 
that  the  chief  magistrate  in  his  efforts  to  maintain  the 
supremacy  of  law,  and  to  abate  those  pests  of  society,  hereto- 
fore comparatively  unmolested,  which  are  a  snare  to  the 
young  and  inexperienced  of  our  own  people  and  to  the 
stranger  sojourning  among  us,  has  a  right  to  expect  the 
co-operation  of  every  conscientious  legislator  and  every 
honorable  and  law-abiding  citizen. 

In  adverting  in  my  annual  message  to  the  expression  of 
the  popular  will  on  the  question  of  prohibition,  1  had  the 
honor  to  '^  record  my  deliberate  conviction  that  the  moral 
and  religious  sentiment  of  our  community  will  not  tolerate 
the  absence  of  all  legislative  provisions  regarding  the  traffic 
in  intoxicating  drinks,  but  demands  its  restraint,  regulation, 
control,  by  positive  enactment."  Events  have  only  confirmed 
that  conviction.  Whether  the  prohibitory  law  be  retained, 
unaltered  or  modified,  or  be  replaced  by  some  other  form  of 
statute,  it  will  be  equally  tlie  constitutional  duty  of  the 
executive  to  enforce  thoroughly  and  impartially  the  expressed 
will  of  the  legislature  when  it  shall  have  become  a  law  of  the 
Commonwealth.  Without  such  enforcement  it  cannot  com 
maud  the  respect  of  the  people  or  stand  as  the  settled  policy 
of  the  State.    Under  any  law  of  regulation  certain  rights 
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will  be  conferred  on  licensees  for  a  consideration,  and  lie 
good  faith  of  the  State  will  require  it  to  make  good  m 
guaranty.  That  any  one  will  seriously  claim  that  this  feitb 
can  be  kept,  this  equality  of  right  maintained,  by  the  a« 
of  the  local  authorities,  I  cannot  for  an  instant  l>elieve.  ^ 
own  experience  is  against  it.  Positive  evidejice  from  abroad 
contradicts  it.  In  the  discussion  before  the  committee  of  the 
legislature  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven »  the  grmi 
mind  of  the  leading  advocate  of  more  Uf>cral  legi^kti<M 
could  conceive  of  no  other  method  of  securing  eqitalitj  of 
right  and  the  public  safety  than  by  a  power  superior  to  tte 
municipal  authorities. 

From  the  State  of  New  York  I  have  oflficial  informatioo 
that  the  success  of  the  excise  law  has  been  due  to  the  plao^ 
ing  of  the  licensing  and  the  enforcing  power  in  a  body  aoi 
directly  dependent  on  local  elections,  and  tliat  without  ilm 
safeguard  the  law  would  have  been  a  faihire.  And  in  sup- 
port of  this  statement  the  following  facts  ai-e  adduced,  Tb? 
excise  district  includes  three  towns  in  Queeuj?  Couoty.  where 
there  is  no  metropolitan  poUce,  but  only  the  local  constal4es. 
In  these  towns  the  law  is  almost  wholly  a  dead  letter,  Tlrf 
local  authorities  will  not  enforce  it.  As  a  result,  but  tweii^ 
licenses  have  been  taken  out  there,  though  there  are 
hundred  and  fifty  avowed  sellers  of  liquor.  On  tlie  otii« 
hand,  in  Richmond  County,  which  is  included  in  tlie  exd-* 
district,  and  is,  like  the  towns  of  Queens  County,  a  couni 
district,  one  hundred  and  forty-two  licenses  liave  lieeu 
out  there,  and  there  are  no  unlicensed  vendors.  The 
is,  that  Richmond  County  has  a  metropolitan  police^ 
Queens  County  has  not.  This  positive  testimony  from 
undoubted  authority  confirms  my  conviction  that  a 
regard  to  public  justice  and  private  rights  requires  that 
enforcement  of  any  law  of  regulation  should  lie  coomiil 
to  officers  compensated  from  the  revenue  received 
licenses,  untrammelled  by  local  influences,  and  respoi 
directly  to  the  executive  of  the  Commonwealth, 

Because,  then,  I  am  convinced  that  the  great  body  of 
people  of  Massachusetts  have  indicated  no  desire  for  the 
ishment  of  the  State  Constabulary ;   because,  in  my  j 
ment,   the   public   interest    and    safety   demand   additii 
means  for  the  sure  and  speedy  detection  and  punishment 
crime  ;  and  because,  in  tlie  event  of  the  passage  of  any 
law  of  regulation  as  is  obviously  expected  by  the  j>eopie» 
protection  of  the  public,  the  faith  of  the  State  and  the 
of  individuals  should   not  be   imperilled   by   intrusting 
execution  to   the  municipal  officers,  I  am  constrained 
withhold  my  approval  from  this  Bill. 
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[To  the  Senate,  March  18.] 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  the  General  Court  certain  luqne^t  of  u.  s. 
ommunications  received  from  the  Engineers' Department,  SJdSJSSi?  *' 
V^ashington,  requesting  the  aid  of  this  Commonwealth  in 
btaiuing  for  the  United  States  the  title  to  tracts  of  land  on 
iOng  Island  and  at  Point  Alderton,  needed  for  the  national 
lefence  and  for  the  preservation  and  improvement  of  Boston  Bofton  Harbor, 
larbor  ;  and  asking  a  cession  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Com- 
Qonwealth  over  the  same.     As  these   requests   relate  inti- 
oately  to  the  prosecution  of  work  in  the  harbor  which  is  of 
preat    interest    to    the   people   of   this   Commonwealth,  I 
■espectfully  invite  the  early  attention  of  the  legislature  to 
he  subject. 

I  also  transmit  a  communication  received  from  the  Secre-  cbartortowo 
»ry  of  the  Navy  asking  a  cession   of  jurisdiction  to   the  ^*^^  ^*'** 
[Jnited  States  over  certain  land  in  Charlestown  adjoining  the 
nain   entrance   to  the  Navy  Yard.     Accompanying  these 
^pers  are  plans  of  the  several  tracts  referred  to. 

I  forward  for  the  consideration  of  the  legislature  two  com-  J^jjj"'  JJ*"^"" 
EDunications  received  from  the  Commissioners  having  charge  *  *** 
rf  the  Soldiers'  National  Cemeteries  at  Gettysburg,  Pennsyl- 
rania,  and  at  Sharpsburg,  Maryland,  requesting  action  on  the 
part  of  the  several  States  to  transfer  the  care  and  supervision 
i>f  those  burial  places  of  Union  soldiers,  upon  their  comple- 
Son,  to  the  United  States  (Jovernment.  I  respectfully  recom- 
inend  a  compliance  with  this  request,  and  for  the  reasons  in 
that  behalf  I  beg  leave  to  refer  to  the  accompanying  papers. 

I  also  herewith  transmit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Adju-  ^^^"^°^ 
iant-€reneral  of  the  Commonwealth  for  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-seven.

By  a  Resolve,  chapter  eighty-five,  of  the  year  eighteen  ^'■*^5*JS;Uton 
handred    and    sixty-seven,    concerning    the    "  Hutchinson  SfMii.  hijuoh*. 
Papers,"  the  Governor  was  requested  to  ascertain  whether  Sf*th?*cw5n- 
tny  books,  manuscripts  or  other  documents  now  in  possession  ^^"*  ^* 
of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  are  the  property  of 
the  Commonwealth ;  and  to  take  such  measures  as  he  might 
deem  proper  to  determine  the  question  of  title  and  procure 
tiie  restoration  of  the  same  to  the  Library  of  the  Common- 
wealth ;  and  report  to  the  present  General  Court  the  results 
of  his  action  under  the  Resolve. 

I  inclose  herewith  copies  of  the  correspondence  which  has 
occurred  between  the  Executive  and  certain  officers  of  the 
Historical  Society  relative  to  this  subject.  It  will  be  per- 
ceived from  the  communication  of  Messrs.  Ellis,  Parker  and 
Washburn  that  the  title  of  that  society  to  the  papers  in  dis 
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pute  rests  upon  allegations  which  it  is  not  in  the  power  m 
the  Executive  to  controvert  witliout  a  thorough  iuvestiM 
tion,  which  it  is  more  practicable  for  the  legislature  than  tbii| 
Department  to  pursue. 

1  therefore  respectfully  suggest  that  all  the  facts  necessar 
to  a  just  conclusion  in  this  matter  can  be  best  ascertains 
upon  an  investigation  made  by  a  legislative  commitIM 
clothed  with  power  to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  and 
examine  witnesses  under  oath.

^'^*"^'  the  Bill  entitled,  "  An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Boston  Dental

In  cordial  sympathy  with  every  measure  looking  to  the 
diffusion  of  knowledge  among  the  people,  I  can  freely  con- 
cur in  the  general  purposes  of  this  bill,  so  far  as  it  tends  to 
developing  and  perfecting  a  useful  and  honorable  profession. 
But  in  examining  its  details,  I  notice  a  remarkable  omission, 
which  does  not  occur  in  any  similar  Act  in  the  legislation  d 
this  Commonwealth,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  discover. 
Its  first  section  grants  the  ^'  right  to  confer  the  degree  of 
doctor  of  dental  surgery,"  without  any  of  the  qualifications 
or  conditions  which  hitherto,  by  an  unbroken  line  of  preo- 

*  This  Act  havlnr  been  put  upon  its  final  passage  In  the  manner  prorldedbjtke 
Constitution,  two-tnirds  of  the  Senators  present  and  voting  thereon  having  failed  b> 

*'  agree  to  pass  the  same,^  it  was  declared  lost,  and  the  Act  was  sabseqaenUj ' 

in  a  new  draft,  and  received  the  approval  of  the  Governor. 
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Mients,    have   been,  by  the    General    Court,  attached    to 
inalo^ous  grants.     It  appears  upon  investigation  that  the 
jlew  England  Homoeopathic  Medical  College,  established  in" 
iSghteen    hundred  and  sixty-seven,  is  only  permitted  ''  to 
Qonfer  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine,  subject  to  the  restric- 
fions   and  regulations  which  are  adopted  and  required  in 
ik>uferring  the  same  degrees"  by  like  corporations  previously 
Chartered.     Also,  that  the  same  restrictions,  in  conferring 
degrees,  are  applied  to  the  Worcester  Medical  Institution, 
the  school  of  eclectic  medicine,  chartered  in  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-nine,  and  invested  with  the  power  of  giving 
degrees  in  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one.     And  that  the 
Berkshire  Medical  College,  founded  in  eighteen  hundred  and 
twenty-three,  is  empowered  to  confer  its  degrees  only  "  un- 
der the  same   rules   and   restrictions   as   are  adopted  and 
Tecoguized  in  conferring  degrees  of  the  same  nature  "  by  the 
only  medical  corporation  then  existing  in  the  Commonwealth. 
But  in  the  bill  now  before  me,  this  rule  of  just  impartial- 
ity, enforced  or  maintained  by  successive  legislatures  for 
nearly  fifty  years,  in  the  interest  of  sound  learning  and 
professional  competency,  and  for  the  protection  of  all  the 
people  of  Massachusetts,  would  seem,  perhaps  inadvertently, 
to  be   entirely  ignored.      Tiie   diploma  of  the   schools  is 
'  understood  to  imply  that    its  recipient  has  completed   a 
\  prescribed  course  of  study,  and  has  passed  an  examination 
'  deemed  to  be  a  suitable  test  of  his  fitness  to  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  his  chosen  profession.     This  is  recognized  by  our 
people  as  an  endorsement  of  that  competency  by  the  men 
most  experienced  and  most  reliable  in  such  departments  of 
professional  pursuit.     It  is  a  safeguard  to  the  people ;  too 
valuable  to  be  trifled  with ;  so  indispensable  that  we  cannot 
afford  to  attempt  to  overthrow  it.     And  yet,  in  the  bill  wliich 
is  now  returned,  this  endorsement  of  professional  skill  and 
capacity  may,  at  the  mere  caprice  of  the  corporation,  be 
conferred  upon  the  student  of  a  day,  or  be  withheld  from 
the  patient  toiler  for  years.      The   reasonable  and  equal 
standard  adopted  in  all  our  schools  of  medical  science  is,  as 
it  seems  to  me,  inadvertently  thrust  aside ;  and  uncertain 
metliods  are  to  usurp  the  place  of  that  steady  persistence  in 
professional  study  which   has  hitherto   been   necessary  to 
secure  the  approbation  of  experts  and  the  confidence  of  the 
intelligent  public.     I  cannot  consent  by  any  act  of  mine  to 
sanction  a  departure  from  that  thorough  training  which  has 
given  to  the  scholars  of  Massachusetts  pre-eminence  in  the 
l&nd,  and  to  her  statesmen,  her  jurists,  and  her  men  of 
science  a  reputation   not   bounded    by  either  ocean,  and 
scarcely  dimmed  by  the  lapse  of  time. 
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I  am  happy  to  believe  that  the  sentimeate  I  have  expressed 
will  not  only  commend  themselves  to  the  older  and  mon 
conservative  of  our  people,  but  will  receive  the  cordial 
approval  of  the  young  men  who  have  been  drilled  in  our 
public  schools  and  seminaries  of  learning,  trained  to 
thoroughness  and  accuracy  in  our  counting-rooms,  and 
inured  to  skilled  labor  in  our  workshops  and  factories.  I 
therefore  deeply  regret  that  a  school  of  science,  which  may 
prove  so  useful  to  those  pursuing  its  specialty,  diould 
include  in  its  organic  act  a  germ  of  distrust  and  a  certain 
source  of  the  loss  of  dignity  and  prestige.  And  I  can  but 
hope  that  a  reconsideration  of  the  subject  will  induce  its 
friends  to  consent  to  such  changes  as  will  tend  to  elevate  it 
to  Uiat  position  of  commanding  respect  already  attained  by 
other  schools  of  medical  science. 

Because  then  this  bill  is  not,  in  my  judgment,  in  the 
interest  of  good  learning  and  thorough  education ;  because  it 
will  form  a  precedent  which  will  expose  a  confiding  publie 
to  the  impositions  of  partially  taught  and  irresponsiUe 
practitioners ;  because  it  is  unequal  in  its  operation,  and 
will  necessitate  -the  conferring  upon  all  similar  existing 
medical  corporations  of  the  unrestricted  power  to  grant 
degrees;  and  because  I  believe  that  the  usefulness  and 
standing  of  the  proposed  corporation  will  be  greatly  im- 
paired by  the  omission  of  the  usual  restrictions,  wfaidi 
might  however  be  so  modified  as  to  meet  its  peculiar  needs, 
I  am  constrained  to  withhold  my  approval  tliero&om  in  its 
present  form.

uoense  law.  I  havc  the  houor  to  inform  the  House  of  Bepresentativesi 

in  which  it  originated,  that  the  bill  entitled,  ^^  An  Act  to 
regulate  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  "  has  to-day  become 
a  law  of  the  Commonwealth  by  its  failure  to  receive  the 
approval  of  the  Governor  within  the  limits  of  time  prescribed 
by  the  Constitution. 

Having  publicly  recognized  in  my  annual  message  the 
judgment  of  the  people  as  decisively  favoring  a  change  of 
policy  in  regard  to  the  traffic  in  intoxicating  drinks,  I  have 
no  desire  to  thwart  their  will  as  expressed  through  a  Gren- 
eral  Court  elected  on  this  specific  issue.  I  am  content  that 
the  responsibility  for  this  legislation  should  rest  where  it  has 
been  placed  by  the  deliberate  action  of  my  fellow-citizens ; 
and  to  remit  to  them,  as  the  tribunal  of  final  resort,  for  their 
approval  or  revei*sal,  the  policy  adopted  by  their  immediate 
representatives. 
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But  I  am  not  content  that  the  withholding  mj  formal 
assent  to  this  bill  shall  be  construed  as  a  tacit  approval  of  its 
provisions,  or  as  indifference  to  the  important  principles  it 
involves.  I  desire,  by  this  direct  method,  to  place  upon 
record  my  earnest  conviction  that  the  restrictions  it  provides 
are  not  in  accordance  with  the  measure  of  regulation 
demanded  by  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth. 

I  am  not  unaware  that,  by  a  summary  and  unconditional 
repeal  of  existing  statutes,  it  imposes  a  heavy  burden  upon 
the  treasury ;  and  that,  releasing  convicted  violators  of  law 
in  large  numbers  from  the  penalties  due  to  their  offences, 
it  makes  no  provision  to  exclude  them  from  the  full  privi- 
l^es  of  the  Act ;  while  a  violation  of  the  Act  itself  not  only 
works  a  forfeiture  of  these  privileges,  but  subjects  the 
offender  to  fine  and  imprisonment.  And  further,  that  it 
remits  to  the  chances  and  vicissitudes  of  municipal  action, 
at  annual  meetings,  that  grave  and  momentous  authority 
of  legislating  for  the  whole  people  of  the  Commonwealth 
by  their  representatives  in  (General  Court  assembled,  which 
is  our  constitutional  guaranty  for  the  enactment  of  laws 
impartially  affecting  and  restraining  all. 

While  I  am  not  insensible  to  these  and  other  minor  but 
yet  serious  objections,  I  feel  tliat  there  is  another,  which,  in 
the  magnitude  of  the  threatened  evil,  overshadows  all.  The 
fourth  section  of  the  bill  throws  open  public  bars  and  tip* 
pling  houses  in  every  quarter  of  the  State.  It  leads  into 
tonptation  the  young  and  the  weak ;  it  spreads  a  snare  for 
the  stranger  and  the  unwary.  It  replaces  thrift  with  waste ; 
and  the  peace  of  quiet  neighborhoods  with  boisterous  and 
reckless  disorder.  It  is  destructive  to  the  influences  of 
the  family  and  the  fireside ;  adverse  to  good  morals ;  and 
repugnant  to  the  religious  sentiment  of  the  community. 

To  a  measure  like  this,  which  as  a  citizen  I  could  not 
support,  as  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  Commonwealth  I 
cannot  affix  my  signature  in  approval;  and  declining  to 
return  it  with  my  objections,  for  the  reasons  I  have  given,  I 
refer  it  to  the  judgment  and  the  conscience  of  all  the  people 
of  Massachusetts. 

[To  the  House  of  RepreMntatives,  May  9.] 

I  herewith  return  without  my  approval  the  bill  entitled  gtj^  ooMUbu. 
"An  Act  for  the  better  enforcement  of  the  laws." 

This  bill  only  differs  from  a  previous  proposition  to  repeal 
tlie  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  establishing  the  State  Constab- 
ulary, in  that  it  proposes  to  substitute  for  that  effective  body 
of  State  officers  a  special  corps  in  each  county  '^  for  the 
better  enforcement  of  the  laws.'' 

51 
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Having  set  forth  distinctly  in  my  communication  to  Ae 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  nineteenth  of  Febraaij 
last,  my  judgment  as  to  the  superior  efficiency  of  the  present 
system,  and  my  objections'  to  its  abandonment,  I  deem  it 
unnecessary  to  repeat  them  here,  especially  as  they  hafe 
failed  to  satisfy  the  House  of  Representatives  upon  a  full 
opportunity  to  reconsider  and  revise  the  bill  then  laid  befon 
me.  It  only  remains  to  state  concisely  those  objections  to 
the  present  substitute  proposed  which  compel  me  to  with- 
hold my  assent  from  the  measure. 

It  contemplates  the  appointment  of  a  special  force  of 
deputy  sheriffs  in  each  county,  not  however  to  exceed  ten, 
who  shall  devote  their  time  and  efforts  to  the  preventioo 
and  detection  of  crime,  and  the  prosecution  and  convictioa 
of  violators  of  any  of  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 
These  officers  are  to  be  selected  and  controlled  bj  the 
respective  sherifis :  their  number  only  is  to  be  regulated  by 
the  Governor  and  Council,  subject  to  the  limitation  jast 
mentioned.  For  the  purposes  named  I  deem  this  force 
altogether  inadequate  in  numbers  and  efficiency.  Even 
should  the  appointment  of  the  maximum  number  be 
directed  by  the  Governor  and  Council,  it  would  allow  in 
the  larger  counties  but  one  officer  to  a  population  of  more 
than  twenty  thousand,  for  the  duties  pf  prevention,  deteo- 
tion,  prosecution  and  conviction.  And  yet  it  is  in  these 
counties  that  the  aggregation  of  population  is  accompanied 
by  a  disproportionate  increase  of  vice  and  a  multiplicatioQ 
of  crimes.  But  further,  being  simply  local  officers,  and 
limited  in  their  action  by  county  lines,  they  would  be  with- 
out that  advantage  of  mutual  communication  and  assistance 
which  renders  a  State  force,  directed  by  a  central  bureau, 
even  though  no  larger  numerically,  so  formidable  and 
effective  by  its  ability  to  unite  its  clues  of  information,  coiih 
bine  its  counsels  and  mass  its  men.  It  should  not  be  for- 
gotten that  the  limitation  of  a  detective  force  to  narrov 
confines  impairs  its  efficiency,  and  furnishes  to  offenders 
increased  facilities  for  eluding  or  baffling  the  officers  of  the 
law ;  while  from  a  State  Constabulary  there  can  readily  be 
organized  a  corps  of  picked  men,  who  can  render  service 
with  advantage  in  any  section  of  the  Commonwealth. 

But  there  is  yet  another  element  of  confusion.  The  pro- 
posed force  is  virtually  elective ;  for  the  sherifis,  who  hold 
the  appointing  power,  are  chosen  by  a  mere  plurality  of 
votes  in  their  several  counties.  It  can  hardly  be  denied 
that  upon  sundry  enactments,  defining  certain  acts  as  crimes, 
and  affixing  thereto  the  penalties  of  fine  and  imprisonment, 
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there  are  p-ave  differences  of  opinion  according  to  local- 
ities ;  and  it  is  only  reasonable  to  t^uppose,  what  municipal 
experience  for  the  past  few  years  has  fully  confirmed,  that 
the  action  of  the  appointing  officer  and  of  his  deputies  will 
be  more  or  less  influenced  by  the  sentiments  of  his  own 
local  constituents  as  expressed  at  the  ballot-box.  Hence 
will  inevitably  arise,  in  some  sections  of  the  State,  a  laxity, 
and  iu  others,  a  rigor  of  execution,  which  will  thwart  that 
just  and  impartial  administration  of  the  laws  which  is  the 
constitutional  right  of  every  citizen.  If,  as  is  unfortunately 
the  case  in  some  other  communities,  it  should  ever  happen 
here  that  the  turbulent  element  should  prevail  in  any  of 
our  electoral  districts,  the  condition  of  the  occupancy  of 
public  position  will  be  a  virtual  pledge  to  nullify  the  laws  of 
the  Commonwealth. 

To  give  up  the  present  force,  for  one  thus  constituted, 
appears  to  me  a  substitution  of  division  for  union,  of  weak- 
ness for  strength,  and  as  exceedingly  unlikely  to  result  in  a 
"  better  enforcement  of  the  laws."  Indeed  it  is  not  impos- 
sible that,  in  the  approach  for  the  past  two  years  to  their 
thorough  and  impartial  execution  by  the  energy  of  a  com* 
pact  and  homogeneous  force,  the  outcry  of  convicted  viola- 
tors of  law  and  wrong-doers,  hampered  in  their  nefarious 
work,  may  have  been  hastily  and  erroneously  construed  by 
some  as  the  demand  of  a  majority  of  the  people  for  a  change 
in  the  instruments  of  enforcement.  But  in  the  voice  of  the 
press,  and  in  the  representations  and  appeals  which  have 
come  to  me  from  all  quarters  of  the  State,  I  find  a  confirma- 
tion of  my  judgment,  previously  expressed  to  the  legislature, 
that  the  people  do  not  desire  the  discontinuance  of  the 
present  force.  The  admonitions  which  reach  us  from  the 
other  States,  and  their  persistence  in  retaining  the  constab- 
ulary power  where  it  cannot  be  controlled  or  affected  by  the 
vote  of  the  large  cities  and  towns,  ought  not  to  be  lightly 
regarded  by  us.  And  for  myself,  I  trust  the  time  is  far 
distant  when  throughout  the  borders  of  Massachusetts  the 
strong  arm  of  a  government  of  the  people  will  fail  to  secure 
for  every  citizen,  however  humble,  the  same  assurance  of 
protection  and  personal  safety  that  awaits  him  as  a  sojourner 
in  imperial  Prance,  or  as  a  traveller  through  any  city  or 
village  of  the  mother  country. 

Passing  by  other  considerations  of  moment,  I  object  to 
this  bill" that  it  detracts  from  the  powers  conferred  for  the 
common  welfare  upon  the  Executive  Department  of  the 
Commonwealth,  taking  therefrom  practically  the  means  of 
enforcing  general  laws,  and  vesting  them  in  local  officers,

who  are  responsible  only  to  their  immediate  constitueDts 
and  not  to  the  whole  people.  It  is  no  relief  to  this  state  of 
facts  that  tlie  fourth  section  of  the  bill  confers  upon  tiie 
Oovemor  certain  powers  over  ^^  the  municipal  force  in  any 
place ; "  for  that  will  indeed  be  an  "  emergency  "  when  the 
Chief  Magistrate  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  be  compelled 
to  assume  in  person  the  duties  of  a  chief  of  local  police. 
A  careful  examination  of  this  section,  which  is  borrowed  in 
the  main  from  the  fifth  section  of  the  Act  to  establish  a 
State  Police  passed  in  1865,  proves  that  it  his  been  materially 
changed  from  the  intent  of  the  original. 

As  the  point  that  a  municipal  force  alone  is  insufficient 
for  the  execution  of  the  laws  appears  to  be.  conceded  in  this 
bill,  I  am  unable  to  see  why  administrative  efficiency  should 
be  impaired  by  distributing  the  executive  power  among  fear- 
teen  distinct  officers,  having  no  mutual  relations  or  system 
of  co-operation ;  and  if  fourteen  executive  heads  are  better 
than  three  hundred  and  thirty-five,  why  one  central  bureau, 
exerting  a  uniform  action  over  and  in  behalf  of  the  entire 
State,  should  not  be  preferred  to  fourteen. 

But  viewing  this  measure  apart  from  its  general  bear- 
ings, and  with  special  reference  to  recent  legislation,  I  am 
strengthened  in  my  conviction  of  its  want  of  adaptation  to 
the  existing  exigency.  A  law  purporting  to  regulate  the 
traffic  in  intoxicating  drinks  is  now  upon  the  statute  book. 
It  is  received  with  distrust  by  a  large  portion  of  the  people ; 
and  I  feel  bound,  so  far  as  it  rests  upon  me  as  a  magistrate, 
to  insist  that  a  statute  like  this  shall  be  executed  under 
every  safeguard  provided  by  existing  laws;  by  the  special 
force  whose  experience  qualifies  them  for  the  task,  and  as 
far  as  possible  in  the  interests  of  sobriety  and  good  order, 
until  the  peoj^e  of  the  State  shall  have  an  opportunity  once 
more  to  pronounce  their  judgment.  Changes  of  systems  of 
police  involve  at  all  times  grave  responsibilities  and  should 
not  be  undertaken  without  the  weightiest  cause.  I  am  not 
convinced  that  such  cause  has  been  shown,  or  that  a  force 
which  will  be  virtually  created  in  the  heat  of  the  next  gen- 
eral election  will  be  likely  to  secure  any  better  enforcement 
of  the  law  than  is  secured  by  the  present  State  Constabulary. 

In  view  of  the  objections  previously  communicated  to  the 
legislature ;  because  I  believe  that  the  force  proposed  to  be 
substituted  for  the  State  Police  is  inadequate  iu  number, 
inefficient  in  administrative  powers  through  a  lack  of  co-op- 
eration and  centralization,  and  mischievous  in  its  tendencies 
through  a  dependence  upon  local  constituencies  whose  vary* 
ing  verdict  will  embarrass  and  prevent  an  impartial  admin- 
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istration  of  the  laws ;  and  because  I  am  satisfied  that  the 
rightful  prerogatires  of  the  Executive  Department  are 
thereby  infrin^  to  the  sacrifice  of  the  best  interests  of  the 
people,  to  the  injury  of  good  morals,  and  the  detriment  of 
law  and  order, — I  have  withheld  my  approval  from  the  bill.

I  transmit  herewith  the  Report  of  the  Commissioner  luiMinMidim- 
appointed  under  Resolve  of  1867,  chapter  84,  on  altera-  iStoflSIi.  ^ 
tions,  repairs  and  improvements  of  the  State  House..  This 
Report  was  forwarded  to  the  executive  rooms  in  my  absence 
on  official  business,  on  Monday,  the  first  instant,  and  my 
engagements,  as  well  as  absence  a  portion  of  the  time  since, 
have  delayed  its  transmission  to  the  legislature  till  now. 

The  work  has  been  prosecuted  by  the  Commissioner  with 
fidelity  and  ability,  and  the  improvements  made  are  such  as 
to  commend  themselves  to  favor. 

Much  has  been  accomplished  which  was  not  embraced  in 
the  original  plans  contemplated  by  the  Resolve,  and  it  will 
be  perceived  that  an  additional  appropriation  will  be  required 
to  cover  the  expense  of  the  same  of  $94,320.88. 

[To  the  Senate,  Jane  11.] 

I  herewith  return  to  the  Senate,  in  which  it  originated,  a  BCaTwiek  Bridge 
Bill  entitled  "  An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Maverick  Bridge  ^'*"P'°^- 
Gooipany,"  which  I  am  unable  to  approve.  The  late  period 
of  the  session  at  which  this  very  important  measure  has  been 
enacted — at  a  time,  too,  when  numerous  other  enactments  of 
great  importance  are  presented  to  the  Executive  for  revision, 
the  consideration  of  which  requires  time  for  proper  investi- 
gation— prevents  me  from  making  to  your  honorable  body  so 
full  a  statement  of  the  reasons  which  compel  my  dissent 
from  this  bill  as  would  otherwise  have  been  possible.  Pass- 
ing by,  therefore,  various  minor  objections  to  details  of  the 
bill,  which,  under  other  circumstances,  I  should  suggest  to 
your  attention,  the  main  reasons  which  compel  my  dissent 
are  briefly  these : 

First.  I  am  not  satisfied  that  the  proposed  structure  will 
not  lessen  the  depth  of  water  in  the  ship  channels  of  the 
harbor  by  shifting  the  places  of  deposit  of  the  material  which 
is  brought  down  by  the  tidal  and  river  currents ;  and  with- 
out being  so  satisfied,  I  can  under  no  possible  circumstances 
approve  of  its  erection. 

I  am  advised  by  Professor  Benjamin  Peirce,  the  Director 
of  the  United  States  Coast  Survey,  (whose  capacity  to  pass 
an  intelligent  judgment  on  the  question  is  indisputable,  and 
who,  as  a  citizen  of  Massachusetts,  long  residing  in  the 
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immediate  vicinity  of  Boston,  can  have  none  but  the  tnie 
interest  of  the  commercial  capital  at  heart,)  that  such,  in  liis 
opinion,  will  be  *the  result.  And  I  am  further  advised  that 
such  also  is  the  opinion  of  other  eminent  scientific  author- 
ities. I  have  no  need  to  enlarge  on  the  detriment  which  the 
structure  will  produce  to  the  welfare  and  importance,  not 
only  of  Boston  and  Massachusetts,  but  of  all  New  England, 
if  it  shall  be  erected  and  be  found  to  cause  such  an  effect. 
The  local  benefits  which  it  would  confer  would  be  but  slight 
compensation  for  the  misfortune  of  shoaling,  by  ever  80  lew 
inches,  our  harbor  channels. 

Second.  I  am  advised  by  large  deputations  of  eminent 
merchants  of  Boston  and  its  vicinity,  that  the  proposed 
structure  will  injure  the  maritime  commerce  of  the  capital 
in  various  ways,  among  which  are  the  foUowuig : 

(1.)  By  lessening  the  anchorage  ground  in  the  harbor, 
which  is  already  very  limited. 

(2.)  By  diminishing  the  area  of  wharfage  at  and  near 
both  termini  of  the  bridge.  And  I  desire  to  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  the  bill  does  not  designate  the  points  of 
termination  of  the  bridge  on  either  side  of  tiie  harbor,  but 
leaves  to  the  option  of  the  corporators  the  selection  of  them 
anywhere  along  a  line  of  several  hundred  yards  on  each 
shore. 

(3.)  By  diverting  foreign  commerce  to  other  localities, 
perhaps  to  other  ports,  as  the  wharves  now  principcdly 
devoted  to  that  branch  of  our  trade,  wliich  is  carried  on  in 
vessels  of  the  greatest  draught,  are  situated  above  any  line 
on  which  it  is  probable  that  the  bridge  would  be  built. 

(4.)  By  the  diminution  of  all  the  various  and  extensive 
trade  along  the  shores  of  Boston,  Charlestown,  Chelsea  and 
Cambridge,  which  lie  above  the  bridge,  certain  to  result  from 
interposing  such  an  obstacle,  which,  according  to  this  bill,  is 
not  to  be  raised  to  a  heiglit  sufiicient  to  permit  the  free  pas- 
sage of  any  class  of  vessels,  but  is  to  be  traversed  by  tiiem 
only  by  means  of  a  draw. 

Third.  I  am  informed  by  the  commandant  of  the  Navy 
Yard  at  Charlestown,  that  certainly  the  interests,  and,  in  his 
opinion,  the  rights,  of  the  United  States  in  that  establish- 
ment, will  be  infringed  by  such  a  structure. 

Fourth,  The  Harbor  Commissioners  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  the  distinguished  military  and  civil  engineers  wlio  are 
engaged  on  tlie  public  works  in  the  harbor,  are  unanimous 
in  condemning  the  project  as  injurious  on  tlie  foregoing  and 
on  other  grounds ;  and  to  their  judgment,  in  a  matter  so 
directly  within  the  province  of  their  investigation,  I  am 
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constrained  to  render  great  deference,  since  I  cannot  regard 
it  other  than  intelligent  and  impartial. 

It  is  said  that  there  are  grave  constitutional  objections  also 
to  the  assumption  of  power  by  the  legislature  of  a  State  to 
authorize  such  an  erection  over  navigable  waters.  But  in 
the  light  of  the  decision  of  our  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  in 
the  case  of  tlie  Commonwealth  vs.  The  Proprietors  of  the 
New  Bedford  Bridge,  2  Gray's  Reports,  pp.  346,  347, 1  do 
not  doubt  our  right  and  power  over  the  subject,  provided 
our  enactments  do  not  interfere  with  the  regulations  of  Con- 
gress ;  and  neither  can  I  doubt  the  right  and  power  of  Con- 
gress to  interpose  at  its  discretion,  and  overrule  the  legisla- 
tion of  the  State.  Nor  have  I  doubt  that,  if  this  bill  shall, 
by  your  action,  become  a  law,  the  interposition  of  Congress 
will  be  sought;  and,  even  if  the  structure  were  otherwise 
unobjectionable,  I  respectfully  suggest  whether,  as  the  inter- 
ests and  riglits  of  the  Federal  Government,  not  only  as  the 
guardian  and  regulator  of  commerce,  but  as  itself  the  actual 
owner  of  an  immense  property  at  Charlestown  and  Chelsea 
and  Watertown,  are  directly  affected  by  the  question,  it 
would  not  be  a  suitable  course  to  seek  first  the  opinion 
of  Congress  as  a  guide  to  the  legiblation  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

Suggestions  have  been  made  from  respectable  and  intelli- 
gent sources,  that  this  measure  has  been  precipitated,  and 
&at  the  Executive  sanction  should  be  withheld  from  the  bill 
in  order  to  make  delay,  because  the  merchants  of  Boston 
have  not  behoved  that  it  was  a  serious  project,  and  therefore 
have  neglected  to  remonstrate  with  the  legislature  concern- 
ing it  as  they  otherwise  might  have  done,  and  as  it  is  repre- 
sented they  will  do  in  the  future.  I  hardly  need  to  remark 
that  to  such  suggestions  I  give  no  consideration,  and  that 
they  deserve  none;  in  the  first  place,  as  conveying  an 
unjustifiable  imputation  on  your  honorable  body ;  and  in  the 
next  place,  because  no  class  in  the  community  has  any  right 
to  appeal  to  the  Executive  for  protection  against  its  own 
negligence.  I  rest  no  objections  to  the  bill  on  such  grounds. 
But,  in  reference  to  a  matter  of  such  vast  importance, 
which  affects  directly  or  indirectly  the  value  of  at  least  a 
hundred  million  dollars'  worth  of  property  along  the  shores 
of  Boston  and  neigliboring  cities;  enhancing  it  in  some 
quarters,  diminishing  it  in  others ;  which  brings  us  into  pos- 
itive conflict  with  the  Navy  Department  of  the  United 
States,  and  into  possible  conflict  with  Congress ;  which  is 
disapproved  by  the  Harbor  Commissioners  and  the  engineers 
employed  in  the  harbor  of  Boston  ;  which  is  condemned  by 
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certainly  a  large  part  of  the  mercantile  community  as,  on 
the  whole,  more  injurious  than  beneficial,  apart  from  any 
consideration  of  its  effect  on  the  depth  of  water  in  the  chan- 
nels ;  and  which,  more  than  all,  in  the  judgment  of  compe- 
tent scientific  authorities,  will  result  in  shoaling  the  whole 
harbor ;  I  am  unable  to  give  my  approval  without  further 
discussion  and  further  information  to  enlighten  my  judgment 
'  than  is  now  possible  without  delay. 

I  fully  appreciate  the  local  benefits  which  are  expected  to 
result  from  it  to  East  Boston.  I  wish  for  the  prosperity  of 
that  locality,  that  it  were  possible  to  attain  those  benefits 
in  some  other  way  than  at  the  risk  of  great  injury  to  a  coin- 
munity  embracing  more  than  the  whole  of  this  Common- 
wealth, and  of  which  the  people  of  East  Boston  are  but  a 
small  fraction.  But  as,  after  such  investigation  as  I  have 
been  able  to  make,  such  injury  seems  to  be  a  probable  result 
of  the  measure,  1  cannot  give  it  my  assent. 

If,  upon  reconsideration,  the  General  Court  shall  be  led  to 
give  such  weight  to  these  opinions  as  to  concur  in  a  post- 
ponement of  the  enterprise,  I  trust  that  I  may  not  be  consid- 
ered to  exceed  the  limits  of  Executive  revisal  in  respectfully 
suggesting  that  the  bill  be  referred  to  the  next  legislature  ; 
and  that  a  commission  be  specially  appointed,  or  the  duty 
imposed  on  some  existing  commission,  to  investigate  mean- 
while and  report  next  January  upon  all  the  grounds  on 
which  the  project  is  now  either  opposed  or  advocated.  Pos- 
sibly also  Congress,  at  its  present  session,  might  think  advis- 
able to  appoint  a  commission  in  behalf  of  the  United  States 
to  act  in  concurrence  with  our  own.  And  if,  in  the  light  of 
the  report  of  such  a  joint  commission,  the  objections  which 
it  has  been  my  duty  to  set  forth,  shall  be  shown  to  be 
groundless,  the  measure  can  then  be  carried  into  effect  with 
confidence  in  its  beneficial  results. 

[To  the  Senate,  Jane  12, 1868.] 

Hartford  and  I  rctum,  without  my  approval,  the  bill  entitled,  ^^  An  Act 
RSiroad^cm"  repealing  a  part  of  the  87th  chapter  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
p*»y-  1852.'' 

This  bill  provides  that  "  so  much  of  the  Act  of  the  year 
1852,  entitled  an  Act  authorizing  the  Hartford  and  New 
Haven  Railroad  Company  to  increase  their  capital  stock,  as 
authorizes  said  company  to  make  any  lawful  contract,  and 
merge  or  make  joint  stock  with  any  other  railroad  company, 
without  the  limits  of  this  Commonwealth,  is  hereby  repealed.'* 
The  Hartford  and  New  Haven  Railroad  Company  is  a  corpora- 
tion holding  charters  and  valuable  franchises  under  both  the 
State  governments  of  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut.     The 
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main  trunk  of  its  road  is  sixty-two  miles  long,  and  extends 
from  New  Haven,  in  Connecticut,  to  Springfield,  in  this  State. 
It  has  also  three  or  more  branches.  Six  miles  only  of  the 
whole  road  lie  within  this  State. 

Over  that  portion  of  the  road  which  lies  in  Connecticut, 
our  State,  prior  to  1852,  had  no  control,  and,  of  course, 
could  obtain  none  by  adverse  legislation.  In  that  year,  the 
papers  before  me  indicate  that  the  corporation  asked  of  the 
Legislature  of  Massachusetts  authority  to  consolidate  with 
any  railroad  company  owning  a  branch  of  said  road,  or 
^  with  any  other  connecting  line  without  the  limits  of  Mas- 
sachusetts, in  such  manner  as  might  be  authorized  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  Connecticut."  The  legislation  there- 
upon adopted  seems  to  be  in  the  nature  of  a  contract.  The 
company  are  to  have  the  authority  asked  for,  in  consider- 
ation of  opening  their  charter  controlling  that  portion  of  the 
road  lying  in  Connecticut,  and  thereafter  becoming  ^^  subject 
to  all  the  general  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  to  the  same 
extent  as  if  their  road  were  whoUy  therein." 

This  legislation  could  not  become  binding  upon  the  com- 
pany, as  to  the  portion  of  their  road  lying  in  Connecticut, 
without  their  consent ;  but  by  accepting  the  Act,  it  became 
binding  upon  them  as  a  contract ;  and  I  am  not  informed 
that  complaint  is  made  that  they  have  not  faithfully  observed 
its  requirements.  I  respectfully  submit  for  the  reconsider- 
ation of  the  Legislature,  whether  the  repeal  which  this  bill 
proposes  to  effect  of  that  portion  of  the  Act  which  was 
favorable  to  the  company  and  conferred  franchise  upon  it, 
while  we  retain  the  benefits  secured  to  our  Commonwealth 
by  the  acceptance  and  adoption  of  the  Act  on  the  part  of  the 
company,  is  consistent  with  public  faith  and  honor,  or  with 
our  constitutional  obligations. 

The  Act  of  1852  confides  to  the  General  Assembly  of 
Connecticut  the  regulation  of  such  Acts  of  consolidation  or 
merger  as  may  be  had  within  the  limits  of  that  State.  Such, 
it  appears  to  me,  is  the  only  just  construction  of  that  law. 
The  policy  of  consolidating  continuous  roads  has  been 
adopted  by  us  in  reference  to  our  own  most  important  line 
of  railroad ;  and  although  a  considerably  longer  section  of 
that  road  was  in  the  State  of  New  York  than  the  six  miles 
of  the  road  of  this  company  in  our  State,  we  acted  upon 
the  reasonable  expectation  that  the  consolidation  at  Worces^ 
ter  would  be  permitted  by  the  State  of  New  York,  subject 
only  to  such  fair  regulations  as  we  should  adopt ;  and  the 
comity  of  our  sister  State  verified  our  anticipations.  By  the 
Act  of  1852,  we  specially  committed  the  regulation  of  such 
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consolidation  or  xnei^er  as  might  be  had  bj  the  road  now  in 
question,  with  roads  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  to  the 
General  Assembly  of  that  State.  Such  consolidation  has, 
since  that  Act,  been  so  regulated  by  that  General  Assembly 
in  two  or  three  instances ;  and  I  am  informed  that  a  propo- 
sal for  consolidation  with  the  New  York  and  New  Haren 
Railroad  Company  is  under  consideration  by  a  committee  of 
that  Assembly.  Will  it  be  consistent  with  the  comity  which 
we  expected  and  received  from  the  State  of  New  York  under 
similar  circumstances,  and  which  States  so  intimately  related 
(especially  in  railroad  system  and  necessities,)  as  Massachu- 
setts and  Connecticut,  ought  to  extend  to  each  other,  if  we 
now  adopt  this  bill,  and  thereby  substantially  declare  our 
want  of  confidence  in  the  discretion  and  careful  legislation  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  Connecticut  over  a  subject  as  fully 
witliin  their  jurisdiction  as  the  consolidation  of  the  Boston 
and  Worcester,  and  the  Western  Railroad  Companies,  was 
within  ours,  and  which  we,  by  the  Act  of  1852,  seem  to  have 
specially  referred  to  them  ? 

The  returns  made  by  this  company,  since  the  Act  of  1852, 
indicate  that  consolidation  has  been  had  with  some  branch 
roads  in  Connecticut.  Important  contracts  for  consolidation 
with  another  branch  road  are  said  to  have  been  made,  which 
are  not  completed.  Without  such  knowledge  as  should 
govern  my  official  action  in  this  particular,  I  submit  to  your 
reconsideration  that  this  bill,  if  otherwise  unobjectionable, 
should  have  guarded  the  corporations  which  might  be 
affected  by  it  against  unnecessary  injury,  by  reserving  all 
rights  acquired  by  this,  and  other  companies,  under  Acts  of 
merger  or  consolidation  heretofore  had,  or  under  such 
agreements  for  consolidation  as  have  been  heretofore  made. 

Whether  the  effect  of  this  measure  on  the  interests  of 
stockholders  be  favorable  or  adverse,  (which  in  questions 
vitally  affecting  the  general  interest,  should  not  be  too 
closely  regarded  by  public*spirited  and  patriotic  legislators,) 
it  cannot  fail  to  postpone  that  unity  of  interest  between  Bos- 
ton and  New  York  which  is  demanded  for  our  commercial 
welfare,  and  by  the  spirit  of  our  time,  and  which  has  already 
been  aimed  at  by  this  Commonwealth  in  the  railroad 
connection  between  Boston  and  Albany. 

Because  then  this  bill,  in  my  judgment,  tends  to  make  the 
public  welfare  subservient  to  individual  advantages;  and 
because  it  seems  to  me  to  impair  the  sanctity  of  contracts, 
and  to  infringe  that  comity  which  should  always  be  observed 
between  neighboring  States,  I  am  compelled  to  withhold  mv 
approval  therefrom,  and  to  submit  it  to  the  careful  reconsid- 
eration of  the  legislature.

1869.— Chapter  61. 

Section  14.  The  city  council  shall,  annually,  as  soon  after 
their  organization  as  may  be  convenient,  elect  by  joint  ballot, 
in  convention,  a  treasurer  and  collector  of  taxes,  city  clerk, 
one  or  more  superintendents  of  highways,  a  city  solicitor, 
city  auditor  and  city  physician,  who  shall  hold  their  offices 
respectively  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  be  chosen  and  qualified :  provided^  however^ 
that  either  of  the  officers  named  in  this  section  may  be 
removed  at  any  time  by  the  city  council  for  sufficient  cause. 

Section  16.  The  city  council  shall,  annually,  in  the 
month  of  January,  elect  by  joint  ballot,  in  convention,  a 
chief  engineer  of  the  fire  department,  and  as  many  asast- 
ant-engineers,  not  exceeding  eight,  as  they  may  deem  expe- 
dient, who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year 
from  the  first  Monday  of  February  next  ensuing,  and  until 
their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified. 

The  compensation  of  the  foregoing  officers  mentioned  in 
the  last  two  sections,  shall  be  fixed  by  concurrent  vote  of  the 
city  council. 

Section  16.  The  city  clerk  shall  also  be  clerk  of  tlie  board 
of  aldermen,  and  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties.  He  shall  perform  such  duties  as  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  board  of  aldermen ;  and  he  shall  perform  aD 
the  duties  and  exercise  all  the  powers  incumbent  by  law 
upon  him.  He  shall  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office,  as 
soon  as  chosen  and  qualified,  all  journals,  records,  papers, ; 
documents,  or  other  things  held  by  him  in  liis  capacity  rf 
city  clerk. 

Section  17.  The  city  council  shall,  in  such  manner  as 
they  shall  determine,  elect  or  appoint  all  other  subordinate 
officers,  for  whose  election  or  appointment  other  provision  is 
not  herein  made,  define  their  duties  and  fix  their  compensa- 
tion. 

Section  18.  The  city  council  shall  take  care  that  no 
money  be  paid  from  the  treasury  unless  granted  or  appro- 
priated, and  shall  secure  a  just  and  proper  accountability  by 
requiring  bonds,  with  sufficient  penalties  and  sureties,  from 
all  persons  intrusted  with  the  receipt,  custody  or  disbursement 
of  money. 

Section  19.  The  board  of  overseers  of  the  poor  in  the 
city  of  Haverhill  shall  consist  of  six  members,  residents  of 
the  city.  The  mayor,  president  of  the  common  council,  and 
city  marshal,  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the  board.  The 
mayor  shall  be  ex  officio  chairman  of  the  board.

Whoever  takes  any  oysters  from  their  beds  m 
Cole's  River  or  in  Lee's  River,  within  the  limits  of  the  town 
of  Swansea,  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  tlian  fifty 
dollars  and  costs  of  prosecution ;  and  five  dollars,  to  be  pud 
to  the  complainant,  shall  be  taxed  and  allowed  in  addition 
to  all  other  legal  costs,  in  each  case,  when  a  fine  is  imposed 
imder  this  act. 

Section  8.  Any  householder  who  is  an  inhabitant  of  the 
town  of  Swansea,  may  take  or  cause  to  be  taken  from  said

and  duties,  to  fix  and  pay  such  compensation  for  their  ser- 
vices, and  in  general  to  make  such  regulations  in  regard  to 
^eir  conduct  and  government  as  they  shall  deem  expedient: 
provided,  that  the  appointment  of  enginemen,  hosemen  and 
hook  and  ladder  men  shall  be  made  by  the  mayor  and  alder- 
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men  exclusively.  The  engineers  of  the  departiiient  eliill 
have  all  the  powers  and  authority  in  regard  to  the  prcTen- 
tion  and  extinguishment  of  fires  and  the  performance  of  the 
other  offices  and  duties  incumbent  upon  firewards,  as  are 
vested  in  and  conferred  upon  firewards  and  engineers  of  fire 
departments  by  the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth,  lief 
shall  also  have  authority,  in  compliance  with  any  ordinanoe 
of  said  city,  to  raze  or  demolish  any  building,  wall  or  erec- 
tion which,  by  reason  of  fire  or  any  other  cause,  may  become 
dangerous  to  human  life  or  health,  or  tend  to  extend  confla- 
gration. The  city  council  of  said  city  may,  by  ordinance, 
make  regulations  concerning  the  management  of  fires  and 
the  conduct  of  all  persons  attending  or  present  thereat,  the 
removal  and  protection  of  property,  for  the  examination  of 
any  buildings  or  places  where  combustible  materials  or  sub- 
stances are  supposed  to  be  kept  or  deposited,  and  to  require 
and  enforce  the  removal  of  such  materials  or  substances  at 
the  expense  of  the  person  or  persons  on  whose  premises  the 
same  shall  be  found,  and  the  adoption  of  suitable  safeguarite 
against  fires  and  the  loss  or  destruction  of  property  thereat 

Said  city  council  may  construct  reservoirs  for  water,  pro- 
cure land,  buildings,  furniture,  engines  and  such  other 
apparatus  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  fire 
department,  and  provide  for  the  use,  control  and  preservsp 
tion  thereof.  The  city  council  may  appropriate  and  expend 
such  sums  of  money  for  the  relief  of  firemen  disabled  in  the 
service  of  the  city,  and  for  the  relief  of  the  families  of  fire- 
men killed  in  the  performance  of  their  duty,  as  they  may 
deem  just  and  proper. 

Section  38.  The  list  of  jurors  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
mayor  and  aldermen  in  the  manner  now  required  of  select- 
men of  towns,  and  the  list  shall  be  submitted  to  the  common 
council  for  concurrent  action  or  amendment.  The  mayor, 
aldermen  and  city  clerk  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  pow- 
ers and  duties  in  regard  to  drawing  jurors,  and  other 
matters  relating  tliereto,  as  are  vested  in  and  required  of 
selectmen  and  clerks  of  towns  in  this  Commonwealth. 
Venires  for  jurors  to  be  returned  from  said  city  shall  be 
served  on  the  mayor  and  aldermen. 

Section  39.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  lay  out 
sidewalks  and  establish  the  width,  height  and  grade  of  the 
same  in  such  streets,  lanes  and  avenues  of  the  city  as  they 
shall  deem  the  public  convenience  may  require.  They  are 
authorized  to  construct  said  sidewalks  with  edge  stones,  and 
to  cover  the  same  with  brick,  flat  stones  or  other  appropriate 
material,  and  may  assess  the  abutters  on  said  sidewalks  one- 
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half  the  expense  thereof,  which  assessment  shall  constitute  a 
lien  upon  tbe  abutting  lots  of  land,  and  may  be  collected  in 
the  same  manner  as  taxes  on  real  estate  are  collected ;  and 
such  sidewalks,  when  constructed  and  covered  as  aforesaid, 
shall  afterwards  be  maintained  and  kept  in  repair  by  the  city. 
No  sidewalk  constructed  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  dug  up  or  obstructed  in  any  part  thereof, 
without  the  consent  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen. 

Section  40.    Tlie  said  council  are  hereby  authorized  to  Lighting  the 
cause  the  streets,  lanes  and  avenues  of  the  city  to  be  lighted,  '*^*** 
and  foi  that  purpose  may  erect  pogts,  and  construct  lamps, 
lay  gas  pipes  or  other  apparatus  in  said  streets,  lanes  and 
avenues,  and  do  such  other  things  as  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  into  effect  said  purpose. 

Section  41.    They  shall  also  have  power  to  establish  fire  Findistrieu. 
districts  within  said  city,  and  from  time  to  time  change  or 
enlarge  the  same ;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  regulate  the  conttrnerton  of 
construction  of  all  buildings  to  be  erected  within  said  fire  bere^t^^ 
districts,  stipulating  their  location,,  sizes  and  the  material  of 
which  they  shall  1^  constructed,  together  with  such  otlier 
rules  and  regulations  as  shall  tend  to  secure  the  same  from 
fire.    They  shall  have  authority  to  cause  balustrades  or 
other  suitable  devices  to  be  placed  upon  the  roofs  of  build- 
jogs,  to  prevent  the  falling  of  snow  and  ice  from  the  same 
into  the  streets  or  on  the  sidewalks  thereof.

Section  43.    The  city  council  shall  have  power  within  ordinances  and 
said  city,  to  make,  establish,  modify,  amend  or  repeal  ordi-  ^r**^*- 
nances,  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws,  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  and  not  inconsistent  therewith,  or  with,  the 
hiws  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  to  annex  penalties,  not  ex- 
ceeding   twenty  dollars,  for  the  breach  thereof,  for  the 
following  purposes:   to  manage  and  regulate  the  finances 
and  property,  real  and  personal,  of  the  city;  to  establish,  naj^^nd night 
maintain  and  regulate  a  day  and  night  police ;  to  license  and  license  of 
regiilate  cartmen,  truck  oraers  and  drivers,  carriages  and  rflSeS.*"^  ^'^^ 
vehicles  used  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  mer- 
chandise, goods  or  articles  of  any  kind  and  assign  stands  for 
the  same,  and  to  fix  the  rates  of  compensation  to  be  allowed 
to  them,  and  to  prohibit  unlicensed  persons  from  acting  in 
either  of  such  capacities ;  Jo  license  and  regulate  street  j[^JJ^|i|*^' 
peddling ;  to  license  and  regulate  intelligence  offices,  dealers  se^nd-hand

ants,  saloons,  billiard  rooms,  and  bowling  alleys ;  to  preserifae 
the  places  for  selling  haj,  straw,  wood  and  other  articles  from 
wagons  or  other  vehicles ;  to  restrain  and  regnlate  the  nm- 
ning  at  large  of  cattle,  horses,  swine  or  other  animals,  and 
to  authorize  and  regulate  the  impounding  and  sale  of  tiie 
same  for  the  penalty  incurred  and  costs  of  proeeedings ;  to 
regulate  or  prohibit  the  keeping  of  cows,  swine  and  other 
animals ;  to  prohibit  and  abate  all  nuisances ;  to  r^nlate  or 
prohibit  the  flying  of  kites,  or  any  other  practises  having  a 
tendency  to  frighten  animals,  or  to  annoy  persons  fmssing 
in  the  streets  or  on  Uie  sidewalks  in  said  city ;  to  prevent 
horse-racing,  and  immoderate  driving  in  the  streets,  lanes  or 
avenues  of  said  city,  and  to  authorize  the  stopping  of  aaj 
one  who  shall  be  guilty  of  so  doing ;  to  regulate  or  prohibit 
the  swimming  or  bathing  in  the  waters  of  the  city ;  to  r^;ii- 
late  the  burid  of  the  dead,  prohibit  interments  within  suck 
limits  as  said  city  council  may  prescribe,  purchase  l^nds  for 
public  burial  places,  direct  the  keeping,  and  returning  of 
bills  of  mortality,  and  to  establish  such  regulations  for  the 
conveying  the  dead  through  the  streets  of  said  city,  as  the 
health,  quiet  and  order  of  the  city  may  in  their  opinion  ro> 
quire ;  to  prohibit  or  regulate  the  keeping  within,  or  oonwf-

lane  or  avenue  in  the  city,  or  ^e  removal  of  any  house  or 
other  building  through  the  same ;  to  regulate  the  construe-  constmotioii  of 
tion  of  chimneys,  and  prevent  the  setting  up  or  construction  boiten?'  ^^ 
of  stoves,  boilers  or  o^er  things  in  such  manner  as  to  be 
dangerous;  to  regulate  the  carrying  on  of  manufactories 
dangerous  in  causing  or  promoting  fires ;  to  regulate  or  pro-  ure-workB. 
hibit  the  manufacture,  sale  or  use  of  fire^works,  or  fire-arms, 
or  building  of  bonfires  in  said  city ;  to  require  all  such  fur- 
ther or  other  acts  to  be  done,  and  to  regulate  or  prohibit  the 
doing  of^  such  further  or  other  acts  as  they  may  deem  proper 
to  prevent  the  occurrence,  and  to  provide  for  the  extinguish- 
ment of  fires  in  said  city;  to  estimate  and  determine  what 
amount  of  money  may  be  raised  to  defray  the  annual  current 
expenditures  of  the  city,  and  to  adopt  all  legal  and  necessary 
measures  for  levying  and  collecting  the  same.    The  city  ordinancM  and 
council  shall  also  have  power  to  make,  establish,  modify  and  ^y*^^'-

with  such  order  within  three  months  after  the  service  of  ^ 
notice,  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  said  city  may  raise  the 
grade  thereof,  filling  up  the  same  with  good  materials  to  % 
height  not  more  than  twelve  feet  above  mean  low-water,  a&d 
all  necessary  expenses  incurred  thereby  shall  constitate  t 
lien  upon  said  land,  and  may  be  collected  in  the  maimer 
now  provided  for  the  collection  of  taxes  upon  real  estate; 
and  at  any  sale  of  said  lands  taken  for  non-payment  of  said 
expenses,  the  city  collector  shall  have  the  same  right  to 
purchase  said  land  in  behalf  of  the  city  of  Cambridge  as 
the  city  collector  now  has  by  law  in  the  case  of  lands  sold 
for  taxes.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judges,  by  a  frequent  examinft- 
tion  of  the  dockets  of  their  several  courts,  to  see  that  the 
provisions  of  this  section  are  strictly  complied  with. 

Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  afiect  in  any 
way  the  course  of  proceedings  where  exceptions  are  pendug. 

Section  61.  District  attorneys  shall  commence  suits  upon 
all  recognizances  given  under  this  act  in  their  respective 
districts,  within  sixty  days  after  default  entered  of  rcKiord^or 
after  they  have  satisfactory  evidence  of  any  act  which  shoiild 
cause  a  forfeiture  thereof;  and  no  suit  on  any  recognisance 
sha.ll  be  continued,  unless  for  good  cause  satisfactory  to  the 
court.

Section  63.  All  payments  or  compensations  for  spirituoos 
or  intoxicating  liquors  sold  in  violation  of  law,  whether  in 
money,  labor  or  personal  property,  shall  be  held  to  have  be^ 
received  without  consideration,  and  against  law,  equity  and 
good  conscience.  No  action  of  any  kind  shall  be  bad  or 
maintained  in  any  court  for  the  price  of  any  liquor  sold  in 
any  other  state  for  the  purpose  of  being  brought  into  this 
Commonwealth  to  be  here  kept  or  sold  in  violation  of  law, 
under  such  circumstances  that  the  vendor  would  have  reft- 
sonable  cause  to  believe  that  the  purcliaser  entertained  such 
illegal  purpose ;  and  all  bills  of  exchange,  promissory  notes, 
and  other  securities  for  and  evidences  of  debt  whatsoever, 
given  in  whole  or  in  part  for  the  price  of  liquor  sold  in  vio- 
lation of  this  act,  shall  be  void  against  all  persons  holding 
the  same  with  notice  of  such  illegal  consideration,  either 
direct  or  implied  by  law. 

Section  64.  No  action  shall  be  had  or  maintained  against 
any  sheriff,  deputy-sheriff,  chief  of  police,  deputy  chief  of 
police  or  constable,  or  their  assistants,  for  executing  any 
warrant  or  order  issued  under  this  act  by  any  justice  or 
court  competent  to  try  the  same ;  nor  shall  an  action  be  had 
or  maintained  against  any  officer  for  seizing,  detaining,  or 
destroying  any  intoxicating  liquor,  or  the  vessels  containing 
it,  unless  such  liquor  and  vessels  was  legally  kept  by  the 
owner  thereof.  If  a  sheriff,  chief  of  police  or  deputy  chief 
of  police,  marshal,  constable  or  other  officer  to  whom  any

warrant,  process  or  precept,  provided  for  in  this  act,  is 
directed,  neglects  or  refuses  to  serve  and  execute  the  same, 
he  shall  be  fined  not  less  tlian  three  hundred  dollars  and  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  and  it  shall  be  a  sufficient 
cause  for  removal  or  dismissal  from  office.

Be  U  enacted,  jrc,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  All  Indians  and  people  of  color,  heretofore 
known  and  called  Indians,  within  this  Commonwealth,  are 
hereby  made  and  declared  to  be  citizens  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  entitled  to  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  immoui' 
ties,  and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  liabilities  to  which  dt^ 
izens  of  this  Commonwealth  are  entitled  or  subject. 

Section  2.  All  lands  heretofore  known  as  Indian  lands, 
and  rightfully  held  by  any  Indian  in  severalty,  and  all  such 
lands  which  have  been  or  may  be  set  off  to  any  Indian,  shall 
be  and  become  the  property  of  such  person  and  his  heirs  io 
fee  simple :  provided^  that  such  lands  shall  not  be  held  liable 
to  be  taken  upon  attachment  or  execution  for  any  debt  or 
hability  which  existed  before  the  passage  of  this  act ;  and  all 
Indians  shall  hereafter  have  the  same  rights  as  other  citizeos 
to  take,  h6ld,  convey  and  transmit  real  estate.

At  eleven  o^clock  on  Saturday,  the  ninth  day  of  January, 
His  Excellency  the  Governor,  accompanied  by  His  Honor  the 
Lieutenant-Grovemor,  the  members  of  the  Executive  Council, 
and  officers  of  the  civil  and  military  departments  of  the 
government,  attended  by  a  joint  committee  of  the  two  Houses, 
met  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  Convention, 
and  delivered  the  following 

ADDRESS. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and 

of  the  House  of  Representatives  : 

The  people  of  the  Commonwealth,  acting  through  the 
established  forms  of  law,  have  placed  in  our  hands,  for  a 
brief  period,  the  regulation  of  their  internal  affairs,  and  the 
authority  to  give  force  and  expression  to  their  will.  We 
are  the  chosen  representatives  of  a  State  whose  founders 
acknowledged  at  all  times  the  protecting  care  of  the  Supreme 
Ruler  of  the  Universe ;  and  to-day,  we  have  occasion  more 
than  ever,  to  thank  Him,  that  the  principles  and  institutions 
which  they  established  are  preserved  to  us  not  only  unim- 
paired, but  strengthened  and  vitalized  by  the  wisdom  and 
experience  of  those  who  followed  them. 

I  congratulate  you  that  an  unusual  degree  of  health  has 
prevailed  during  the  past  year ;  that  prosperity  has  attended 
our  agricultural,  manufacturing  and  mercantile  pursuits ;  and 
that  labor  has  been  fiilly  employed,  and  well  rewarded. 
Commerce  alone,  of  all  our  great  interests  so  deeply  affected 
by  the  war,  still  remains  depressed ;  and  while  there  are 
signs  of  returning  activity,  there  is  little  hope  of  its  attaining, 
at  present,  its  former  prosperity. 
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Prom  my  distinguished  predecessor,  who,   for  iht 
three  years,  has  administered  the  duties  of  the 
oflSce  in  a  manner  so  highly  honorable  to  himself  and^ 
ficial  to  the  State,  you  have  received  full  informadsi! 
many  important  subjects,  which  have  come  under  hk 
and  supervision ;  and  I  shall,  therefore,  present  briefly 
views  on  some  of  those  matters  which  will  come  befoit; 
for  action.

Of  the  funded  liabilities,  the  payment  of  all  but  $352,000 
is  folly  secured  by  sinking  funds,  while  the  surplusage  of 
their  accumulation  will  be  more   than  suiOBcient  for  the 
hquidation  of  the  entire  amount  remaining  unprovided  for. 
The  funds  thus  specially  established  for  the  liquidation  of 
the  funded  debt  of  the  State,  now  amount  to  more  than  nine 
and  a  half  millions  of  dollars,  while  the  market  value  of  the 
Becurities  in  which  they  are  invested,  is  more  than  one  and 
a  quarter  millions  of  dollars  in  excess  of  their  original  cost.

As  this  debt  has  been  inc 
for  purposes  other  than  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  j 
ment,  and  as  at  the  time  the  debt  was  contracted,  it  was 
expectation  that  provision  would  be  made  for  funding  it,  ] 
see  no  reason  why  it  should  be  included  in  the  yeariy  1 
Leaving  this  amount  out  of  the  estimate,  it  does  not  \ 
necessary  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  State,  to 
more  than  two  millions  of  dollars  by  taxation.    This 
however,  is  only  sufficient  for  the  expenses  of  the  year,  ey 
with  the  most  rigid  economy.     Appropriations  for 
objects  than  those  usually  required,  must  be  met  by  additio 
taxation,  or  provided  for  by  loans,  for  which  ample  pro^' 
should  be  made  in  the  usual  form  of  sinking  funds. 

EDUCATION. 

The  education  of  every  citizen  should  be  one  of  the  first ' 
objects  promoted  by  a  free  people.  So  the  Fathers 
Massachusetts  regarded  it ;  and  this  policy,  so  persistentlj 
pursued  by  their  descendants,  has  given  to  the  Commoih 
wealth  a  large  share  of  the  influence  she  possesses  among 
her  sister  States.  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  people  to  give  to 
every  child  within  their  borders,  not  only  the  ability  to  read 
and  write,  but  even  much  higher  culture.  The  establishment 
of  the  Board  of  Education  was  an  important  progressite 
movement,  as  it  contributed  much  to  advance  the  cause  of 
sound  learning  in  the  estimation  of  the  people,  and  at  the 
same  time  to  raise  the  standard  of  instruction,  and  to  difiiise 
the  spirit  of  improvement.  The  result  was  soon  manifested 
in  larger  grants  of  money  from  year  to  year.  In  1867,  the 
amount  exceeded  that  of  any  former  year,  and  it  seemed 
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Yen  to  the  most  zealous  friends  of  educatioiiy  that  the 
lighest  point  of  taxation  to  which  the  people  would  submit 
tad  been  reached.  In  this,  howeyer,  thej  were  mistaken* 
The  suggestions  made  from  time  to  time  by  those  in  author- 
ty,  for  an  increased  compensation  to  be  paid  to  the  teachers, 
lave  been  appreciated,  at  least  in  part.  The  amount 
granted,  as  reports  show,  is  $2,635,774.06,  an  increase  over 
he  year  1867  of  $280,268.10.  The  amount  granted  is 
learly  ten  dollars  for  every  child  between  the  ages  of  five 
uid  fifteen  years,  in  the  State ;  and  nearly  one  doUar  more 
lian  last  year.  The  amount  paid  for  the  erection  and 
lepairs  of  school-houses,  dming  the  same  time,  was  $1,495,- 
>73.78 ;  but  as  no  returns  have  been  made  in  years  past  of 
^e  stuBs  paid  for  that  purpose,  no  comparison  can  be 
instituted.  Enough  is  shown,  however,  to  demonstrate  the 
hot,  that,  in  this  matter,  the  people  will  act  in  no  parsimo- 
nious spirit.  Show  them  what  is  needed  to  benefit  the 
M^hools,  and  their  response  will  be  prompt  and  liberal.  This 
vi^w  is  confirmed  by  the  cordial  approval  of  the  large  and 
timely  grants  made  by  the  last  Legislature  to  several  of  our 
most  important  institutions  of  learning.  Education,  like 
everything  human,  admits  of  progress,  and  whatever  change 
in  the  mode  of  instruction  may  seem  important,  let  not  the 
Commonwealth,  from  any  attachment  to  past  customs,  be 
backward  in  adopting  it.  It  becomes  us,  then,  as  guardians 
of  the  public  interest,  to  use  every  power  intrusted  to  us  to 
place  the  educational  institutions  of  the  State  among  the 
most  advanced  in  the  world. 

The  compensation  of  teachers,  to  a  large  extent,  determines 
the  ability  which  that  service  can  command  ;  and  if  we  would 
retain  within  our  State  our  best  and  most  experienced  in- 
structors, we  must  give  them  salaries  adequate  to  their  com- 
fortable support.  One  of  the  most  striking  inequalities  in 
our  system  of  public  instruction  is  the  great  difference 
between  the  wages  of  the  male  and  female  teachers, — ^the 
average  monthly  pay  of  the  male  teachers  being  $72.93, 
while  that  of  the  female  teachers  is  only  $27.84.  While  our 
women  are  so  poorly  paid  for  this  service  we  can  expect  no 
great  proficiency  in  teaching  ontheir  part,  nor  that  they  will 

{ursue  this  occupation  for  any  considerable  length  of  time, 
am  happy  to  say  that  there  is  a  gradual  improvement  in 
this  respect,  but  there  is  still  too  great  a  disproportion ;  and 
our  town  and  school  boards  should  be  encouraged  to  still 
further  liberality.    If  possible,  let  those  about  entering  the 

Srofession  have  the  advantage  of  Normal  School  instruction, 
n  several  of  our  cities  Training  Schools  have  been  estab- 
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lished,  which  are  proving  the  importance  of  making  tiie  ait 
of  teaching,  like  every  other  art,  an  object  of  instrBctioiL 
There  appears  to  be  no  good  reason  why  the  larger  Academies 
and  High  Schools,  which  are  scattered  through  the  Stats, 
should  not  possess  these  advantages,  or  that  the  State  ghodd 
not  adopt  some  legislative  action  to  encourage  their  trosteOB 
to  establish  a  course  of  instruction  adapted  to  this  porpoie. 
Of  late  the  attention  of  the  public  has  been  drawn  to  As 
benefits  likely  to  arise  to  the  cause  of  education,  from  placing 
on  school  committees,  .women,  either  of  large  experience  as 
instructors ;  or  who,  from  a  deep  interest  in  the  cause,  h&^ 
given  much  attention  to  the  subject.  Thus  far,  wherever  tiie 
experiment  has  been  tried,  it  has  been  successM.  And 
there  would  seem  to  be  every  reason,  in  a  State  like  oois, 
where  so  large  a  proportion  of  the  teachers  are  females,  tfail 
the  practice  should  become  general.  I  would  recomm^ 
also,  that  the  law  appointing  Boards  of  Trustees  and  Inspect- 
ors of  those  correctionary  institutions  which  contain  yoong 
children, — and  especially  the  Industrial  School  at  Lancaster, 
— should  be  so  amended  as  to  allow  the  appointment  d 
women  to  those  offices.  This  change  is  deemed  veiy  impor- 
tant by  many  persons  intimately  acquainted  with  the  workiBg 
of  these  establishments.  They  believe  that  their  intojdiio- 
tion  into  these  boards  would  tend  to  promote  the  internal 
economy  of  the  institutions,  and  enlist  in  their  behalf  the 
cordial  co-operation  and  sympathies  of  all  benevolent  womai 
throughout  the  State. 

AGRICULTURE  AND  PUBLIC  ROADS. 

More  than  ordinary  prosperity  has  attended  the  labors  of 
the  farm  during  the  past  year,  and  the  products  of  agricBltDW 
are  estimated  at  over  $40,000,000.  The  crops  of  the  bm, 
the  orchard  and  the  garden  were  abundant  and  generally 
satisfactory.  It  is  gratifying  to  notice  the  gradual  progws* 
and  improvement  of  an  interest  which  lies  at  the  foundation 
of  all  wealth  in  any  civilized  community.  The  improved 
modes  of  culture,  improved  farm  stock  and  improved  fann 
implements,  mark  the  advance  of  a  new  era,  when  more 
thought,  more  mechanical  skill,  and  greater  scientific  attain- 
ments will  be  applied  to  develop  all  our  material  resources; 
and  when  greater  and  more  profitable  results  will  follow  the 
labors  of  husbandry.  Nature  has  done  so  little  for  ua?^ 
comparison  with  her  bountifiil  gifts  to  the  grain-grow 
regions  of  the  West,  that  science  and  art  must  be  calW 
upon  to  do  more.    It  was  a  wise  forethought,  therefore,  w» 
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>ox^ted  into  our  organic  law  the  injunction  upon  the 
LsLt^re  to  encourage  the  deyelopment  of  agriculture. 
'h.cts  been  done  through  the  medium  of  agricultural 
les,  in  the  form  of  prizes  to  successful  competitors  in 
GLxious  departments  of  farm  industry.  Many  of  these 
bies  are  undoubtedly  accomplishing  a  good  work ;  they 
ilsLte  energy  and  enterprise,  awaken  thought  and  inquiry, 
spread  information  among  the  people. 
osely  connected  with  our  agricultural  and  other  promi- 
interests  is  the  system  of  public  highways.  Pew  things 
>f  greater  importance  to  a  community,  or  a  surer  test  of 
kz&tion,  than  good  roads.  Those  of  our  citizens  who 
>  visited  Europe  are  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  our 
ic  roads  are  far  inferior  to  those  of  other  countries, 
re  the  means  of  easy  and  safe  communication  are  better 
ceciated.  The  science  of  road-making  is  apparently  not 
I  understood ;  or,  if  it  is,  the  present  modes  of  superin- 
ling  the  construction  and  repair  of  roads  are  so  defective, 
b  tlie  public  suffers  to  an  extent  of  which  few  of  us  are 
ire.  It  may  be  found  upon  investigating  the'  cause  of  our 
lerably  poor  and  ill-constructed  roads,  that  the  laws 
Biting  to  this  subject  need  revision,  so  as  to  give  more  uni- 
mity  in  their  construction  and  the  repair  of  our  highways. 
is  evident,  also,  that  the  science  of  road-making  should 
ire  a  prominent  place  in  the  course  of  applied  mathematics 
the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College. 

THE  SAVINGS  BANKS. 

It  appears  by  the  returns  made  to  the  Commissioner  of 
ivings  Banks  that,  in  October  last,  the  number  of  these  in- 
itutioDs  in  the  State  was  one  hundred  and  fifteen,  and  that 
ley  had  on  deposit  $94,838,336.64,  with  a  reserve  of  $2,670,- 
28.80,  making  in  all  the  sum  of  $97,408,860.84.  The  in- 
rease  in  the  year  has  been  $14,407,752.83,  which  is  $1,808,- 
38.43  more  than  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  loans  on 
nor^ages  of  real  estate  for  the  last  year  amounted  •to 
^,739,578.56.  This  shows  that  this  class  of  securities, 
^hich  was  almost  overlooked  by  the  banks  a  few  years  since, 
ms  become  a  favorite  investment,  and  that  the  complaint  can 
10  longer  be  made  justly,  that  persons  desiring  such  loans 
ire  obliged  to  obtain  their  funds  from  private  individuals,  at 
exorbitant  rates.  The  success  of  these  institutions  is  re- 
markable, and  far  beyond  the  expectations  of  the  most  san- 
guine. The  safety  of  the  system  is  fully  demonstrated,  and 
depositors,  from  year  to  year,  seek  to  avail  themselves  of 
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their  benefits  hj  increasing  their  deposits  Uiniu^ 
names  than  their  own.  In  some  States  the  awnnwm  tktt 
be  deposited  bj  <me  perscm  is  not  limited  bj  statute,  m 
injury  has  been  caused  to  the  banks  or  depoeiton.  Thf 
would  seem  to  be  no  good  reascm  why  onr  State  dioidil  i 
be  as  liberal  as  others,  especially  when  iheir  experieBoe  k 
proved  that  no  loss  is  likely  to  ensue  frcMn  sach  an  ina 
of  deposits.  It  is  for  the  interest  of  the  State  to  keep 
capital  at  home  for  use  among  our  own  citizeDs.  Tls  i 
Testment  is  safe,  conyenient,  and  sufficiently  rei 
These  banks  are  under  the  control  of  the  State,  are  salji 
to  its  supervision  and  care,  and  are  liable  to  taxatioa.  II 
cost  of  management  is  very  small,  being  less  than 
of  one  per  cent,  on  the  amount  deposited.  I  reooon 
therefore,  that  the  law  be  amended  so  that  one  person 
deposit  at  least  five  thousand  dollars,  or  that  the  amomit  1 
left  to  the  discretion  of  the  trustees  of  the  banks.  Some  i 
these  institutions  loan  or  discount  a  portion  of  the  funds 
personal  securities.  The  law  provides  for  this  method  of  ■ 
vestment  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one-quarter  of 
deposits,  but  there  is  some  doubt  wheUier  commeieial 
though  it  may  have  three  names,  can  be  discounted.  I 
recommend  a  change  in  the  law  which  would  insure  a  oh 
formity  of  practice,  and  give  the  commercial  world  free 
to  their  proportion  of  the  large  amount  of  funds  to  whick  j 
have  alluded. 

CHABITIES,  BEFOBMS  AND  COBBECTIONS. 

The  increasing  efficiency  and  success  which  distingoi^oir 
system  of  public  charities,  reforms  and  corrections,  dMnU 
command  your  cordial  approval  and  encouragement   fittf 
among  the  foremost  to  make  liberal  provision  for  the  care  vA 
support  of  her  poor  and  dependent  classes,  Massachusetti 
continues  to  maintain  her  high  position  for  generaus  vd 
wide-spread  beneficence.     Her  experience  is  emjduiticallj 
humane  and  progressive ;  while  the  spirit  and  aim  of  bar 
chmtable  and  reformatory  legislation  are  equitable  and  ju- 
dicious.   The  condition  and  management  of  the  various  u* 
stitutions  maintained  by  the  Commonwealth,  indicate  the 
steady  progress  of  enlightened  humanity,  corrective  diss* 
pline  and  discreet  economy.    The  legislation  of  the  last  fev 
years  concerning  these  important  subjects,  though  still  in 
many  respects  imperfectly  developed,  is  beginning  to  y«M 
beneficent  and  practical  results.    Any  fSEulure  of  coordist- 
tion  heretofore  manifest  in  the  working  of  this  class  of  pn^Kc 
establishments,  and  any  consequent  lack  of  order  and  harmoBy 
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jocLSty  have  impaired  or  weakened  their  administration, 
been  in  a  Tery  large  degree  relieved  by  the  inauguration 
)\:tdicious  policy.  Wise  and  well  considered  measures, 
nistered  widi  unsparing  patience  and  watchful  charity, 

done  much  to  eradicate  existing  defects,  and  initiate  a 
%  perfect  and  efficient  system  into  this  department  of  the 
Lo  service.  The  Board  of  Charities  and  the  officers  of 
raxious  institutions  under  their  supervisfou,  acting  in  a 
ial  spirit  of  cooperation,  and  with  an  earnest  purpose  to 
Loce  the  interests  of  the  Commonwealth  and  to  lessen 
trty  and  evil,  have  contributed  in  a  large  degree  to  the 
ess  of  the  important  work  intrusted  to  their  direction, 
hrough  these  and  other  kindred  agencies,  pauperism, 
le,  disease  and  insanity,  have  been  investigated,  classified 

treated,  lessening  as  far  as  possible  the  burden  which 
r  impose  upon  the  Commonwealth.  By  the  operation  of 
present  system,  honest  poverty  is  relieved,  criminal  and 
ous  pauperism  is  humanely  treated,  and  indigent  and 
ndless  children  under  the  guardianship  of  the  State,  are 
.cated  and  fitted  for  an  honorable  and  useful  life.  Thus 
aty  of  vital  importance  has  been  discharged  both  to  the 
-paying  community  and  to  those  whose  poverty,  imbecility 
crime,  have  made  them  a  public  charge.  If  this  policy  is 
Ltinued,  the  reputation  of  the  Commonwealth  for  discrim* 
ting  and  Christian  philanthrophy,  and  for  impartial  jus- 
B,  will  be  preserved  without  stain  or  blemish ;  while  in  the 
servance  of  rigid  economy  no  elements  of  justice  or  charity 
U  be  disregarded.  How  well  and  intelligently  this  service 
patriotism  and  humanity  is  being  performed  by  the  able 
d  faithful  officers  having  these  matters  in  charge,  and  how 
*  the  reform  of  those  under  their  charge  is  being  accom- 
shed,  will  be  more  fully  seen  by  the  official  records  and 
ports  to  be  communicated  for  legislative  investigation. 

THE  STATE  PRISON. 

The  reports  of  the  officers  of  the  State  Prison  represent 
LO  affairs  of  that  institution  to  be  in  excellent  condition, 
he  Warden's  report  shows  an  excess  of  receipts  over  expen- 
itures  of  $27,646.49,  and  over  last  year,  of  $5,300.33,  which 
a  very  gratifying  result.  The  health  of  the  prisoners  is 
9od.  The  discipline,  under  the  guidance  of  the  high-minded 
ad  efficient  Warden,  assisted  by  the  faithful  and  capable 
fficers  under  him,  is  firm,  while  it  is  as  kind  and  humane  as 
3  possible  under  existing  laws.  From  the  experience  of  the 
ast,  it  would  seem  safe  to  give  to  the  Warden  and  Inspect- 
rs  additional  authority  to  slSotA  the  prisoners  more  relaxa- 
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tion  and  opportunity  for  social  intercourse  and  nuitnl 
provement*    At  best,  prison-life  is  very  severe   to  alL  " 
physical  influence,  and  especially  so  to  the  jaung^  who 
pose  much  the  largest  niunber  of  inmates, — ^more  tha& 
thirds  of  those  now  in  the  prison  being  under  tfae 
thirty  years.    Few  persons  can  endure  the  confinemeol 
prison  more  than  ten  years,  and  many  who  hare  been  ' 
much  less  perio<T  of  time  are  now  suffering  from  the 
of  their  incarceration.    It  is  true  that  this  is  iacideoi 
crime ;  but  every  dictate  of  hmnanity  requires  us  to  see 
no  unnecessary  severity  is  employed.    For  the  protecf 
society  and  for  the  warning  of*  those  who  are  dispose! 
commit  crime,  persons  are  punished  by  imprisonment 
when  once  within  the  walls  of  the  prison,  every  eSori 
be  made  to  reform  them.    In  most  cases,  crimes  are  i 
suit  of  ignorance  and  undue  excitement  for  the 
caused  mainly  by  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors.    The 
crease  of  commitments  for  the  eight  months  previous 
first  of 'October,  1868,  over  the  same  time  in  1867,  is 
able,  and  demands  the  careful  attention  of  the  comrai 
In  the  eight  months  alluded  to,  in  1867,  65  persons 
committed  to  the  State  Prison ;  in  the  same  period  in  1' 
there  were  136  commitments, — ^more  than  double  the 
ber  of  the  previous  year.    It  may  be,  perhaps,  that  all 
increase  is  not  due  to  the  ease  and  freedom  with  which  ' 
icating  liquors  can  be  obtained,  but  few  will  deny  that 
the  largest  part  is  chargeable  to  this  cause. 

I  would  invite  your  attention  to  the  Warden's 
in  regard  to  the  inequality  of  sentences.  This  is  the 
of  constant  remark  in  the  Executive  Council,  and  is  often 
occasion  of  pardon.  To  send  one  man  to  the  terrible 
ings  of  a  prison  for  ten  years,  and  another  for  fire  years,  «r| 
even  a  less  time,  for  the  same  crime,  would  seem  to  be  tti 
manifestly  wrong  not  to  awaken  the  attention  of  the  Legisli' 
ture  to  the  necessity  of  a  remedy.  I  have  the  highest  re^ 
and  esteem  for  the  members  of  the  judiciary,  who  are  obl^ 
to  impose  sentences  in  the  discharge  of  their  responsible  du- 
ties. They  have  the  confidence  of  their  feUow-dtizeDsuia 
remarkable  degree,  and  I  believe  they  act  as  faithfully  as  mea 
can,  under  the  circumstances  in  which  they  are  placed.  Tk 
fault  is  in  the  system,  which  should,  and  soon  I  trust  will  be, 
remedied* 

THE  LICENSE  LAW. 

The  effect  of  the  change  in  the  law  in  regaii  to  thesile 
of  spirituous  and  intoxicating  liquors  made  by  the  last  heg- 
islature,  has  hardly  been  fiilly  developed ;  but  from  soeh  in- 
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Ktmation  as  has  reached  me  it  would  seem  to  be  unsatisfae- 
Kij  to  the  people  generally,  in  every  respect.  I^or  a  quarter 
f  a  century  the  State  had  been  free  from  the  legal  sale  of 
itoxicating  liquors,  with  slight  exceptions  in  one  or  two 
ounties.  In  nearly  .all  of  our  towns  and  in  some  of  the 
[ties  the  open  bar  was  unknown ;  it  was  a  thing  of  the  past ; 
riven  with  other  injurious  trades  and  employments,  into  se- 
ret  places.  In  a  State  so  dense  in  population  as  ours,  whose 
^habitants  are  largely  engaged  in  in-door  employments,  the 
ilacing  at  every  conspicuous  point  an  open  bar,  with  all  its 
Uurements  to  the  young  and  inexperienced,  must  inevitably 
ead  to  an  increase  of  drunkenness,  vice  and  crime.  This  is 
10  clearly  demonstrated,  that,  wherever  the  vote  has  been 
airly  taken,  there  has  been  a  most  decided  expression  against 
ppanting  licenses  for  this  purpose.  A  moral  and  Christian 
people  cannot  remain  inactive  when  they  see  such  results  as 
ire  following,  and  are  sure  to  follow,  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
irinks,  to  the  extent  that  now  prevails  in  our  hitherto  quiet 
ind  orderly  State.  The  increase  of  drunkenness  and  crime 
luring  the  last  six  months,  as  compared  with  the  same  period 
in  1867,  is  very  marked  and  decisive  as  to  the  operation  of 
the  law.  The  State  prison,  jails  and  houses  of  correction 
ire  being  rapidly  filled,  and  will  soon  require  enlarged  ac- 
commodations, if  the  commitments  continue  to  increase  as 
fliey  have  since  the  present  law  went  into  force.  It  seems, 
then,  essential  for  the  public  good  that  the  present  system 
should  be  abandoned,  and  that  one  should  be  adopted  more 
in  accordance  with  the  habits  and  experience  of  the  people. 
In  placing  a  new  law  on  the  statute-book,  it  is  of  the  highest 
importance  that  it  should  meet  the  acquiescence,  if  not  the 
sanction  of  the  great  body  of  the  people.  In  a  free  Com- 
monwealtii  no  law  can  stand  that  is  not  in  accordance  with 
the  general  judgment.  Care,  therefore,  should  be  taken  to 
^ivoid,  in  any  new  enactment,  all  unreasonable  and  unneces- 
sary interference  with  personal  and  private  rights.  Some 
provision  should  also  be  made  for  the  sale  of  such  liquors  as 
are  needed  in  the  arts,  and  for  medicinal  and  sacramental 
purposes.  It  may  be  wise,  therefore,  to  consider  the  expedi- 
ency of  legalizing  the  sale  by  druggists  and  apothecaries  of 
well-known  standing  and  respectability,  under  careful  restric- 
tton.  That  any  law  which  tends  to  restrain  a  practice  so 
prevalent  in  the  conununity,  will  meet  with  opposition,  paore 
or  less  serious,  cannot  be  doubted.  So  .long,  however,  as  it 
18  the  conviction  of  the  people  that  it  is  intended  for  the  pub- 
lic good,  and  to  promote  their  moral  and  material  interests, 
it  will  be  sustained ;  but  when  it  faUs  to  meet  their  approba- 
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tion  it  will  be  ineffectual.    I  commend  to  yonr  consi^ 
this  most  important  subject.    It  has  engrossed  mndi  st 
attention  of  the  Legislature  since  the  foundation  of  the  ^ 
The  evils  of  drunkenness  are  acknowledged  bj  all,  at 
remedy  therefor  has  been  sought  in  vain  by  the  abksl 
wisest  philanthrophists.    Experience  is  graduallj

g^arance  and  drill.  The  annual  cost  of  our  militia  is  sol  1 
om  $150,000.  Though  that  is  a  considerable  sum,  it  is  ] 
belief  that  the  people  of  the  State  will  cheerfully  sufaBUtl 
any  taxation  to  keep  the  force  in  its  present  excellent 
tion.

If^  I 
ever,  on  a  careful  inquiry  of  the  proper  officers,  it  should  t 
pear  that  the  number  of  companies  can  be  reduced,  witf 
impairing  the  spirit  of  the  remainder,  or  lessening  Uieir  i 
fidence  that  they  will  be  cordially  sustained  in  their  eflforts  t 
keep  up  a  thorough  drill  and  organization,  then  a  due  i 
to  economy — which  should  characterize  every  department  c 
the  government,  would  seem  to  indicate  the  propriety  of  i 
change  in  the  laws  to  accomplish  this  result. 

1  understand  from  the  Quartermaster-Gteneral's  Dep 
ment  that,  under  the  present  able  and  efficient 
of  the  officers  in  charge,  the  expenses  of  the  arsenal  at  Ganhl 
bridge  have  been  reduced  some  $3,000  ;  but  that  no  fartberi 
reduction  can  be  made  and  keep  the  premises  and  mat^ 
in  their  present  high  condition.

TRANSPORTATION  AND  THE  SOUTH  BOSTON  FLATS. 

i  develop  the  resources  and  promote  the  material  inter- 
[>f  the  Commonwealth,  aid  has  been  granted  by  the  Leg- 
are,  from  time  to  time,  to  its  most  important  raihroads.  ^ 
'I7  all  of  them  are  prosperous  and  are  paying  their  stock- 
ers  large  dividends.  They  are  managed  in  their  internal 
rs  with  great  ability  and  integrity,  and  generally,  in  their 
pment  and  accommodations,  equal  if  they  do  not  surpass 
railroads  of  other  States.  Thus  far,  however,  I  am  com- 
3d  to  saj,  there  is  no  adequate  preparation  to  receive  and 
Q  the  productions  of  the  South  and  West,  which  would 
le  to  this  port  for  foreign  shipment.  It  is  alleged  that  the 
X  of  this  accommodation  induced  the  withdrawal  of  our 
unship  line  to  Europe, — the  first  established  and  best 
wn  throughout  the  country, — ^and  we  cannot  expert  its 
irn  or  the  establishment  of  another,  until  this  great  want 
upplied.  The  railroads  terminating  here  are  not  entirely 
fault.  Grants  of  power  to  enable  them  to  reach  deep 
ter,  where  their  business  could  be  transacted  more  advan- 
;eously,  have,  until  recently,  been  refused  by  your  prede- 
isors.  The  public  here  and  at  the  West  have  demanded, 
'  a  long  time,  greatly  increased  facilities  for  our  foreign 
i  domestic  shipments.  A  broad  and  hberal  policy  should 
pursued,  and  corporate  or  private  jealousies,  or  supposed 
terests  of  stockholders,  should  not  be  allowed  to  stand  in 
B  way  of  whatever  legislation  is  needed  to  accomplish 
is  result.  I  respectfully  ask  your  attention  to  this  subject,  * 
bich  is  so  vital  to  the  material  interests  of  the  State  and  of 
J  chief  city. 

In  this  connection  I  may  add  that  it  is  fortunate  for  the 
iblic  that,  within  a  mile  of  the  custom-house  in  Boston, 
le  Commonwealth  possesses  a  property  which,  in  the  future, 
ill  be  of  incalculable  importance  to  the  business  of  the  city 
nd  State.  For  twenty  years  the  Legislature  has  had  the 
mtter  of  the  improvement  of  the  South  Boston  flats  under 
onsideration.  It  is  probable  that  any  attempt  to  occupy 
bem  at  any  earlier  period  would  have  resulted  in  failure,  as 
a  investment  for  the  State.  Such,  however,  are  the  de- 
tiands  of  business  at  the  present  time  in  the  vicinity  of  these 
lata,  and  such  will  be  the  wants  in  the  future  for  business 
purposes,  that  this  whole  property  of  nearly  seven  hundred 
Mires  in  extent  will  be  needed.  Nowhere  else  can  the  rail- 
roads find  ample  accommodations,  so  accessible  to  the  public, 
for  their  constantly  increasing  traffic,  and  nowhere  else  can 
ftie  mechanical,  manufacturing  and  commercial  pursuits  of 
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Boston,  now  extending  so  rapidly,  find  cheap  and 
locations.    With  all  these  natural  advantages,  the  Sudlft 
hesitated,  hitherto,  to  initiate  a  system  of  derelopment 
would  involve  any  considerable  outlay  of  money  fra» 
•  treasury.    Your  predecessors,  two  years  ago,  autboriai 

expenditure  of  $200,000  for  a  sea-wall,  but  no    amooM'' 
filling  the  flats,  except  such  funds  as  should  be  deriTed  f 
their  sale.    Happily  for  the  successful  improvencient  of 
great  property,  the  investigations  of  the  last  two  years  1 
disposed  of  some  of  the  problems  which  embarrassed 
progress  of  the  enterprise.    It  may  now  be  regarded  as 
tied,  that  the  filling  of  these  flats  within  the  limits  apprtf 
by  the  United  States  Commissioners,  instead  of  tenduig 
the  injury  of  the  harbor  of  Boston,  will  materially  beneft 
It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  that  those  investigaticHis  aT 
that  the  harbor  of  our  commercial  metropolis  is  one  of 
finest  on  our  coast,  and  that  improvements  can  be   made 
connection  with  the  filling  of  these  flats, — not  only   wii " 
the  ultimate  appropriation  of  a  dollar  from  the  treasury, 
with  considerable  profit  to  the  State, — which  would  laigfl 
increase  the  capacity  of  the  harbor.    While,  therefore^ 
would  not  recommend  the  entering  upon  a  system  of  kaxli 
improvements  at  the  expense  of  the  treasury  of  the  State,4 
that  belongs  more  properly  to  the  National  Government,  jA 
every  consideration  of  far-seeing  policy  suggests  the  w&dM 
of  an  enterprise  which  secures  enlarged  conmiercial  &dlite 
•       and  valuable  financial  results. 

The  filling  of  these  flats  is  no  doubtful  experiment.  Tli 
continual  rise  in  the  price  of  real  estate  in  Boston  proves  tUt 
the  great  present  and  future  ne^d  of  this  city  is  land.  Tbm 
flats,  together  with  a  very  large  territory  belonging  to  Ae 
Commonwealth  in  South  Bay,  are  directly  in  the  path  of  thv 
growth  of  Boston.  If  a  large  portion  of  this  territory  w» 
filled  it  would  sell  at  remunerative  prices.  The  whole  of  S 
will  be  needed  within  this  generation,  and  if  the  plan  of  de- 
velopment and  occupation  is  controlled  by  the  Common- 
wealth, with  a  special  regard  to  the  reqtiirements  of  com- 
merce and  the  rapidly  increasing  population  of  Boston,  ve 
may  predict  the  most  favorable  conclusion  of  this  16ng-de 
ferred  enterprise.  Contracts  were  made  by  the  Harbor  Com- 
missioners during  the  last  year  for  building  a  part  of  the  s&t- 
wall,  and  for  filling  a  portion  of  these  flats, — ^payment  tbere- 
for  to  be  made  in  land  filled, — ^but  these  contracts  were  not 
approved  by  the  Executive  Council. 

By  chapter  313  of  the  Acts  of  1864,  the  net  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  these  flats  are  devoted  to  the  sinking  fund  for  the 
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redemption  of  the  scrip  therein  authorized.  Whatever  plan 
dF  improvement  is  adopted,  good  faith  with  the  holders  of 
those  bonds  requires  that  the  largest  financial  results,  which 
ifill  be  consistent  with  commercial  ends  and  the  rights  of 
others,  shall  be  secured.  The  whole  matter  is  open  for  the 
ftction  of  the  Legislature. 

THE  DEPBESSION  OF  COMMERCE. 

I  have  already  alluded  to  the  fact  that,  of  all  the  public 
interests  which  experienced  the  depressing  influence  of  the 
vrar,  commerce  alone  has  failed  to  recover  its  former  position, 
[t  is  a  censurable  apathy  that  permits  this  important  branch  of 
business  to  languish ;  that  allows  a  great  nation  to  remain 
lependent,  in  time  of  peace,  upon  foreign  ships  to  carry  its 
exports  and  imports ;  that,  in  time  of  war,  leaves  it  without 
ship-builders  or  shipyards  of  the  first  class ;  and,  in  case  of 
emergencies,  without  that  indispensable  resource — a  mercan- 
tile marine — ^to  famish  men  for  ships  of  war.  Great  Britain, 
in  sustaining  her  ocean  steamers  by  large  subsidies,  has  dis- 
played her  accustomed  foresight.  She  has  again  become 
mistress  of  the*  sea  by  her  political  sagacity,  as  she  was  for- 
merly by  her  naval  prowess.  Prance,  stimulated  by  the 
Buccess  of  these  measures,  is  vigorously  following  the  ex- 
ample given, — ^while  to-day  there  is  not  one  of  the  steam- 
ships connecting  America  with  Europe,  that  is  owned  by 
American  citizens  and  sailing  under  the  American  flag.  The 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  has  wisely  committed  the  * 
control  of  this  subject  to  the  National  Legislature,  but,  as 
Hie  representatives  of  one  great  section  of  the  nation — of  a 
State  whose  metropolis  is  one  of  the  most  important  ports  of 
the  Union — ^wecannot  be  indilBFerent  on  this- question.  We 
have  both  a  local  and  national  interest  in  the  commerce  of 
Hiis  country ;  and  I  would  suggest,  therefore,  the  expediency 
ftnd  the  importance  of  some  action  on  your  part,  by  memorial 
or  otherwise,  to  express  to  our  representatives  in  Congress 
nu*  deep  conviction  that  immediate  and  vigorous  measures 
should  be  taken  to  relieve  and  foster  this  branch  of  national 
industry. 

BR.   GOULD'S  BEPOBT  ON  INVERTEBRATE  ANIMALS. 

In  1865,  the  Legislature  authorized  the  republication  of 
twelve  hundred  copies  of  Dr.  A.  A.  Gould's  Report  on  the 
tnvertebrate  AnimjJs  of  Massachusetts,  and  provided  for  the 
iistribution  of  the  work  when  issued.  In  1867,  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  Report  having  been  suspended  by  reason  of  the 
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death  of  Dr.  Gould,  the  Legislature  authorized  the 
and  Council  to  appoint  some  suitable  person  to  compMe 
work,  reaffirmed  and  continued  the  appropriation  ifx  ' 
purpose,  made  in  1865,  and  prescribed  me  foUo^wing  n 
of  distribution,  in  place  of  that  preyiously  adopted : 
hundred  copies  to  the  family  of  the  author ;  fifty  cop« 
be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Goyernor  and  Council ;  toj 
officers,  members  and  reporters  of  the  Legislatare  of  If 
the  colleges,  normal  schools,  public  and  town  libraries  is 
State,  one  copy  each ;  the  remainder  to  be  distxibntei 
mdividuals  or  societies  by  the  trustees  of  the  State  ^ 
In  1868,  the  Legislature  appropriated  $4,000,  in  ad^ 
a  like  amount  voted  by  the  Resolve  of  1867,  for  oom] 
the  publicataoh,  and  provided  for  the  further  distnbotifle 
the  work,  as  follows :  one  cepy  each,  to  the  officers  and 
bers  of  the  Legislature  of  1868,  the  Secretary  of 
Treasurer,  Auditor,  Attorney-General,  Adjutant-Gh 
Quartermaster-General,  Surgeon-General,  Deputy-tax^ 
ance  and  Bank  Commissioners,  Secretary  and  General 
of  the  State  Charities,  and  the  Secretaries  of  the  Boards 
Education  and  Agriculture. 

Under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Wm.  G.  Bhmey,  who 
appointed  by  my  predecessor  to  succeed  Dr.  Gould  in  d 
of  the  publication,  the  progress  of  the  work  has  been  i 
factory.  Some  delay,  however,  has  been  naavoidable  in  fti 
preparation  of  the  plates,  but  this  part  of  the  labor  is  Bif 
finished,  and  the  volume  will  soon  be  issued.  The  dispos* 
tion  of  the  work  contemplated  by  the  Besolvee  of  1867  wd 
1868  will  nearly,  if  not  quite,  exhaust  the  authorized  editkif 
the  circulation  of  the  Keport  will  be  mainly  restricted  i^ 
this  State,  and  but  a  small  number  of  copies  will  be  affoiM 
for  distribution  in  other  States  and  foreign  Gountries.  B 
seems  alike  due  to  the  interests  of  science,  the  menMXtrf 
its  illustrious  author,  the  honor  of  the  State,  and  in  aocodr 
ance  with  the  enlarged  views  of  our  fellow  citizens  and  the 
accustomed  liberality  of  the  Gonunonwealth,  that  a  work  d 
such  importance  and  scientific  value  should  be  so  wK^fr 
circulated  as  to  be  accessible  to  naturalists  in  all  partsw 
the  world.  I  am  informed  that  an  increase  of  the  e^tioD  t^ 
two  thousand  copies,  would  be  sufficient  to  allow  of  the  dir 
tribution  of  the  Beport  to  all  the  prominent  scientific  assocb- 
tions  and  libraries  in  this  and  foreign  countries,  and  that  the 
expense  of  such  increase  would  be  little,  if  any,  over  tro 
dollars  a  volume.  The  Resolve  of  1867  provides  that  the 
future  copyright  of  the  Report  shall  be  the  property  of  the 
State.    As  another  edition  will  probably  never  be  pmtei 
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and  as  no  provision  has  been  made  for  the  sale  of  the  work, 
I  respectfully  suggest  that  additional  legislation  is  necessary 
to  secure  for  this  valuable  Report  the  wide  and  generous 
circulation  to  which  its  great  value  entitles  it. 

INDIANS  OP  THE  COBIMONWBALTH. 

While  calling  upon  the  national  government  to  guarantee 
equal  civil  and  political  rights  to  all  citizens  within  its  juris- 
diction, and  appealing  to  our  sister  States  to  secure  to  all 
their  citizens  the  same  rights  and  privileges,  it  becomes  us 
to  remember  that  we  have  within  our  own  borders  a  con- 
siderable number  of  persons  to  whom  these  rights  and 
privileges  are  denied.  There  are,  scattered  over  the  State, 
more  than  one  thousand  of  our  people  called  Indians,  who 
are  placed  under  partial  civil  disabilities,  and  who  are  polit- 
ically disfranchised.  They  are  not  paupers,  nor  slaves,  and 
yet  not  citizens.  They  are  treated  as  the  wards  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, recipients  of  its  charities,  but  debarred  from  all 
agency  in  making  the  laws  by  which  they  are  governed.  It 
is  imnecessary  to  enlarge  upon  the  reasons  why  this  political 
anomaly  shoidd  so  long  have  existed  in  this  Commonwealth. 
It  should  exist  no  longer.  These  persons  are  not  Indians  in 
any  sense  of  the  word.  It  is  doubtful  if  theie  is  a  pure- 
blooded  Indian  in  the  State.  The  largest  number  reside  in 
or  near  the  Marshpee  District,  and  on  Martha's  Vineyard. 
A  DMyority  have  more  or  less  of  the  marked  characteristics 
of  the  aboriginal  race,  but  there  are  many  without  a  drop  of 
Indian  blood  in  their  veins.  The  marriage  of  a  foreigner 
with  a  member  of  the  tribe  transforms  the  foreigner  into  an 
Indian.  The  result  of  this  singular  system  has  been  a 
heterogeneous  population,  in  which  the  characteristics  of  the 
white  and  negro  races  have  already  nearly  obliterated  all 
traces  of  the  Indian. 

It  cannot  be  doubted  that  the  Indians  of  this  Common- 
wealth are  as  well  fitted  to  exercise  all  the  functions  of 
citizenship  as  any  other  of  our  citizens  in  the  same  condition 
of  life ;  or  rather,  as  any  other  of  our  citizens  would  be  who 
had  labored  so  long  under  similar  disabilities.  It  will  hardly 
be  denied  that  the  tendency  of  these  disabilities  has  been  to 
increase  and  perpetuate  their  incapacity  for  citizenship ;  or 
that  the  shortest  and  best  method  to  fit  them  to  discharge  its 
duties,  is  to  place  upon  them  all  its  responsibilities.  There 
is  no  reason  why  the  exceptional  policy  hitherto  applied  to 
these  Indians  should  be  continued,  and  the  sooner  they  are 
merged  in  the  general  community, — with  all  the  rights  and 
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privileges,  and  with  all  the  duties  and  liabilities  of  citizoB,- 
the  better  it  will  be  for  them,  and  the  more  creditable  toik 
Commonwealth. 

NATIONAL  AFFAIRS. 

As  citizens  of  the  Republic  I  congratulate  yon  on  its  pni- 
ent  political  condition.    We  have  just  passed  throng  m 
most  important  and  exciting  political  contest  that  has 
agitated  the  country  in  time  of  peace.    Greater  results 
more  enduring  consequences,  indeed,  followed  the  electia 
in  1864,  but  that  struggle  took  place  amid  the  terrible  i 
of  civil  war.    For  three  years  previous  to  that  the  confid 
had  raged  with  varying  success ;  and,  at  the  very  time, 
so-called  Confederacy,  to  outward  appearance,  remained  ii 
firm  and  stable  as  ever.    A  large  portion  of  the  i>eople 
the  North  were  doubting  whether  the  Union  would  be  pw- 
served,  which  doubt  they  expressed  in  convention  by  decid- 
ing the  "  war  a  failure."    A  sense  of  the  mighty  interests 
involved,  both  moral  and  material,  at  length  aroused  eveiy 
lover  of  his  country.    His  faith  in  the  principles  so  \<mi 
advocated  by  the  party  of  progress,  compelled  hun  to  supput 
the  administration.    He  might  question  its  less  importaiil 
acts,  but  he  could  not  fail  to  support  its  main  policy,  for  dis- 
aster and  ruin  were  sure  to  follow  any  other  course.    The 
triumphant  election  of  Mr.  Lincoln  showed  the  South  ibtt 
the  North  was  determined  to  save  the  Union  from  pennant 
division.    The  armies  of  the  Confederacy  at  length  sarr&t 
dered  to  the  loyal  hosts  led  by  those  skilful  commaQdeis, 
Grant  and  Sherman,  and  the  leaders  of  the  rebellion  iQed  for 
their  lives  from  the  vengeance  of  an  outraged  and  long-srf 
fering  people.     Substantial  and  lasting  peace  seemed  about 
to  follow,  but  the  death  of  the  great  and  good  President 
placed  the  chief  magistracy  in  the  hands  of  one  who  was 
supposed  to  be  of  a  sterner  nature,  and  whose  opposition  to 
the  rebellion  and  to  rebels  would  be  more  radical  and  un- 
compromising.   His    true    character,   however,   was   soon 
manifested  in  his  recreancy  to  his  professed  principles,  and 
in  such  a  degradation  of  his  high  trust,  as  was  never  before 
endured  by  a  confiding  and  high-minded  people.     The  so- 
called  Confederate  States  were  kept  in   a  disturbed  and 
unsettled  condition  by  the  persistent  efforts  of  the  President 
to  revive  the  drooping  spirits  of  the  leaders  of  the  rebellion, 
in  the  hope  that  the  coming  election  would  save  to  the  latelf 
dominant  race  something  of  its  former  power. 

The  issue  was  squarely  made,  the  contest  began,  and  lojal 
men  everywhere  rallied  to  save  the  fruits  of  the  victcay, 
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wrbich  had  been  won  in  the  field  by  such  immense  sacrifices 
^t  blood  and  treasure.  Never  before  were  the  great  ques- 
tdons  of  national  policy  so  fully  canvassed  ;  never  were  the 
probable  results  of  an  election  made  clearer  to  the  voters, 
and  never  was  the  Presidential  question  more  unequivocally 
and  emphatically  decided.  Gen.  Grant  goes  into  oflSce 
"With  a  larger  majority  than  was  ever  given  to  any  man  since 
the  formation  of  the  Government,  with  a  single  exception. 
As  it  was  predicted,  his  election  already  gives  peace ;  and 
everywhere, — ^both  in  the  Old  World  and  in  the  New, — ^lovers 
of  liberty  and  believers  in  the  progress  of  humanity  rejoice 
at  this  fresh  evidence  of  the  capacity  of  man  for  self-govern- 
ment, under  the  most  difficult  and  trying  circumstances. 
General  Grant  possesses  the  fiill  confidence  of  the  people, 
and  has  their  unwavering  support.  Tried  by  no  ordinary 
test  in  civil  administration,  he  has  proved  himself  equal  to 
the  demands  made  upon  him,  and  inspires  the  people  with 
the  same  confidence  in  his  capacity  for  his  new  duties,  that 
he  always  gave  to  the  noble  armies  he  commanded,  when 
entering  on  the  field  of  battle.  Without  ostentation,  unselfish, 
generous  and  patriotic,  he  labors  to  lift  the  standard  of  his 
country  higher  among  the  nations,  and  to  elevate  the  human 
race.  It  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  this  State, — one 
of  the  smallest  in  territory,  and  with  less  than  one-twentieth 
of  the  population  of  the  United  States, — gave  him  and  his 
distinguished  associate  a  majority,  larger  flian  any  other,  by 
more  than  twenty  thousand.  I  also  congratulate  you,  that 
while  those  in  the  minority  felt  it  necessary  to  expi*ess  their 
dissent  at  the  ballot-box,  they  now  join,  with  but  few  excep- 
tions, in  the  general  satisfaction,  that  the  choice  of  the  nation 
fell  upon  one  whose  fame  as  a  soldier  belongs  exclusively  to 
no  pfiurty,  and  whose  integrity  is  a  pledge  of  justice  to  all. 

A  final  measure,  to  secure  the  tranquility  of  our  nation  is 
BOW  demanded  by  every  consideration  of  gratitude  to  the 
brave  heroes  who  have  fallen,  and  of  justice  to  those  so  long 
enslaved  and  as  yet  only  partially  enfranchised,  who  aided 
to  achieve  the  triumph.  The  American  idea  of  liberty  is 
based  on  the  principle  that  is  expressed  in  those  immortal 
words  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence :  "  All  men  are 
created  equal."  The  events  of  the  war  have  made  free  all 
over  whom  the  flag  of  the  nation  waves ;  but,  as  yet,  aU  are 
not  equal  at  the  polls,  either  as  voters  or  as  candidates  for 
office.  A  citizen  of  the  Union  should  have  the  same  privi- 
leges, whether  his  home  is  in  Maryland  or  Massachusetts. 
Deny  one  man  in  Maryland  his  rights  as  to  the  suffrage  or 
any  other  national  matter,  and  the  citizen  of  Massachusetts 
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suffers  as  well  as  the  disfranchised  in  Maryland.  Let 
then,  be  made  a  part  of  the  Constitation  that  snffiw 
national  questions  shall  be  the  same  in  cTcrj  part  tf 
Union ;  establish  it  in  the  organic  law,  and  no  chas^ 
parties  can  abridge  the  right ;  embrace  the  present 
tunity  and  the  nation  will  reap  tiie  fiill  fruit  of  the 
victory.  Failure  now  will  bring  doubt  and  nncertaintj  as 
the  future,  and  the  friends  of  the  ballot  in  other  ' 
while  they  are  struggling  for  the  right,  will  fed  the  loss, 
lament  our  want  of  courage,  persistency  and  fidelity,  to 
great  idea  which  inspired  our  contest.  Bat  no  argnmetit 
be  necessary  to  establish  this  point  before  any  assonUT  a] 
Massachusetts— especially  before  her  representatiye  msxL  I 
leave  the  matter  with  you,  to  take  such  action  as  yoa  miy 
deem  proper  to  secure  the  desired  result,  feeling  that  jm 
understand  fiilly  the  great  importance  of  an  early  cons^ 
ation  of  the  subject. 

Senators  and  RepresentaMves : 

I  have  suggested  some  of  the  subjects  which  will  call  fir 
your  consideration.     Other  matters  will  be  brought  to  jtw 
notice  through  the  appropriate  channels.    Our  State,  one  of 
the  earliest  founded  in  the  Union,  still  gives  full  proof  of 
her  youth  and  vitality,  by  steady  growth  of  populs^oiu  If 
material  process,  by  increase  of  wealth,  and  by  that  socal 
culture,  whicn  make  her  feons,  wherever  they  wander,  tan 
to  their  early  homes  with  ever-increasing  afifection.    ftff

We  enter  upon  our  duties  under  circumstances  most  faior- 
able  to  harmony  and  concord  in  the  different  departments  d 
the  government.    The  great  questions  which  have  so  loii| 
agitated  our  coimtry^  and  called  for  such  sacrifices  br  tk 
people  of  our  State,  are  now  practically  settled.    There  «c 
many  local  interests  that  still  call  for  the  exercise,  on  jour 
part,  of  ability,  faithfulness  and  wisdom.     Let  us,  then, 
begin  our  labora  promptly,  in  the  hope  that  our  constituents 
may  be  gratified  with  an  early  termination  of  the  session,  ft 
will  be  my  pleasure,  as  it  is  my  duty,  to  concur  with  you  in 
all  measures  which  shall  tend  to  promote  the  public  welfai«j 
.  to  increase  the  happiness  of  the  people,  and  to  enable  them 
to  continue  and  enlarge  those  works  of  humanity,  charitf 
and  Christian  benevolence,  which  have  so  long  distingoishei 
our  ancient  and  beloved  Commonwealth.

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  the  legislature  a  communi-  meenth  wti- 
cation,  received  this  morning,  from  the  Secretary  of  State  of  to^nfs.°coii8ti^ 
the  United  States,  enclosing  an  attested  copy  of  a  Resolution  ^^^^^ 
of   Congress,  proposing  to  the  legislatures  of  the  several 
States  a  Fifteenth  Article  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States. 

This  amendment  is  cordially  supported  by  President  Grant, 
whose  inauguration,  consummated  within  a  few  hours,  is 
hailed  by  the  American  people  as  the  beginning  of  an  era  of 
justice,  righteousness,  humanity  and  peace  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  government,  and  I  commend  it  to  the  early  and 
feivorable  consideration  of  the  legislature.

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  the  legislature  two  letters  issuing  of  for- 
fipom  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States  in  regard  by*?e?"S?/rf 
to  the  issue  of  foreign  passports  by  our  Secretary  of  State.  ^eaSS^™^"*" 
I  also  enclose,  with  other  papers,  a  copy  of  my  reply  to 
Secretary  Seward's  first  letter,  and  the  opinion  of  the  Attor- 
ney-General of  our  State  in  regard  to  the  law  under  which 
the  Secretary  of  State  has  acted  hitherto.    An  examination 
of  the  law  shows  that  it  is  imperative  upon  the  Secretary  of 
State  to  issue  these  passports  at  the  request  of  any  citizen  of 
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our  State.  When  this  law  was  enacted  oertaiii  citaaaa 
our  State  were  unable  to  obtain  passports  firom  the  Usijri, 
States  on  account  of  their  color.  Happily,  that  objection  W 
passed  away,  and  there  l^eems  to  be  no  necessity  for  fliekr, 
except  for  the  convenience  of  our  citizens.  Practically,  ii 
is  not  a  very  important  point,  as  the  govemment  has  m 
agent  in  Massachusetts  who,  at  very  short  notioe,  is  atkm 
obtain  proper  papers  for  citizens  going  abroad.  The  Still 
bears  no  expense  for  agents  abroad,  has  no  authority  am 
any  person  to  give  force  to  the  passports,  and,  as  the  nat' 
government  provides  for  all  tiie  authorized  agents  of  ttr 
United  States  abroad,  there  seems  to  be  a  conflict,  in 
degree,  between  the  United  States  and  tliis  Comm<mwea]ft. 
I  ^erefore  recommend  that  the  legislature  consider  tis 
propriety  of  repealing  the  law.

erUlemen  of  the  Senate^ 

and  of  the  House  of  BepresefUatives : 

Before  transferring  to  an  eminent  citizen  of  the  Common- 
ealth  tiie  labors  and  responsibilities  of  the  office  to  which 
d  has  been  siumnoned  by  his  fellow  dtizens  in  a  manner 
luch  marks  their  appreciation  of  his  priyate  virtues  and  his 
ublic  services,  I  deem  it  proper  to  communicate  with  the 
legislature  concerning  several  matters  of  grave  import, 
ffecting  the  moral  and  material  Interests  of  Massachusetts, 
mpressed  with  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Magistrate  to  impart, 
ind  the  right  of  the  people  to  receive,  the  fullest  and  most 
)reci8e  information  respecting  the  public  business,  I  have  the 
lonor  to  present  such  information  in  detail  upon  some  of  the 
(neasures  Which  have  been  initiated,  have  progressed,  or  been 
matured  during  my  official  term.  I  have  the  honor  to  trans- 
mit at  the  same  time,  for  the  information  of  the  Legislature, 
several  reports  of  public  officers,  and  other  documents 
which  merit  the  attention  and  may  require  the  action  of  the 
General  Court. 

THE  PUBLIC  FINANCE. 

A  brief  review  of  the  financial  results  of  the  last  three 
years  will  commend  itself  to  the  attention  and  thoughtful 
consideration  of  the  tax-paying  citizens  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

At  the  commencement  of  my  official  term  the  nation  had 
just  emerged  from  a  long  and  costly  war,  which  had  entailed 

5S 
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upon  Massachusetts  a  heavy  burden  of  indebtedness  already 
accrued,  with  the  inevitable  contingency  of  a  large  pioqiee- 
tive  increase  under  the  operation  of  various  acts  of  special 
legislation  rendered  necessary  by  the  exigencies  of  the  con- 
flict. It  should  also  be  remembered  that,  in  response  to  the 
demands  of  public  enterprise,  charity  and  education,  Massa* 
chusetts  has  in  this  period,  as  before,  generously  maintainfid 
her  reputation,  bestowing  her  munificence  with  unpreoo- 
dented  liberality. 

The  result  is  strikingly  apparent  in  the  teuctj  iliaiy  wlule 
the  floating  or  unfunded  liabilities  of  the  State  have  beeo 
reduced  but  little  more  than  three  millions  of  dollars  sin^ 
1866,  (amounting  at  the  present  time  to  nine  hundred 
twenty-eight  thousand  doilf^,)  the  funded  debt  has  been 
enlarged  upwards  of  seven  millions  during  the  same  period, 
a  net  increase  of  more  than  two  millions  having  occoirsd 
within  the  last  year. 

Among  the  causes  directly  and  indirectly  contributing  to 
this  result  may  be  enumerated  the  following : — 

First,  the  large  disbursements  required  for  tiie  liquidaiiiNi 
of  State  bounties  remaining  unpaid  at  the  close  of  the  war, 
the  aggregate  amount  paid  from  the  beginning  being  neariy 
four  and  a  half  millions  of  dollars  in  excess  of  tbe  scrip 
issued  for  that  purpose ;  second,  the  continuanoe  of  Stato 
aid  to  the  families  and  dependents  of  Massachusetts  YoLaa- 
teers,  the  reimbursement  of  which  to  cities  and  towns  swdls 
to  an  aggregate  of  three  and  three-quarters  millions  of  dol- 
lars for  the  years  1866-7-8 ;  third,  the  heavy  drafts  upoo 
the  treasury  for  the  prosecution  of  the  Troy  and  Greenfield 
Railroad  and  Hoosac  Tunnel  enterprise,  for  which,  during 
the  four  years  previous  to  1868,  nearly  three  millions  <tf 
dollars  in  excess  of  the  issue  of  scrip  have  been  advanced 
from  the  proceeds  of  temporary  loans  and  from  the  ordinary 
revenues  of  the  Commonwealth,  to  which  might  be  added 
another  half  million  of  dollars  since  advanced  on  the  same 
accoimt  and  in  the  same  manner;  fourth,  the  largely 
increased  interest  on  the  public  debt,  and  the  high  preminia 
on  gold,  both  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  an  annual 
average  of  one  million  four  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars ;  fifth,  the  extraordinary  expenditures  authorized  by  acts 
of  special  legislation  in  excess  of  previous  estimates,— in 
some  cases  but  partially  provided  for,  and  in  others  not  even 
considered,  in  tiie  basis  of  taxation, — amounting-  in  a  singie 
year  to  more  than  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars j  and  during 
the  three  years  mentioned  to  more  than  one  and  a  half  mSr 
lions  of  dollars  ;  sixth,  the  loan  in  aid  of  the  Boston,  Hart- 
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>rcl    and  Erie  Railroad,  authorized  by  the  Legislature  of 
86T- 

From  an  intelligent  estimate  of  these  hearj  aggregates 
nd  the  causes  of  their  accumulation  it  will  be  easy  to 
inderstand  how  rapidly  a  public  debt  may  stride  into  very 
urge  proportions.  The  foUowing  tabulated  statement  ex- 
libits  these  financial  results  in  a  clear  and  comprehensive 
orin : —

Redemption  of  the  Funded  Debt. 
It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that,  while  the  foregoing  state* 
ment  indicates  a  large  increase  of  the  public  debt,  the  avail- 
able assets  applicable  to  its  redemption  have  proportionably 
accumulated ;  so  that,  in  a  strictly  financial  view,  the  pecuni- 
ary condition  of  the  Commonwealth  has  rarely,  if  ever, 
exhibited  a  more  gratifying  and  creditable  aspect. 
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In  substantial  conformity  with  recommendations 
nicated  in  my  last  annual  message,  for  the  retixemail  \ 
payment  of  existing  unfunded  loans  and  liabilities,  andf 
establishment  of  additional  sinking  funds  from 
already  available  and  at  our  disposal,  for  the  redemp4iQft4 
the  funded  loans  without  resort  to  further  taxation  for  f 
purpose,  the  Legislature  of  1868  made  ample  provisioiij 
the  payment  of  nearly  six  millions  of  liabilities,  incln 
the  Go&st  Defence  Loan  and  the  new  Loan  in  aid  of  tbe ' 
and  Greenfield  Railroad  and  Hoosac  Tunnel. 

As  the  result  of  that  legislation,  almost  three  millioiisi 
dollars  previously  advanced  from 'temporary  loans  and 
the  ordinary  revenue,  in  anticipation  of  the  sale  of  s 
have  been  restored  to  the  common  uses  of  the  treasazyl 
while  the  payment  at  maturity  of  all  but  $352,000  of  flt 
entire  funded  loan  is  now  fuUy  secured  by  wdl-endopeij 
sinking  funds,  which,  with  their  legitimate  accamiilatioa%] 
will  be  ample  for  that  purpose,  without  the  unwelcomd 
tingency  of  taxation.  For  the  payment  of  the  small  amooiit  | 
thus  unprovided  for  by  specific  legislation,  most  of  it  msituriag  | 
in  1870--72,  the  surplusage  of  funds  already  established  wiH 
be  much  more  than  sufficient. 

77ie  Massachusetts  Funds  and  their  Securities, 
In  connection  with  the  subject  of  finance,  every  tax-pajv 
will  be  especially  gratified  to  know  that  the  securities  ii 
which  the  funds  are  invested,  a  very  large  proportion  of  thea 
being  Massachusetts  bonds,  possess  a  market  value  neazfy 
one-sixth  more  than  their  cost.  The  assets  belonging  to  tbe 
seventeen  Sinking  and  Trust  Funds  of  the  State  amount  to 
more  than  twelve  millions  of  dollars,  and  the  sggngaia 
market  value  of  their  securities  exceeds  the  amount  of 
original  investments  by  nearly  one  mUHan  eiffht  ktmdnd 
thousand  dollars. 

The  several  Sinking  Funds  applicable  to  the  redempHtm  o/ 
the  Funded  Debt  alr^y  amount  in  the  aggregate  to  ste 
and  a  half  millions  of  dollars — considerably  more  than  one- 
third  of  the  entire  debt.  When  it  is  considered  that  iba 
maturing  of  this  debt  is  graded  over  intervals  ext^ding 
onward  for  more  than  thirty  years,  it  will  be  at  oaoe  sm 
that  these  funds,  with  their  natural  accumulations,  cannot 
fail  to  become  in  the  aggregate  largely  in  excess  of  tbe 
amount  actually  required  for  liquidation.  B^des,  the 
securities  in  which  they  are  invested  have  at  the  present  time 
a  market  value  of  more  than  one  and  a  quarter  mHUonsof 
dollars  above  the  original  investment  or  cost. 
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ssTJiredly,  in  view  of  this  largely  enhanced  value  of  its 
Is,  unusual  if  not  unprecedented  in  the  history  of  States, 
•y  citizen  of  Massachusetts  may  cherish  pride  in  its  finan- 
oredit  at  home  and  abroad.  Our  bonds,  of  which  the 
En.ent  of  both  principal  and  interest  in  gold  is  sacredly 
jr3.ritied  and  unerringly  fulfilled,  command  everywhere  a 
fidence  not  surpassed  in  the  conunerce  of  J;he  globe. 

TB  LX>AN  TO  BOSTON,  HARTFORD  AND  ERIE  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

By  chapter  284  of  the  acts  of  the  year  1867,  a  State  loan 
three  millions  of  dollars  was  made  to  the  Boston,  Hartford 
i  Erie  Eailroad  Company,  to  enable  it  to  complete  its  road 
Hie  Hudson  River.  The  absolute  granting  or  delivery  of 
s  subsidy  was  by  the  act  made  contingent  upon  the  fulfil- 
^nt  of  certain  conditions  which  should  be  made  to  appear 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  of  the 
ttomey-Qeneral,  and  of  certain  commissioners  to  be  ap- 
inted  under  the  sixth  section.  I  deemed  it  fortunate  for 
le  State,  that  upon  this  commission  I  was  enabled  to  procure 
le  services  of  Messrs.  George  T.  Bigelow,  Emory  Washburn 
id  Samuel  Ashbumer. 

The  Commissioners,  after  long  and  thorough  investigation, 
lade  an  extended  report  upon  Uie  whole  subject,  and  in 
inclusion  expressed  the  opinion  that,  if  the  means  and 
esources  of  the  company  should  be  honestly  and  judiciously 
Lsed,  and  with  a  reasonable  degree  of  energy,  enterprise 
nd  economy,  the  road  might  be  thereby  constructed  and 
Qoderately  equipped,  and  they  accordingly  recommended 
he  allowance  by  the  Governor  and  Council  of  a  loan  of 
M^rip  for  the  work  already  done  and  equipment  purchased. 
k  copy  of  this  report  is  herewith  communicated.  This 
locument  was  transmitted  to  the  Attorney-General,  with  the 
request  that  he  would  report  upon  the  various  matters  in 
which  his  concurrent  action  was  required.  A  copy  of  his 
reply  is  also  transmitted. 

It  was  quite  obvious  to  my  mind  that  it  was  the  design  of 
the  Legislature  to  secure  the  separate  and  responsible  judg- 
ment of  the  Governor  and  Council  upon  each  of  thq  partic- 
ulars named  in  the  act  as  necessary  to  be  shown.  It  also 
became  early  apparent  that  the  principal  questions  concerning 
which  doubts  would  exist,  were,  whether  the  requirements  of 
the  statute  concerning  the  payment  and  canceUatiou  of  the 
mortgage  debts  secured  by  the  underlying  mortgages  on  that 
part  of  the  road  this  side  of  Southbridge  and  WiUimautic  had 
been  complied  with,  and  whether  the  company  had  satisfac- 
torily shown  that  they  would  be  able,  without  further  aid 
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from  this  Commonwealth,  to  complete  their  line  from 
to  Fishkm  before  May  27, 1872. 

Deeply  impressed  with  the  responsibility  imposed  uftm 
in  respect  to  these  questions,  I  gave  my  careful  and 
attention  to  the  examination  of  tixQ  details  which 
light  upon  them. 

A  considerable  discrepancy  was  found  to  exist  in  the 
statements  of  fhe  outstanding  bonds  which  are  secured 
the  underlying  mortgages.    This  discrepancy  was 
relieved  by  subsequent    explanations;    and  a   bond 
personal  sureties  was  required,  in  the  penal  sum  of  one 
lion  of  dollars,  to  protect  the  franchise  and  property  d 
in  the  Berdell  mortgage  from  the  uncancelled  bonds, 
dispensing  with  the  necessity  of  a  precise  ascertainment 
the  number  of  bonds  outstanding,  which  indeed 
impracticable. 

The  Committee  of  the  Council,  to  whom  I  referred  tik 
question,  became  satisfied  that  the  company  will  be  abkli 
complete  their  line  of  road  to  FishkUl  within  the 
specified  by  the  act,  without  further  aid  from  this  Gomni*' 
wealth,  as  appears  by  their  report,  a  copy  of  which  is  b^l^ 
with  submitted.  Wishing,  however,  rigidly  to  test  the  ost- 
clusion  to  which  the  Committee  of  the  Council  had  oqbi 
upon  this  latter  subject,  I  addressed  to  the  Commissioneni 
supplementary  communication,  which  expressed  the  doiAti 
that  still  remained  in  my  mind,  and  the  want  of  full  isA^ 
mation,  which,  as  it  seemed  to  me,  still  existed,  upon  certiii 
facts  bearing  upon  the  question ;  and  a  copy  of  this  eomam- 
nication,  and  of  the  reply  of  the  Commissioners,  is  alsoheie- 
with  sent  to  the  Legislature. 

By  this  reply,  the  validity  of  the  acceptances  of  the  Erie 
Railroad  did  not  appear  to  be  established,  and  I  was  not  abb 
quite  to  concur  with  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  dot 
it  would  seem  a  fair  estimate  to  ofiset  the  accruing  interai 
money,  which  the  company  would  apparently  be  obliged  ta 
pay,  against  the  earnings  of  the  road.  Up  to  this  time  it 
had  been  assumed  that  the  full  period  allowed  by  tlie  act  for 
the  completion  of  the  road  to  Fishkill  might  be  occupied  in 
doing  the  work.  It  was  obvious  that  an  amount  of  aboet 
$3,000,000  would  become  due  for  interest  before  the  end  d 
that  period.  By  the  last  exhibit  of  the  Commissioners,  ^ 
sums  to  be  paid  by  the  company  exceeded  their  pecaniuT 
resources,  now  within  their  control.  There  were  ako  oertaifi 
other  matters  of  detail  concerning  which  I  desired  fiircfttf 
information.  I  therefore  presented  certain  inquiries  to  the 
officers  of  the  company,  a  copy  of  which,  and  of  their  replies 
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lereto,  and  of  an  accompanying  opinion  of  Mr.  William  M« 
varts  is  transmitted  to  you. 

By  these  replies,  it  appeared  that  it  is  the  purpose  of  the 
^mpany  nearly  or  quite  to  complete  their  line  of  road  to 
ishkill  during  the  present  year ;  and,  upon  personal  confer- 
ace  with  Mr.  Ashbumer,  one  of  the  Commissioners,  himself 
civil  engineer  of  large  experience  in  this  kind  of  work,  I 
ecame  satisfied  that  this  may  be  done.  This  early  comple- 
on  of  the  road  will  greatly  diminish  the  amount  of  interest 
>  be  paid. 

This  opinion  of  Mr.  Evarts  was  submitted  to  the  Attorney- 
teneral,  and  he  deemed  it  satisfactory  to  establish  the  liability 
f  the  Erie  Railroad  Company  for  the  bonds  which  they 
iave  received.  But  it  should  now  be  stated  that  the  accept- 
ances of  the  Erie  Company  have  since  been  anticipated  by 
he  cash  payment  of  the  whole  amount. 

Upon  the  whole  case,  as  thus  presented,  the  question  then 
■emained,  what  rule  should  be  adopted  as  a  guide  by  which 
»  determine  whether  the  company  will  be  able  to  complete 
their  line  of  road  to  Fishkill  without  further  aid  from  the 
Commonwealth  ?  Were  they  to  be  required  to  demonstrate 
mathematically  an  actual  present  ability,  from  means  now 
irithin  their  control,  to  meet  the  necessary  disbursements  ? 
Or,  would  they  meet  the  requirement  of  the  statute  by 
making  it  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  reason  and  con- 
science that  in  all  human  probability  they  will  be  able  to 
accomplish  the  work  ?  Accepting  the  latter  as  the  true  rule, 
bearing  in  mind  the  Taluation  which  the  public  have  now  for 
a  long  time  put  upon  the  shares  of  the  company,  and  believ- 
ing that  this  indicates  the  existence  of  a  borrowing  capacity 
on  the  part  of  the  company  yet  remaining,  which  is  equal  to 
the  difference  between  the  required  disbursements  and  their 
present  actual  means,  I  felt  constrained  to  grant  the  first  in- 
stalments of  the  loan  in  accordance  with  the  certificate  of  the 
Commissioners.  Five  hundred  thousand  dollars  expressed 
in  sterling  bonds  have  accordingly  been  already  delivered. 

My  individual  judgment  is  adverse  to  the  practice  which 
has  sprung  up  of  late  years  in  the  Legislature  of  granting 
large  sums  of  money  conditioned  upon  the  discretionary 
action  of  the  Governor  and  Council.  It  may  well  be  doubted 
whether  in  gome  instances  of  this  kind  the  Executive  De- 
partment has  not  been  charged  with  a  trust  of  finance  which 
belongs  peculiarly  to  the  Legislature.  BPowever  that  may 
be,  acting  under  a  responsibility  to  execute  the  law,  and 
after  an  amount  of  time,  care  and  thought  bestowed  upon

see  to  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  provided  for  such 
So  inadequate  as  to  the  compensation  of  the  Goi 
are  the  provisions  of  chapter  twenty-^ight  of  the  acfe 
1862,  under  which  alone  such  appointment  could  be  mi^ 
that  I  found  it  impracticable  to  obtain  the  services  of  uf 
person  upon  the  commission  whose  scientific  or  piofeasiiWil 
studies  peculiarly  fitted  him  for  this  particular  investigate 
In  a  matter  so  profoundly  interesting  in  its  relations  to  poli^ 
ical  and  domestic  economy,  afiecting  directly  the  proper^ 
and  health  of  the  people,  the  limitations  of  the  statute  ia 
effect  deprived  the  State  of  the  official  service  of  a  reputatb 
physician  or  veterinary  surgeon.  But  the  good  inH  vai 
patriotic  spirit  of  two  men  of  practical  wisdom  enabled  me 
to  so  far  organize  the  commission  as  to  keep  watch  at  t^ 
frontier  points  of  delivery  of  cattle  to  our  railroads,  and, 
generally,  to  protect  our  markets  and  herds. 

Late  in  the  autumn  I  further  appointed  Dr.  E.  F.  Thayer, 
a  veterinary  surgeon  of  approved  repute,  to  represent  this 
Commonwealth  in  a  convention  of  Commissioners  &om 
several  States,  held  in  Springfield,  Illinois,  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  whole  subject.  Twelve  States  were  represai(e<I 
in  this  assembly,  whose  deliberations  resulted  in  the  approval 
of  a  series  of  measures  tp  be  recommended  to  the  L^isla- 
tures  of  the  States.  These  will  be  found  contained  in  tb 
report  of  the  Commissioner,  which  is  now  transmitted  to  tte

roy  last  annual  message  I  expressed  my  readiness  to 
ove  the  plan  of  the  Commissioners  for  the  protection 
preservation  of  the  harbor  at  Provincetown  so  soon  as 
Legislature  should  enlarge  the  appropriation  sufficiently 
aeet  the  estimate  of  cost.

he  undertaking. 

'he  protection  and  preservation  of  Cape  Cod  Harbor,  so 
ortant  to  the  State  and  nation,  has  been  a  subject  of  in- 
«t  for  many  years.  The  United  States  Engineers  have 
^n  it  their  attention  from  time  to  time  since  the  fii'st 
itary  survey  by  Col.  J.  D.  Graham  in  1838-4-5,  and 
ious  works  have  been  undertaken  there,  mostly,  however, 
gmall  proportions.  Col.  Graham  called  the  attention  of 
I  Government  to  the  importance  of  closing  up  East  Har- 
'  Inlet,  and  pointed  out  the  danger  of  the  ocean  breaking 
ougb  the  low  and  narrow  gaps  in  the  outside  beach  at  the 
icad  of  the  meadows."  Various  Boards  of  United  States 
igineers  and  State  Commissioners  have  examined  and  re- 
tted these  sources  of  danger,  and  plans  have  been  proposed 
r  closing  the  Inlet  of  East  Harbor  ;  one  for  a  strong  stone. 
£6  of  double  walls  filled  in  with  sand,  and  one  for  a  dike 

loaded  crib  work. 

Circumstances,  however,  seem  to  have  prevented  action  in 
gard  to  any  of  these  proposed  improvements,  until,  in  the 
>inion  of  those  most  familar  with  it,  the  condition  of  the 
arbor  became  so  critical  that  a  special  Board  of  State  Com- 
lissioners  was  appointed,  with  an  eminent  hydraulic  engineer, 
Jr.  James  B.  Francis,  as  its  chairman,  for  the  purpose  of 
Bvising  practical  means  for  the  "  protection  and  preserva- 
on"  of  the  Harbor. 

As  a  basis  for  study  and  action,  this  Board  called  upon 
W.  Benjamin  Peirce,  Superintendent  of  the  United  States 
least  Survey,  for  a  thorough  survey  of  the  ground  in  ques- 
ion,  in  order  to  show,  by  comparison  with  the  survey  of  Col. 
Jraham,  the  character  and  extent  of  the  changes  which 
hirty-two  years  had  effected.  This  survey  was  executed  by 
iissistant  H.  L.  Whiting  of  the  Coast  Survey,  and  showed 
M)Qclu8ively  that  changes  injurious  to  the  Harbor  had 
)ccurred  and  were  progressing.  To  prevent  these  injuries 
t  became  necessary  to  close  the  Inlet  of  East  Harbor.  . 

It  should  be  noted  that  this  Inlet  was  a  powerful  tidal 
vater-way  more  than  a  thousand  feet  in  width,  through 
which  the  column  of  the  tide  of  Massachusetts  Bay,  ranging 
69 
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from  nine  to  sixteen  feet  in  height,  rushed  in  and  oat,i 
and  emptying  ^'  East  Harbor" — a  lagoon  containing  a 
of  one  thousand  acres  at  high  tides.    The  material 
sides  and  bottom  of  this  Inlet  was  coarse,  loose  sand, 
ing  no  foundation  for  any  solid  structure.    Closing  this  j 
and  stopping  a  water-way  far  more  powerful  than 
either  tlie  Connecticut  or  Merrimack  Rivers,  at  Sf 
or  Lowell,  was  a  problem  of  great  uncertainty,  and 
a  novel  one  in  the  history  of  our  coast  or  harbor 
ment  or  river  damming. 

The  plan  of  the  structure  prepared  by  Mr.  Francas ' 
result  of  careful  examination  and  profound  study, : 
volved  an  estimated  expenditure  of  $149,134.80. 
making  this  appropriation  was  passed  by  the  Jjsfpsla 
the  19th  of  May,  and  the  plans  of  the  Commissioneis  \ 
at  once  approved  by  the  Governor  and  Council.    As  mi 
tracts  or  otlier  defiiiite  arrangements  could  be  made 
after  the  act  of  appropriation,  a  short  working 
left  for  the  Commissioners  to  collect  material  and  cooc 
forces  at  East  Harbor.    Active  operations  were  oon 
there  on  the  26th  of  June,  and  on  the  4th  of  November| 
Inlet  was  successfully  and  permanently  closed. 

The  work  which  has  produced  this  important  result  i 
timber  dam  of  great  strength  and  perfection.  A  foundai 
for  this  structure  had  to  be  created.  This  was  don^l 
double  rows  of  sheet  piling,  driven  from  twelve  to  fou 
feet  into  the  sand,  then  cut  off  just  above  the  bottom  \ 
of  the  channel  and  heavily  planked  over,  to  prevent  tbe  \ 
in  its  pressure,  from  bursting  through  the  treacherous  i 
rial  beneath  the  structure  and  undermining  it. 
wings  were  also  built  on  either  side  of  tlie  Inlet,  with  s 
piling  driven  equally  deep  and  carried  far  up  into  the  i 
shores  above  high  water. 

So  complete  have  been  all  parts  of  this  structure  tbati 
an  accident  or  an  interruption  has  occurred  daring  its  ] 
ress,  nor  a  smgle  fault,  which,  if  allowed,  might  have  j 
volved  the  failure  of  the  whole  work.    When  all  was 
on  November  4th,  the  main  superstructure  of  tbe 
dam  was  shut  down — like  an  immense  water-gate— <ia 
tlie  period  of  one  tide.    All  that  now  remains  to  be  doDe| 
to  fill  in  sand,  in  accordance  with  the  original  phm,  oo^ 
ing  the  whole  wooden  structure  and  forming  a  dike  as  sol 
and  permanent  as  the  shore  and  beach  on  either  side  of  I 
About  one  thousand  cubic  yards  of  sand  are  now  filling  m 
per  day,  at  which  rate  the  embankment  will  be  completed  ir 
a  few  months. 
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»  character  and  proportions  of  this  work  may  be  better 
^stood  by  stating  that  it  contains  about  one  million  feet 
nber ;  that  three  thousand  piles  have  been  driven  in  . 
lid,  most  of  them  to  an  unusual  depth  in  such  material. 
ty  tons  of  iron  have  been  used,  and  six  thousand  tons 
»ne, — the  latter  as  a  guard  to  prevent  the  tearing  action 
d  water  through  the  sand.  A  large  number  of  sand 
have  also  been  used  for  the  same  purpose,  and  many 

held  in  reserve.  This  structure,  which  has  closed  East  . 
lor  Inlet,  is  altogether  worthy  of  the  reputation  of  Mr. 
eis,  the  engineer  who  planned  it.  Although  somewhat 
»te  froni  his  accustomed  field  of  labor,  every  condition 
iccess,  as  well  as  every  danger,  was  anticipated.  The 
lates  were  made  with  such  precision  as  almost  exactly 
^incide  with  the  actual  outlay. 

dfore  any  work  was  undertaken  at  East  Harbor,  Mr, 
icis  resigned  his  connection  with  the  Commission,  and 
Paul  Hill  appointed  in  bis  place.  Great  credit  is  due  to 
untiring  zeal  and  energy  of  this  gentleman,  under  whose 
lediate  direction  the  work  has  been  principally  conducted, 
his  rapid  execution,  and  rare  ability  to  meet  every  emer- 
cy,  be  has  prevented  any  waste  of  the  money  of  the 
ke.  The  other  members  of  the  Board,  General  R.  A. 
roe,  and  Mr.  James  Gifibrd,  have  shai*ed  in  this  spirit  and 
ion,  and  the  labors  of  this  Commission  have  not  only  been 
fiecuted  with  great  energy  and  complete  success,  but  with 
economy  quite  unusual  in  works  undertaken  by  the  State, 
d  we  may  expect  here  the  unusual  gratification  of  an 
portant  work  costing  less  than  its  appropriation  by  a 
ffgin  of  between  twenty-five  and  thirty  thousand  dollars — 
3r  sixteen  per  cent. 

Important  work  has  been  done  by  the  General  Govem- 
3nt  daring  the  last  six  months,  under  the  able  supervision 

General  J.  G.  Foster,  of  the  U.  S.  Engineers,  in  addition 
works  previously  constructed  for  the  preservation  of  the 
arbor. 

At  Beach  Point,  an  extensive  bulkhead  of  brush  has  been 
instructed,  extending  from  the  termination  of  the  old 
oeden  bulkhead  to  the  extremity  of  the  bridge  across  East 
[arbor  Inlet — ^a  distance  of  one  thousand  feet — having  along 
8  whole  length  jetties  fifty  feet  apart  and  fifty  feet  in  length, 
be  construction  of  the  bulkhead  and  jetties,  being  of  brush 
iterlaced  around  and  between  .rows  of  pickets  driven  firmly 
ito  the  sand  and  weighted  with  layers  of  stone  interspersed 
broughout  the  mass  of  brush,  has  made  the  most  admirable 
ind  eSectiTe  beach  protection  that  has  ever  been  provided 
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for  these  wasting  shores.  Its  adaptation  to  Ae  case  la  i 
tion  is  already  manifest  by  the  accumulation  of  sasd 
the  shore  of  Beach  Point.  General  Foster  intends  toi 
this  bulkhead  to  the  southward  over  the  site  of  Ae  1 
wooden  structure,  and  also,  if  necessary,  to  extend  it  i 
ward,  and  unite  it  with  the  Commissioners'  Dike. 

As  there  appeared  well-grounded  apprehension 
encroachment  of  the  ocean  upon  the  outer  beach 
the  head  of  the  meadows  would  result  in  the  sea 
through  the  narrow  ridge  of  sand  in  some  great 
was  decided  by  General  Poster  to  construct  a  sal 
dike  across  the  meadow  at  the  ^  wading  place" — c 
High  Head — so  that  even  if  a  break  should  oeeur 
outer  beach,  the  sea  would  come  no  farther  towaid 
harbor. 

Upon  Long  Point,  near  the  light-house,  about  one 
sand  tons  of  stone  have  been  uniformly  distributed 
beach,  and,  with  the  stone  previously  placed  there, 
an  efficient  protection  against  the  abrasion  of  the  waves 
currents  upon  the  shore. 

An  excellent  understanding  exists  between  the  U.  & 
giueer  in  charge — General  Foster — and  the  Engineers! 
Commissioners  of  the  State,  leading  to  a  cordial  co-apem 
in  all  plans  and  works  calculated  to  improve  and  protect' 
important  Harbor.  And  I  desire  to  express  a  public  M^ 
tion  to  Professor  Peirce,  to  his  Assistant,  'Mr.  HeailF' 
Whiting,  and  to  Gteneral  Poster,  for  the  prompt  and 
assistance  which  they  have  constantly  rendered. 

I  have  thought  it  advisable  to  explain  tliis  work 
in  detail  on  account  of  its  intrinsic  importance,  and 
ially  in  order  that  full  information  as  to  the  subject  Btf^ 
at  hand  in  an  official  form  whenever  the  State  shidl  ciS 
the  federal  government  for  reimbursement,  as  contem] 
in  the  original  act  of  appropriation  passed  in  1867. 

MASSAGHtJSETTS  WAR  CLAIM. 

I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you  two  commnni 
dated  respectively  November  25th  and  December  llth. 
the  State  Agent  at  Washington,  Lieut.  Col.  Gardiner  Tu 
setting  forth  succinctly  what  has  been  accomplished  since^ 
close  of  the  war  in  settling  our  military  claims  again^^ 
United  States.  Until  the  beginning  of  the  year  l^^l 
preparation  and  presentation  of  our  accounts  for  these  cU 
was  under  charge  of  the  Auditor  of  the  Commonwealth' 
February  of  that  year  I  withdrew  this  bu^ess  boB  » 
office,  and  have  caused  it  to  be  conducted  since  vo^ 
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wn  supervision.  During  the  administration  of  my  prede- 
essor  fire  diflTereut  accounts,  for  the  aggregate  sum  of 
8,501,766.50,  had  been  presented  against  the  United  States. 
)f  this  sum,  when  I  came  to  the  executive  office,  there  were 
uspended  or  disallowed  items  to  the  amount  of  $946,006.76, 
jid  none  of  these  suspensions  or  disallowances  had  been  re- 
eked. My  first  measure  was  to  commit  the  accounts,  with 
ill  the  papers  appertaining  to  them,  to  Colonel  A.  6.  Browne, 
Fr.,  the  military  secretary  of  my  predecessor,  to  examine 
hem  critically,  and  report  what  in  his  opinion  could  be 
uscomplished  towards  removing  the  objections  raised  by  the 
Jnited  States,  and  the  best  mode  for  doing  so ;  with  in- 
structions to  consult  with  me  personally  from  time  to  time 
A  the  progress  of  his  investigation.  This  task  occupied 
Qolonel  Browne  for  several  months,  and  in  August,  1867,  he 
made  a  report  advising  that  all  but  a  comparatively  incon- 
nderable  portion  of  the  items  suspended  or  disallowed  could 
1)6  reinforced  by  such  additional  proofs  and  explanations,  as, 
onder  tiie  amended  rules  of  the  accounting  officers  of  the 
[Inited  States,  would  procure  the  withdrawal  of  the  objec- 
tions. And  he  recommended  that  the  business  of  preparing 
these  proofs  and  explanations,  (many  of  which,  from  his 
acquaintance  with  our  military  administration  during  the 
war,  he  was  himself  able  to  suggest,)  should  be  intrusted 
to  some  special  officer  who  should  be  able  to  superintend  it 
here  and  also  to  present  them  personally  at  Washington. 
This  recommendation  concurring  with  my  own  judgment,  I 
selected  and  detailed  for  that  duty,  Lieut.  Col.  Tufts,  whose 
reports  above  referred  to  show  the  gratifying  result  that  out 
of  the  amount  of  $946,006.76  distdlowed  or  suspended  on 
those  five  accounts,  $932,113.77  (or  more  than  98J  per 
cent.,)  have  been  allowed  and  collected  during  the  year 
1868 ;  and  also  that,  on  a  sixth  account  for  133,498.29,  pre- 
pared and  presented  during  the  year,  $31,502.79  have  been 
allowed  by  the  third  auditor.  The  success  which  these 
figures  indicate  is  the  best  evidence  of  the  intelligence,  dis- 
cretion and  fidelity  with  which  the  work  has  been  executed. 
And  I  may  add  with  propriety  that  it  confirms  in  a  most 
satisfactory  manner  not  only  the  fact  that  our  military  ex- 
penditures in  behalf  of  the  United  States  during  the  war 
were  made  with  scrupulous  integrity  and  excellent  judg- 
ment, but  also  the  fact  that  our  accounts  were  kept  with 
corresponding  skill  and  accuracy.  The  entire  expense  to 
the  Commonwealth  of  these  protracted  and  voluminous  pro- 
ceedings has  been  only  about  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  of 
the  amount  recovered.    In  this  service,  distinguished  not 
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more  by  the  result  than  by  the  industry  and  fid^i 
accomplished  it,  the  labors  of  Col.  Browne,  Ijieut.  Gdl 
and  Mr.  Julius  L.  Clarke  have  been  conspicuoas.

There  is  a  considerable  amount  of  unpaid  bounte 
claims  which  should  for  the  most  part  be  treated  as  daaH 
or  fraudulent,  and  classified  as  follows: — 1st.  Bounties t 
parently  due — the  soldier's  record  being  clear,  but  no  4I 
cation  for  the  amount  having  been  made  hj  him  or  by  1 
heirs.  The  amount  of  this  class  is  small.  2d.  Doim 
claims — ^in  which  cases  the  evidence  of  enlistment  or^ 
is  incomplete,  and,  if  the  missing  evidence  be  supplied.^ 
bounty  would  become  due.  3d.  Improper  and  fiiu* ' 
claims.  This  class  would  include  men  who  enlist^ 
being  incapable  of  performing  service,  were  dischazgcd  t* 
out  United  States  pay,  but  who  claim  the  State  bounty;  «■ 
bounties  of  deserters,  claimed  by  agents  holding  orders  ftj 
the  soldiers,  and  who  advanced,  or  profess  to  have  advance! 
the  bounty  before  desertion. 

It  is  estimated  that  these  amount  altogether  to  a  total  i 
about  $370,000. 

Although  the  amount  of  bounties  really  due,  or  wWi 
will  become  due  in  the  future  by  the  required  evidence  b^ 
supplied,  will  not  probably  exceed  $25,000  or  $30,0W,* 
State  might  be  made  liable  for  a  large  part  of  the  foregoing 
estimate  by  relaxing  its  watchfulness,  or  by  unwise  \tp^ 
tion  opening  the  door  for  the  payment  of  any  of  the^  iO" 
proper  or  fraudulent  claims. 

To  guard  the  Treasury  against  such  exposure,  at  the  doa 
of  the  past  year  I  issued  an  order  directing  that  bountr 
claims  shall  first  be  submitted  to  a  commission  appomte<'^ 
the  Governor  for  investigation,  and  that,  if  found  to  be 
justly  due,  they  shall,  upon  the  approval  of  a  majoriJf<?/|^ 
Commissioners,  be  allowed  and  paid  upon  new  roUs  TOQcfced 
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and  approved  according  to  the  orders  heretofore  issued  by 
the  Executive.  I  beg  leave  to  remind  the  Qeneral  Court 
that  so  well  preserved,  classified  and  understood  are  the  re- 
cords of  this  department,  that  rarely  can  a  just  claim  come 
to  the  Legislature  on  appeal  from  rejection  by  the  Executive. 
The  danger  of  inconsiderate  liberdity  towards  this  class  of  * 
cases  will  increase  as  time  shall  elapse. 

I  transmit  a  communication  from  that  excellent]officer,  the 
late  Paymaster,  Mr.  William  H.  Porter,  relative  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  records  of  his  department.  The  names  of  all 
the  soldiers  appearing  upon  pay-rolls  are  now  registered, 
forty-two  thousand  in  dumber,  so  arranged  that  for  the  pur- 
pose of  reference  the  index  is  now  complete.  When  the 
work  shall  be  finished,  the  books  will  be  indispensable,  not 
only  for  reference  to  the  original  vouchers,  but  as  ledgers 
giving  the  bounty  account  of  each  soldier.  Completed,  they 
will  exhibit  a  system  as  nearly  perfect  as  that  of  any  gov- 
ernment ;  and,  for  the  amount  of  bounties  paid  and  for  the 
manner  of  their  payment  to  the  soldiers  of  Massachusetts, 
tliey  cannot  fail  to  warrant  the  patriotic  pride  of  every 
citizen. 

THE    INLAND  FISHERIES. 

Tliere  is  one  feature  of  the  official  transactions  of  the  last 
three  years  which  relates  to  the  development  of  a  branch  of 
industry  allied  to  agriculture,  of  special  value  in  point  of 
view  both  of  science  and  practical  use.  I  refer  to  the  labors 
of  the  Commissioners  who  have  had  in  charge  the  re-estab- 
lishment and  protection  of  inland  fisheries.  Although  the 
deep-sea  fisheries  have  always  been  regarded  as  a  productive 
source  of  wealth  and  power,  encouraged  by  bounties  and 
protected  by  treaties,  yet,  until  within  a  very  recent  period, 
the  profit  and  advantage  of  stocking  our  own  streams  had 
never  been  realized  or  even  estimated.  In  1856  Commis- 
sioners were  appointed  by  the  Legislature  to  investigate  the 
subject  of  artificially  propagating  fish ;  but  their  labors  ended 
in  a  few  experiments  and  a  report.  Nearly  ten  years  passed 
before  attention  was  again  attracted  to  the  subject  by  the 
complaints  of  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont  of  the  damage 
we  had  done  to  their  fisheries  by  artificial  dams  on  the  Merri- 
mack and  the  Connecticut.  Li  our  efforts  to  encourage 
manufactures,  we  had  thoughtlessly  barricaded  those  great 
rivers  against  the  ascent  of  fish.  The  propriety  and  justice 
of  these  complaints  were  recognized  at  once ;  and,  in  April 
1865,  the  appointment  of  commissioners,  Mr.  Theodore 
Lyman  and  Mr.  A.  A.  Reed,  was  authorized  to  investigate 
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them,  whose  report,  rendered  in  December  1865, 
interest  in  the  subjects  which  it  treated  as  universad 
been  the  previous  ignorance  or  indifference.     It  m 
clearly  the  quantity  of  fish  formerly  taken   in  those 
the  diminution  of  it  through  obstructions  and  pollul 
the  water,  the  method  of  constructing  fishways,  aoi 
natural  history  of  the  salmon,  the  shad  and  other 
fishes,  which  once  abounded  in  our  streams  ;  and 
how  the  work  of  re-stocking  must  be  of  gradual 
from  which   few  results    popularly  appreciable  coaU 
counted  on  in  less  than  five  years. 

In  May  1866,  the  appointment  of  the  present  bond 
commissioners  (Mr.  Lyman  and  Mr.  A.    R.  Field,) 
authorized  by  the  General  Court,  and  a  small  appropn' 
made  for  river  improvemehts,  to  be  expended  under 
direction.    Before  the  beginning  of  the  next  jear,  ibi 
the  cordial  co-operation  of  the  mill-owners  of  Lawienee 
Lowell,  the  Merrimack  was  opened  by  fishways ;  and  (i 
was  more  important,)  general  attention  was  drawn  to, 
public  interest  excited  in,  the  methods  for  re-stockii^^ 
only  that  river,  but  all  our  streams  and  ponds.     By  the ' 
of  1867,  the  general  powers  of  the  Conunissioners 
enlarged,  authority  was  given  to  them  to  cause  fishways  to 
built  over  all  dams,  and  to  re-stock  ponds  as  well  as  lin 
and  the  fishing  for  shad  or  salmon  in  the  Mexrimad  i*{ 
prohibited  for  five  years.    During  the  remainder  of  fl* 
year  they  gave  special  attention  to  the  artificial  proptf^sM 
of  fish,  and  the  report  which  they  rendered  a  year  t^ 
stimulated  in  a  most  gratifying  manner  the  interest  of  tki 
community  in  that  branch  of  the  general  subject.    On  ih 
Connecticut  the  breeding  of  shad,  by  the  processes  desc^ibei, 
was  undertaken  on  a  large  scale.    On  the  Merrimaci:  btp 
numbers  of  shad  were  taken  into  the  waters  above  the  dasfi) 
and  left  to  breed  there  naturally.    But,  in  regard  to  * 
building  of  fishways  during  the  year,  the  mill-owners  i 
Holyoke,  on  the  Connecticut,  being  called  upon  to  follow  Ita  ^ 
example  of  those  of  Lowell  and  Lawrence  on  the  Merrimad^ 
showed  themselves  not  moved  by  the  same  public  spirit,  m 
even  threw  obstructions  in  the  way  of  the  Commissioners,  to 
which  I  asked  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  of  1868,  vbo 
voted  an  appropriation  to  make  a  fishway  over  the  dm  t^ 
Hadley's  Palls,  in  case  the  water-power  company  should  n^ 
be  liable  to  build  it.    The  Commissioners'  report  for  i^ 
which  I  havQ  the  honor  herewith  to  lay  before  you,  sets  for* 
fully  their  present  relations  with  that  company.     Thefish^/ 
has  not  been  built,  for  reasons  which  are  there  stated,  ao^^ 
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which  I  ask  your  especial  attention,  since  we  owe  to  New 
Hampshire  and  Vermont  an  explanation  of  the  causes  of 
delay. 

I  beg,  also,  your  consideration  of  all  the  lesser  points  on 
which  the  Commissioners  suggest  the  expediency  of  legisla- 
tion, among  which  they  mention  the  need  of  protecting  the 
white  perch  in  the  same  manner  as  the  smelt,  and  of  amend- 
ing all  statutes  which  now  protect  pickerel,  so  as  on  the 
contrary  to  hold  out  inducements  to  destroy  them;  and 
particularly  the  need  of  co-operative  legislation  with  Con- 
necticut to  check  the  indiscriminate  slaughter  of  young  shad 
by  the  pound-fisheries.  That  State  has  already  passed  a 
statute  on  the  subject,  limited  to  take  effect  on  the  passage 
of  a  similar  act  by  Massachusetts.  And  to  the  further 
recommendations  of  the  Commissioners  for  a  general  reyisal 
of  all  our  statutes  on  the  subject  of  inland  fisheries,  for  the 
withdrawal,  so  far  as  the  Legislature  may  have  power  to  do 
so,  of  the  public  privilege  of  free  fishing  in  the  rivers  and 
great  ponds,  and  for  the  enactment  of  laws  giving  to  the 
raisers  of  fish  some  measure  of  the  security  of  their  rights 
of  property  which  we  afford  to  the  raisers  of  other  live  stock, 
I  beg  your  earnest  and  favorable  attention.  The  need  of  all 
this  is  so  fully  and  simply  expressed  by  the  Commissioners 
themselves,  that  I  have  only  occasion  to  add  that  I  am  per- 
sonally convinced  of  the  wisdom,  policy  and  expediency  of 
all  the  measures  which  they  urge,  as  demanded  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  a  branch  of  industry  which  promises  a  great 
and  certain  increase  of  domestic  comfort,  private  wealth  and 
public  revenue. 

I  cannot  leave  this  topic  without  adding  what  will  meet 
from  no  one  with  more  cordial  concurrence  than  from  his 
fellow  commissioners,  that  what  has  been  accomplished  in 
this  new  and  important  field  is  due  chiefly  to  Mr.  Lyman, 
who,  working  with  a  rare  combination  of  enthusiasm  and 
persistency,  has  already  gained  results  which  are  no  less 
gratifying  to  the  political  economist  than  to  the  natural 
philosopher. 

THE  DEPARTMENT  OP  CHARITIES. 

The  work  of  the  Department  of  the  Charities,|  Reforms 
and  Corrections,  in  the  extent  and  variety  of  its  details, 
exceeds  that  of  any  other  Bureau  of  the  State  government. 
Official  duty  and  personal  interest  have  combined  to  lead  me 
to  a  close  examination  of  the  system  which  controls  them, 
both  as  originally  adopted  and  as  modified  by  successive  Leg- 
islatures, and  to  a  continuous  observation  of  its  workings. 

60 
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As  the  result,  I  have  assured  myself  that  this 
well  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  Commonwealth  at  ^ 
of  its  establishment,  and  that  the  alterations  uecessc 
exigencies  then  unforeseen  have  been  devised  in  a 
judicious  liberality.    I  find,  of  course,  defects,  some  <rf 
are  inherent  and  inevitable  in  any  system,  and  cam 
entirely    obviated    by  excellence  of   administralioii : 
others  which  doubtless  are  but  temporary,  and  for  i 
future  legislators  will  unquestionably  provide,  whcnew 
are  persuaded  that  the  remedies  suggested  are  sound 
feasible.    It  is  too  much  to  expect  that  any  code  of  kv, 
any  organization  under  the  law,  designed  to  remedy  fan 
imperfections,  will  itself  be  perfect.     But  when  &a& 
humanity  is  combined,  in  its  advisory  and  executiFe    "" 
with  intelligence  and  high  culture,  with  a  matured  jus 
strong  will,  and  resolute  fidelity  of  performance,  we 
confidently  look  for  an  abatement  of  some  immediate^  c 
and  for  a  future  solution  of  many  difficult  problems  in 
treatment  of  the  pauper,  the  lunatic,  and  the  criminaL 

Such  a  supervision  I  am  convinced  that  we  enjoy,  and  1 
the  State  has  been  peculiarly  fortunate  in  the  wisdom  of 
Legislature  of  1863,  which,  after  thorough  investigational 
discussion,  created  the  Board  of  State  Charities.  In  (k 
high  character  and  ability  of  its  successive  chsdniien,Q^ 
Norcross  and  Dr.  Samuel  6.  Howe,  in  the  industry, 
and  great  ability  of  its  secretary  and  general  agent, 
retirement  from  office  is  a  most  serious  loss  to  the  Comms^ 
wealth  and  to  humanity,  and  in  the  working  capacity  ai 
the  honesty  of  its  subordinate  officers,  has  been  found  a 
example  of  that  combination  above  alluded  to,  whicb  ta 
wrought  remarkable  results.  Though  subjected  to  hu^ 
criticism  and  unreasonable  opposition,  proceeding  wmi^ 
from  those  unfamiliar  witli  its  specialty,  or  from  intere^ 
parties  afiected  by  its  measures  of  reform;  and  tboi^ 
hampered  by  delay  in  obtaining  much-needed  legisIatioii,i^ 
has  advanced  quietly  in  its  work  till  it  has  remoddled  th 
whole  arrangement  of  our  charities.  Retaining  what^v 
experience  had  proved  to  be  good  under  the  former  super- 
vision, it  has  abated  many  existing  evils,  cut  off  excrescenees, 
introduced  a  successful  classification,  and,  repladng  jesIooaeB 
between  institutions  with  cordiality  and  willingness  of  co- 
operation,  has  greatly  promoted  their  internal  disdplu)e,» 
well  as  the  economy  of  their  management.  On  referrinf  ^ 
its  record,  I  find  among  many  other  measures  of  utili^  ^ 
following  which  I  deem  it  fitting  to  mention. 
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It  has  brought  about  the  dosing  of  the  needless  and  ex- 
pensive hospital  at  lEtainsford  Island,  and  inaugurated  a 
system  of  providing  for  the  sick  poor  of  the  State  in  their 
respective  localities,  with  partial  or  complete  reimbursement 
to  the  cities  and  towns  from  the  Treasury  of  the  Gonunon- 
wealth, — ^a  policy  dictated  alike  by  justice  and  humanity. 

It  has  effected  an  extension  of  the  laws  of  settlement, 
thereby  preventing  hundreds  of  surviving  soldiers  and  of  the 
widows  and  orphans  of  the  dead  from  being  driven  to  the 
State  Almshouses,  and  so  has  probably  rendered  needless 
for  years  to  come  the  creation  of  any  more  large  public 
institutions.     > 

It  has  provided  agents  to  visit  the  thousands  of  children 
apprenticed  from  our  Almshouses  and  Reformatories,  many  of 
whom  had  formerly  been  grossly  defrauded  and  abused  without 
remedy  or  protection.  It  has  carried  through  the  establish- 
ment of  the  State  Workhouse  at  Bridgewater  for  the  restraint 
and  employment  of  the  vicious  and  vagrant  poor,  thereby 
nearly  superseding  the  almshouse  on  the  same  premises. 
Under  the  able  and  judicious  management  of  the  superin- 
tendent, Mr.  Geodspeed,  this  experiment  is  proving  a  com- 
plete success,  not  only  in  controlling  but  in  preventing 
volantary  pauperism,  in  preserving  infant  life,  and  compelling 
some  pecuniary  return  to  the  Commonwealth  for  the  burden 
thrown  upon  ite  Treasury  by  idleness  and  vice. 

It  has  put  in  operation  the  State  Primary  School  at  Monson, 
by  which  agency  hundreds  of  children  are  relieved  of  the 
disabUities  of  pauperism,  removed  from  the  exceptional 
classes,  and  restored  to  society  as  profitable  producers  instead 
of  dependent  consumers. 

It  has  secured  the  establishment  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum 
on  the  premises  of  the  State  at  Tewksbury,  for  the  reception 
of  the  chronic  insane,  thus  relieving  the  Commonwealth  from 
the  erection  and  maintenance  of  a  new  Lunatic  Hospital,  and 
providing  remunerative  employment  for  large  numbers  of 
the  insane. 

It  has  collected  and  collated  a  vast  amount  of  statistical 
information,  undervalued  perhaps  by  too  many  at  home,  but 
eagerly  sought  for  and  made  the  basis  of  legislative  action  by 
other  communities. 

In  the  five  years  of  its  existence,  ite  officers  have  examined 
more  than  60,000  immigrants  and  20,000  paupers;  have 
removed  from  the  State  or  otherwise  provided  for  10,000 
paupers,  including  550  lunatics,  (or  enough  to  fill  two 
additional    hospitals,)  most  of   whom    would    have    been 
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permanently  chargeable,  and  has  paid  into  the  Treasiuy 
more  than  $181,000. 

While  effecting  these  wholesome  reforms,  the  Board  has 
done  nothing  to  increase  the  number  of  public  dependenls, 
for  the  average  in  our  institutions  has  decreased  13  per  cent 
within  the  five  years  of  its  existence ;  neither  has  it  made 
any  undue  draft  upon  the  Treasury,  for  its  collections  have 
covered  its  expenses,  leaving  a  large  surplus ;  while  the  total 
expenditure  of  the  State  for  the  past  year,  in  the  department 
of  pauperism  and  lunacy,  will  not  reach  $300,000,  and,  re- 
ducing currency  to  gold,  does  not  exceed  the  auuual  outlay 
of  twelve  years  ago. 

In  my  annual  message  for  1867, 1  had  the  honor  to  recom- 
mend that  provision  be  made  within  our  own  limits  for  the 
education  of  the  deaf-mutes  of  the  Commonwealth.  Re- 
garding this  suggestion  with  favor,  the  Legislature  of  that 
year  incorporated  the  Clarke  Institution  for  Deaf-mutes, 
located  at  Northampton.  Through  the  munificence  of  tiie 
patron  and  constant  friend  whose  name  it  bears,  and  with 
but  moderate  assistance  from  the  State,  it  was  put  in  opera-  • 
tion  in  October  of  the  same  year,  under  the  charge  of  an 
enthusiastic  and  self-sacrificing  lady,  whom  I  mention  for  the 
sake  of  honor, — Miss  Harriet  B.  Rogers.  Several  visits, 
induced  at  first  by  a  sense  of  personal  responsibility,  have 
awakened  my  deepest  interest  in  its  welfare.  The  metiiodof 
articulation,  which  is  there  used  to  the  exclusion  of  all 
others,  was  not  regarded  by  experts  with  unanimous  favor, 
but  its  practical  siiccess  surpasses  what  I  had  deemed  to  be  « 
possible.  In  fact  one  hardly  knows  which  most  to  admire, 
the  ingenuity  and  the  philanthropic  zeal  of  tlie  teacher,  or 
the  wonderful  progress  and  attainments  of  the  pupils.  Al- 
ready from  distant  States  is  heard  the  voice  of  inquiry  and 
approval ;  and  I  trust  that  our  own  successive  Legislatures 
will  continue  to  cherish  with  the  kindest  care  this  latest  of 
the  benevolent  institutions  of  Massachusetts,  which  is  openiag 
a  new  world  to  the  fettered  mind  and  is  literally  teaching  the 
dumb  to  speak. 

I  cannot  close  this  statement  of  the  official  action  of  this 
Board,  without  adverting  again  to  the  high  order  of  talent 
which  has  been  so  freely  bestowed  for  the  public  service  in  one 
of  its  departments,  and  which  should  be  generously  remem- 
bered by  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  Secretary, 
Mr.  Prank  B.  Sanborn,  at  the  call  of  my  predecessor,  brought 
to  his  arduous  task  great  native  ability,  and  the  resources  of 
a  mind  well  stored  with  varied  learning  and  controlled  by 
the  instincts  and  training  of  a  scholar.     To  his  industry  and 
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research  we  owe  much  invaluable  statistical  information,  and 
facts  and  suggestions  of  the  utmost  importance,  touching  the 
moral  and  economical  management  of  our  Prisons  and  Jails, 
which  will  doubtless  form  the  basis  of  future  legislation ; 
and  it  is  to  his  extensive  acquaintance  and  correspondence 
that  we  are  largely  indebteded  for  that  publicity  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  his  Board  in  other  States  and  foreign  lands,  which 
has  so  materially  enhanced  the  reputation  and  the  influence 
.of  Massachusetts.  My  regret  at  his  retirement  will  be 
shared  by  all  who  believe  in  judicious  progress  and  who  love 
humanity. 

Nor  can  I  permit  the  retirement  of  the  general  agent  of 
the  Board,  Dr.  H.  B.  Wheelwright,  to  pass  without  an  ex- 
pression of  obligation.  It  does  not  easily  occur  that  for  the 
period  of  eleven  years  a  State  receives  fromone  of  its  oflficers 
the  benefit  of  so  great  executive  ability,  coupled  with  so 
philosophic  comprehension  of  the  subjects  of  investigation. 
Yt^ith  uncommon  quickness  to  detect  the  meritorious  from 
the  uudeserving,  the  rightful  claim  from  the  fraudulent  pre- 
text, with  a  knowledge  of  classes  and  cases  derived  from  as- 
siduous inquiry  and  quickened  by  sagacious  perception,  he 
has  long  been  a  master  of  his  department  and  a  conservator 
to  the  treasury.  To  him  we  are  indebted  for  organizing  at 
once  the  new  system  out  of  the  old,  and  for  demonstrating 
by  produced  results  that  economy  and  humanity  may  be 
united  in  the  performance  of  this  most  delicate  and  difficult 
duty  of  administration.  The  files  of  the  Auditor  and  Treas- 
urer are  evidence  that  no  accounting  officer  has  been  more 
punctilious.  Retiring  from  a  broad  field  of  labor  in  which 
he  has,  by  untiring  industry,  kept  the  exceptional  classes 
from  vicious  overgrowth,  saving  to  the  Commonwealth  each 
year  an  amount  which,  under  an  administrator  less  faithful 
or  intelligent,  would  have  proved  a  heavy  pecuniary  burden, 
he  has  left  on  the  records  of  the  Board  enduring  proofs  of 
his  efficiency  and  integrity. 

THE  PHYSICAL  SCIENCES — LOUIS  AGASSIZ. 

I  regret  to  have  to  communicate  to  you  the  resignation  by 
Mr.  William  Gray  of  the  position  of  a  trustee  of  the  Museum 
of  Comparative  Zoology.  The  act  incorporating  the  trustees, 
(chapter  two  hundred  and  eight  of  the  acts  of  1859,)  pro- 
vides that  *^  the  places  of  Louis  Agassiz  and  William  Gray, 
whenever  the  same  or  either  of  them  shall  become  vacant, 
sball  be  filled  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives."  The  retirement  of  Mr.  Gray  from  a 
place  in  which  for  nine  years  he  has  rendered  such  eminent 
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services  to  the  cause  of  education  marks  a  point  in  the  Vata 
of  this  institution,  at  which  it  may  be  neither  nni 
nor  uninteresting  briefly  to  review  what  have  been  its 
and  opportunities  of  usefulness,  and  what  its  impro' 
them. 

Since  a  period  so  recent  as  to  be  within  the  remembn 
of  all  of  us,  the  line  of  distinction  between  what  were  cdlel 
learned  professions  and  the  other  avocations  of  soeietf 
been  in  a  great  measure  efiaced ;  or,  perhaps  I  should 
say,  various  other  avocations  have  come  to  share  with 
professions  a  degree  of  responsibility  for  the  common 
such  as  was  not  formerly  recognized.    With  the  devd 
of  manufactures  and  mines,  of  commerce,  of  railroa^ 
telegraphs,  a  higher  capacity  for  command,  a  clearer  " 
tion  in  its  exercise  and  a  more  extensive  education  for 
duties,  have  become  necessary.    The  various  estaUishDO^ 
of  instruction  in  the  natural  sciences  (of  which  the  Muffj^ 
of  Comparative  SiOology  is  the  most  conspicuous)  owe  tti 
development  to  this  cause ;  and,  in  turn,  they  thensebil 
foster  and  promote  the  very  cause  in  which  they  had  # 
origin.    To  conduct  successfully  almost  any  great  muait 
turing  establishme^t  to-day  requires  from  young  m&itll 
practical  application  of  a  degree  of  scientific  knofle(|^ 
which  fifty  years  ago  was  possessed  only  by  a  fewandwafltf* 
quired  by  them  only  as  the  result  of  long  lives  of  M> 
And  the  same  may  be  said  concerning  many  other  empbf 
meuts  of  our  time.    The  Institute  of  Technology,  at  Bi» 
ton,  to  whose  funds  the  State  has  largely  contributed^  tki 
Lawrence  Scientific  School  at  Cambridge,  and  the  Woicesttr 
School  of  Industrial  Science,  founded  on  a  liberal  ftfk^ 
private  munificence,  are  landmarks  in  the  same  line  of  piV 
ress.    Although  the  first  of  these  has  been  in  operation  les 
than  three  years,  its  influence  is  already  felt  by  the  vhok 
community.     The  last,  though  not  yet  fully  developed* » 
rapidly  approaching  a  position  of  general  importance,  addiof 
in  its  system  of  instruction  a  department  for  the  practif*' 
application  of  the  mechanic  arts, — a  purpose  which  it  is  io* 
teresting  to  note  was  contemplated  by  Congress  in  its  grant 
of  public  lands  which  we  have  applied  to  endow  the  Agncal- 
tural  College  at  Amherst.    It  would  be  pleasing  in  thisooo- 
nection  to  set  forth  details  of  the  progress  and  cooditioii  « 
all  these  various  institutions ;  but  that  would  lead  me  into  < 
dissertation  beyond  my  purpose  in  speaking  of  the  Uuseoio 
at  Cambridge. 

When  Professor  Agassiz  came  to  tliis  country  twenty-^'*' 
years  ago,  he  at  once  began  to  form  a  collection  to  illustrate 
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the  history  of  the  animal  kingdom,  and  on  this  expended 
all  his  private  means  and  put  himself  under  large  pecuniary 
obligations  beyond  them.  He  accepted  and  held  the  office  of 
a  professor  in  the  Lawrence  Scientific  School  of  Harvard 
College,  but  the  pecuniary  aid  which  the  college  could  afford 
him  was  very  little ;  and  the  only  store-house  for  all  his  col- 
lections, including  those  gathered  from  his  expeditions  to 
Florida  and  to  the  great  northern  lakes,  was  a  small  and  ill- 
built  wooden  structure,  part  of  which  he  was  obliged  to  de- 
vote to  rooms  for  his  students,  artists  and  assistants.  This 
iu  1856  was  the  condition  of  the  nucleus  of  the  present 
Museum. 

But  in  that  year  the  magnificent  private  subscription  of 
twenty-five  hundred  names  for  the  publication  of  his  work  on 
Natural  History  was  made ;  and  in  1857  the  first  volume 
was  issued.  The  Museum  was  greatly  increased  by  the  spec- 
imens needed  to  illustrate  this  work ;  and  at  last  public  at- 
tention was  attracted  to  its  importance,  and  a  private  sub- 
scription which  yielded  over  8^72,000  was  made  in  aid  of  it,  the 
Legislature  at  the  same  time  voting  an  appropriation  of 
$100,000  to  be  paid  from  sales  of  the  Back  Bay  Lands.  This 
appropriation  was  in  singular  conformity  with  that  provision 
of  the  constitution  (part  2,  chapter  5,  section  2,)  which  made 
it  '^  the  duty  of  legislatures  and  magistrates"  ^^  to  cherish  the 
interests  of  literature  and  the  sciences  and  all  seminaries 
of  them,"  and  "to  encourage  private  societies  and  public 
mstitutions"  "for  the  promotion,"  among  other  things  enum- 
erated, "  of  a  Natural  History  of  the  country."  On  the 
death  of  Mr.  Francis  G.  Gray,  which  occurred  about  this 
time,  the  Museum  received  the  munificent  legacy  of  $50,000 
aud  in  accordance  with  his  request  took  its  present  name  of 
the  Museum  of  Comparative  Zoology ;  and  the  act  of  incor- 
poration was  passed,  from  which  I  have  already  quoted.  In 
1861,  the  Legislature  voted  an  additional  appropriation  of 
|$20,000 ;  in  1863,  the  sum  of  $10,000  was  voted  for  the 
publication  of  illustrated  catalogues ;  in  1867,  $10,000  for 
the  arrangement  of  the  great  Brazilian  collections ;  aud  in 
1868  a  further  appropriation  of  $75,000,  to  be  paid  in  three 
annual  instalments  of  $25,000  each,  conditional  upon  the 
raising  of  the  same  annual  amount  by  private  subscription. 
I  had  the  pleasure  of  signing  the  warrant  for  the  payment  of 
the  first  instalment  on  the  last  day  of  the  year  which  has  just 
expired. 

Excluding  from  consideration  this  last  grant,  the  whole 
sum  which  the  State  has  contributed  to  the  Museum  during 
the  last  ten  years  is  $140,000 ;  and  during  the  same  time  it 
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has  derived  from  legacies  and  private  gifts  about  917aji 
to  all  of  which  must  be  added,  what  is  hardly  capable  <iC^ 
definitely  computed,  the  sum  spent  meanwhile  by  Pn 
Agassiz  from  his  own  earnings  and  ilie  tuition  fees  d 
students,  (which  last,  however,  he  has  almost  always  le  " 
to  them.)  The  investment  of  this  total  sum  of  about  $3' 
has  been  substantially  as  follows:  in  a  permanent  fund, 
000 ;  in  the  building,  $75,000 ;  in  the  scientific  expedii 
the  Amazon,  more  than  $30,000,  the  whole  of  which  was 
for  that  special  purpose  by  one  individual,  Mr.   Nad 
Thayer,  of  widely  known  liberality  and  public  spirit;  kri 
purchase  of  collections,  of  glass,  alcohol  and  other  mau^ 
upwards  of  $60,000.    During  the  same  time  there  have 
received  as  income  of  invested  funds  upwards  of  970. 
which  have  been  expended  in  increasing  and  arranging 
collections. 

If,  now,  in  behalf  of  the  State  and  the  community  we 
undertake  to  strike  a  balance  sheet,  as  a  merchant  would 
in  his  business,  and  compute  what  has  been  gained  to 
public  from  this  pecuniary  investment,  some  of  our 
might  be  enumerated  as  follows. 

First.    It  has  secured  in  Massachusetts  larger  and  naa, 
complete  collections  in  several  grand  departments  of  natofll 
history  than  the  British  Museum  or  the  Jardin  des  Phani 
have  acquired  from  a  century  of  liberal  government  patn* 
age. 

Second.  In  the  arrangement  of  these  collections,  erea  » 
the  limited  extent  to  which  the  pecuniary  resources  of  Ai 
Museum  have  enabled  it  to  be  carried,  it  has  presented  to  te 
scientific  world  a  plan  of  classification  and  exhibition  mort 
admirable  than  was  ever  before  attempted  or  even  designed,  iti 
grand  outline  being  to  illustrate  the  plan  of  creation  so  fir 
as  it  lies  within  the  comprehension  of  the  human  mind. 

Third.  It  has  educated  gratuitously  a  large  part  ot  ^ 
younger  class  of  naturalists  in  this  country,  who  now  in  tan 
are  teaching  in  the  schools  and  colleges  of  almost  evei7 
State,  and  some  of  whom  have  already  attained  a  repatatiofi 
not  limited  to  America;  and  in  educating  them  it  has 
afforded  greater  facilities  for  the  comprehension  of  th^ 
special  subjects  of  study  than  they  could  have  obtained  aoj- 
where  else  in  the  world. 

Fourth.  It  has  supplied  free  of  charge  to  every  trust- 
worthy scientific  man  in  America  or  Europe,  who  chose  to 
apply,  all  the  specimens  in  its  possession  for  his  free  investi- 
gation,— a  purpose  never  before  carried  out  on  such  a  sc»l« 
by  any  Museum. 
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Fifth.  It  has  given  courses  of  lectures  every  year,  free  of 
charge,  on  the  higher  branches  of  Natural  History,  to  all 
teachers  of  either  private  or  public  schools  who  should  choose 
to  attend  them. 

Sixth.  It  has  pu})lished  a  series  of  valuable  scientific 
works  and  supplied  material  for  many  more. 

And  lastly,  it  has  secured  to  the  United  States  one  who 
without  contest  is  conceded  to  be  not  second  to  any  phil- 
osophic zoologist  now  living ;  who  during  his  residence  of 
twenty  years  with  us  has  given  to  scientific  pursuits  in  this 
country  a  new  and  previously  unknown  impulse;  has 
made  the  scientific  attainments  and  achievements  of  Ameri- 
cans known  and  respected  abroad ;  and  has  concentrated 
m  Massachusetts  unequalled  facilities  and  incitements  for 
this  class  of  studies. 

AU  which  has  been  accomplished  at  a  cost  less  than  that  of 
a  small  cotton  mill. 

I  have  deemed  it  proper  to  invite  attention  to  this  recent 
feature  of  our  system  of  education.  It  has  been  the  most 
agreeable  of  my  official  duties  to  give  frequent  attendance  at 
the  schools,  to  become  familiar  with  their  wants,  and  to  en- 
courage the  adoption  of  all  unquestionable  methods  of  ad- 
vancing their  influence.  And,  in  retiring  from  that  relation 
of  duty  to  the  institutions  of  learning  which  the  Constitu- 
tion imposes  upon  the  Executive,  I  take  special  pleasure  in 
commending  to  public  respect  the  example  of  the  men  and 
the  seminaries  that  have  been  pioneers  in  adapting  our  system 
to  our  necessity.  The  five  classical  colleges  of  the  Common- 
wealth are  secure  upon  permanent  endowments  and  certain 
patronage.  The  discipline  and  culture  of  their  rich  and 
varied  instruction  is  imparted  to  constantly  increasing  num- 
bers within  their  walls,  and  diffuses  its  beneficence  over  all 
classes.  But,  for  the  intense  life  of  our  time,  for  an  age  of 
commerce,  mechanism  and  all  the  arts,  yet  other  and  specific 
policies  and  adaptations  of  education  are  needed.  The  work 
of  supplying  them  has  begun,  and  no  degree  of  public  or 
private  favor  in  carrying  on  the  work  can  exceed  the  demand. 

HOOSAC  TUNNEL  CONTRACT. 

The  Legislature  of  1868,  by  chapter  383  of  its  acts,  author- 
ized the  (^vemor  and  Council  to  contract  for  the  whole  work 
of  constructing  the  Hoosac  Tunnel,  limiting  the  price  to  five 
millions  of  dollars  and  the  time  to  seven  years,  with  satis- 
factory guarantees,  and  further  providing  that  one  million  of 
dollars  should  be  withheld  from  payment  until  the  work 
Bhould  be  finished  and  accepted.    A  supplemental  act,  chap- 

61 
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ter  350,  modified  the  former  by  authorizing  the  espenditne 
of  two  hundred  and  fiftjr  thousand  dollars,  (taken  from  tb 
five  millions,)  upon  the  continued  prosecution  oi  the  entB" 
prise  under  existing  contracts  and  in  paying  off  praeot  lu* 
bilities,  and  by  fur&er  providing  that  under  any  contndfar 
the  completion  of  the  Tunnel  twenly  per  centum  should  be 
reserved  in  the  payment  by  instalments.  This  actioa  of  Ae 
legislature  was  on  the  eleventh  of  June,  and,  immediaklr 
a&r  the  prorogation  of  that  body,  the  Governor  and  Couid 
adopted  measures  for  advertising  for  proposals.  The  Udi 
were  opened  on  the  first  of  September.  It  will  be  seen  I9 
an  examination  of  the  statement  which  I  have  the  hooot 
herewith  to  transmit  to  the  General  Court  that  these  voe 
twelve  in  number,  of  which  five  only  came  wilhin  the  amonat 
remaining  at  the  disposal  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  (foor 
million  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,)  the  otben 
exceeding  that  sum. 

In  considering  these. proposals  for  the  contract,  the  fint 
question  which  arose,  was,  what  should  be  deemed  "  siiAt' 
tory  guarantees."  Several  parties  were  ready  to  offer  a  bail 
with  sureties ;  but,  for  various  reasons,  too  obvious  to  serf 
repeating,  and  especially  in  consideration  of  the  long  perU 
which  any  bond  must  cover,  I  deemed  it  my  duty  to  dediM 
every  such  offer.    It  only  remained  to  require  an  actutlde* 

¥Dsit  of  approved  public  securities  of  satisfactory  amoosl 
0  establish  this  amount  involved  the  exercise  of  indifidml 
discretion,  and  to  some  extent  the  adoption  of  an  apparondj 
arbitrary  standard.  After  much  reflection  and  consultatiaa 
with  the  Council,  I  settled  in  the  conclusion  that  the  amonol 
to  be  deposited  should  be  five  hundred  thousand  dollars.  B 
seemed  to  me  that  such  a  sum  in  hand,  together  with  tiie » 
tention  of  twenty  per  centum  in  making  payments,  ought  to 
be  accepted  as  satisfactory  guarantees  i^inst  the  risk  of  o 
abandon  ment  of  the  work  by  contractors,  which  wodd  prob* 
ably  be  more  imminent  in  its  early  than  in  its  later  steges* 
Another  and  important  element  in  the  estimate  of  goaitf' 
tees,  and  primary  to  every  odier,  was  to  be  found  in  tk 
character  and  fitness  of  the  men  who  should  be  admitted  to 
the  contract.  In  my  judgment  the  requirement  of  so  large* 
deposit  would  quite  certainly  exclude  all  persons  who  could  v/t 
command  public  confidence,  and  would  keep  the  undertakiBg 
from  the  hands  of  mere  adventurers  and  speculators.  1  ^ 
lieve  that  such  a  result  has  been  attained.  Nor  was  it  in  mj 
mind  any  objection  to  the  demand  of  a  positive  and  large^ 
curity  that  it  might  involve  the  declinature  of  the  lower  w 
and  an  approach  to  the  highest ;  for  the  economy  of  a  State, 
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stn  individual,  may  lie  in  the  acceptance  of  the  larger

executed  on  the  twenty-fourth  of  December  by  the  Gov- 
r  and  Council,  with  Walter  Shanly,  of  Montreal,  and 
icis  Shanly,  of  Toronto,  Canada,  for  tlie  sum  of  four 
ion  five  hundred  and  ninety-four  thousand' two  hundred 
sixty-eight  dollars,  ($4,694,268,)  to  be  paid  in  United 
«s  Treasury  notes  or  other  current  funds.  I  herewith 
ununicate  to  the  legislature  a  copy  of  this  contract.  Be- 
\  committing  the  Commonwealth  to  the  agreement,  its 
ns  were  examined  and  discussed  by  the  Governor  and 
mcil,  from  day  to  day,  for  the  greater  part  of  a  month, 
I  with  every  aid  which  could  be  derived  from  experience  and 
timony.  The  contractors  bring  to  this  enterprise  the  ad- 
itages  of  large  experience  in  railroad  construction  and 
ning,  of  distinguished  reputation  in  the  community  where 
)j  reside,  and  of  conmiand  of  financial  resources,  them- 
ves  stimulated  by  confident  expectations  of  profit.  They 
ve  already  commenced  the  preparation ;  and  one  of  them 
least  will  transfer  his  residence  to  the  field  of  operations. 
For  the  details  of  the  contract,  I  refer  to  the  instrument 
lelf,  but  a  few  of  its  propulsions  demand  specific  mention, 
is  agreed  that  no  sum  whatever  shall  become  due  to  the 
mtractors  until  after  work  to  the  amount  of  five  hundred 
lousand  dollars  shall  have  been  performed  by  them  and  ap- 
roved  by  the  Governor  and  Council.  It  will  be  readily

The  finance  of  individuals  comes  within  the  lim- 
itations of  present  and  personal  interest ;  the  investment  of 
Oommonwealths  looks  ^r  a  return  in  their  complete  devel- 
opment and  in  their  enduring  destiny.  So  have  judged  the 
great  commercial  and  manufacturing  States  of  New  York 
and  Pennsylvania  ;  and  so  they  have  btiilded  their  material 
B\\cces8  on  partial  forgetfulness  of  immediate  profit  and  on 
confidence  in  the  longer  and  grander  future.  Massachusetts 
cannot  afford  to  cherish  a  policy  less  broad  than  that  which 
has  conducted  them  to  prosperity  and  greatness.
